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IN THE WIND 


Stefan Everts (Hon) was the overall win- 
ner at the World Championship 250cc 
Motocross Series round in Maracay, 
Venezuela, on July 19. Everts won the 
first moto over Pit Beirer (Hon), Yves 
Demaria (Kaw), Marnicq Bervoets (Suz) 
and Sebastien Tortelli (Kaw). Tortelli 
came back to win the second moto, with 
Everts taking second. Beirer finished 
third, followed by Bervoets and Demaria. 
Everts extended his series lead over 
Tortelli to 13 points, 360-347. Beirer is 
third in the series with 266 points. 


Alessio Chiodi (Hus) again won both 
motos in the World Championship 125cc 
Motocross Series at the Dutch GP in Oss, 
Holland, on July 19. Finishing second to 
Chiodi in the first moto was Remy van 
Rees (Kaw), followed by Claudio Federi- 
ci (Yam), David Vuillemin (Yam) and 
James Dobb (Hon). In the second moto, 
Vuillemin took second, followed by Fed- 
erici, Alessandro Puzar (TM) and 
Alessandro Belometti (Yam). Chiodi has 
once again opened up a sizable points 
lead in the series points chase over sec- 
ond-placed Vuillemin, 274-248. Puzar is 
third with 233. 


At the World Championship 500cc 
Motocross GP in Ernee, France, on July 
19, defending champ Joel Smets (Hbg) 
took top honors with 1-1 moto finishes. 
Darryll King was the runner-up in the 
first moto, followed by Andrea Bartolini 
(Yam), Bernd Eckenbach (Hus) and 
Erwin Machtlinger (Hon). Finishing sec- 
ond to Smets in the second moto was 
Peter Johansson (Yam), followed by 


Machtlinger, King and Bartolini. Smets — 


now enjoys a 50-point lead in the series 
over King, 300-250. Bartolini is third with 
225. 


Greg Williams (H-D) and Phil Libhart 


(Tri) came away with victories in the 800 - 


and 540cc classes, respectively, in round 
four of the AMA National Hillclimb 
Series, held in Steel City, Pennsylvania, 
on July 19. Williams topped Eou Ger- 
encer Jr. (H-D) and Glendal Petty Jr. (H- 
D), while Libhart beaf Paul Pinsonnault 
(Hon) and Ted Wilkins (Rot). 


Micheal Barnes (Yam) took the double 
win at Formula USA races at Portland 
International Raceway on July 19, round 
three of the series. Both times out it was 
Mike Sullivan (Kaw) in second place, fol- 
lowed in race one by Eric Wood (Kaw) 
and in race two by Grant Lopez (Suz). 
Wood won the 126-horsepower class, 
while Mark Junge (Suz) topped the 103- 
horsepower class. 


Yamaha riders Doug Henry and John 
Dowd are the big winners in the first 
round of payouts from the $100,000 
bonus fund put up by Mazda Truck, the 
title sponsor of this year's AMA Mazda 
Truck Motocross Nationals. Both Henry 
and Dowd took home an $1150 bonus. 
“Doug and John are outstanding individ- 
uals both on and off the track, and we're 
proud to present the top bonuses to 
them," said Mazda Group marketing 
manager Jack Stavana. "We support the 
sport in every way we can, and we hope 
the $30,000 bonus checks are a good boost 
for the other 38 riders, too.

ical Center on Wednesday, July 15 - on 
his 27th birthday and just three days after 
his horrific accident. Yanagawa has a bro- 
ken bone in the middle of his left hand 
and has been fitted with a special light- 
weight cast. The Japanese rider will 
undergo further examination by doctors 
in his native Japan before a firm indica- 
tion is given about when he will return to 
action. However, it appears that the facto- 
ry Kawasaki rider will miss the Suzuka 8 
Hours on July 26 and also the next round 
of the World Superbike Championship at 
Brands Hatch in England on August 2. “I 
have been with him since the accident 
and every day he seems to take a major 
team manager Harald Eckl 
said. "He is suffering from headaches and 
is still a bit groggy, but this is to be 
expected as he recovers from the effects 
of concussion. Physically speaking, his 
hand is quite badly swollen. He also has a 
sore shoulder, but nothing has shown up 
on the X-rays. We're really happy with 
his progress overall, particularly having 
witnessed the visual impact of the crash 
on television. It will be a remarkable 
recovery if he is back racing for the A-1 
Ring at the end of August." Yanagawa, 
who was unconscious when airlifted to 
the hospital on Sunday afternoon, was 
also visited by Dr. Massimo Corbascio, 
the Italian doctor who heads the Clinic 
Mobile medical team that attends all of 
the World Superbike rounds. Corbascio 
believes Yanagawa may be back in action 
by Brands Hatch. "He recognized me and 
could recall most of the drama of the inci- 
dent," Corbascio said. ^He lost a tooth in 
the impact with the ground, but now he 
is on his way home and I believe it is pos- 
sible that he will be back racing at Brands 
Hatch on August 2." 


Italian Piergiorgio Bontempi, who was 
involved in the start-line melee in the 
aborted restart of the first leg, has also 
been upgraded and is in stable condition 
at Community Hospital of the Monterey 
Peninsula. Bontempi suffered wrist frac- 
tures in both wrists, and he underwent 
surgery on the right wrist on Sunday 
night. “The American doctors have done 
an excellent job and Bontempi will be 
able to make a return to racing in about 
40 days," Dr. Massimo Corbascio said. 
"At Laguna Seca we recorded a larger 
number of accidents than normal during 
Superbike and Supersport Championship 
rounds. However, despite some initial 
concerns about the injuries to some of the 
riders involved, none have turned out to 
be serious. A lot of credit must go to the 
doctors in America who did a very good 
job to both Yanagawa and Bontempi, 
who received the highest degree of treat- 
ment in an extremely short time." 


FAST's Dan Murphy, the promoter of the 
World Superbike round at Laguna Seca 
Raceway, was in high praise of the med- 
ical staff at Laguna Seca. “1 really want to 
compliment the Laguna Seca medical 
staff,” Murphy said in a phone conversa- 
tion on Wednesday, July 15. "The FIM 
requires a minimum of three ambulances. 
We had six and used them all. I believe 
these guys saved some lives on Sunday, 
and they certainly saved some serious 


injury." 


According to FIM press secretary Marc 
Petrier, the FIM will not sanction Antho- 
ny Gobert any further in regards to the 
drug test he failed prior to the World 
Superbike race at Laguna Seca. "At the 
last FIM Congress, the Road Racing Com- 
mission took the decision to require 
Anthony Gobert to undergo a doping con- 
trol if he was to apply for an FIM license, 


which he did for the Superbike World.

AMA Professional racing for the remainder of the 1998 season when he tested 
positive for marijuana in a test administered by AMA Pro Racing on Thursday, July 16. 
The test was given on Thursday night in Ohio - the AMA/MBNA Superbike Series 
was scheduled to begin a day later at the Mid-Ohio Sports Car Course - and was taken 
to Ohio State University for analysis on Friday. Gobert was prevented from taking part 
in qualifying on Friday and was suspended for the season when the AMA got word of 


the test results on Friday afternoon. 


Gobert left the facility without making a.comment on Friday afternoon, though he 
was back at the track on Saturday - awaiting word on the results of a second urine sam- 
ple taken with the original test. That sample also tested positive. 

Gobert is now appealing the decision and his case will go before an appeals board. 

The ousting of Gobert for the season leaves Vance & Hines Ducati in exactly the 
same position they were in a year ago, with just one rider - Thomas Stevens - on the 
team. Stevens rode his Vance & Hines Ducati in Friday's qualifying, but had Gobert’ 
bikes at his disposal for Saturday and Sunday. He crashed out of the Superbike Nation- 


al on the opening lap. 


“The situation speaks for itself,” a bitterly disappointed Terry Vance said on Satur- 
day. “If you take drugs, you don't get to race. It's that simple.” 

When asked if he'd take Gobert back if the decision was reversed based on the’ 

appeal, Vance said: "I can't answer that right now." 

As for the prospects of facing the rest of the season without Gobert, Vance said that 

a replacement rider would be on the bike for the next round of the series in Brainerd 


Minnesota, August 1-2. 


“We're looking at (Steve) Rapp and a couple of other guys," Vance said. "But we 
thought the best thing for this weekend was just to concentrate on Thomas and go from 
there. Hopefully, there will be two guys at Brainerd." 

Rapp rode the Vance & Hines Ducati to seventh and eighth-place finishes at Willow 
Springs and Sears Point, respectively, when he replaced the then-injured Stevens on 


the team. 





Championship round in Laguna Seca, as a 
wild-card rider," Petrier said. "Having 
failed the test, his application was refused. 
As he is not a holder of any FIM license - 
ie., not taking part in any FIM World or 
Continental Championship or FIM prize, 
and thus not racing under the jurisdiction 
of the FIM - the FIM does not consider to 
sanction him further on this case." 


The AMA issued a press release regarding 
Anthony Gobert on July 15, stating that 
Gobert will have to undergo drug testing 
before each and every AMA race. "AMA 
Pro Racing requires all riders to submit to 
the terms and conditions of the AMA Pro 
Racing competition license," the release 
states. "Riders sign and acknowledge 
these terms and conditions, including the 
substance-abuse policy prohibiting the use 
of illegal substances, which has been in 
effect since 1987. These rules are detailed 
on pages 73-84 of the 1998 AMA Pro Rac- 
ing rule book. Based on the FIM test 
results and Gobert's own admission in a 
news release he issued July 12, AMA Pro 
Racing will require Gobert to be tested 
before every AMA Pro Racing event he 
enters. A positive test result indicating the 
presence of any illegal substances will 
result in Gobert receiving (at minimum) a 
suspension from competition for the dura- 
tion of the 1998 racing season. This state- 
ment regarding the Gobert case is being 
made in response to reports in a variety of 
media outlets, and Gobert's own public 
admission." The AMA backed up the 
release by testing Gobert on Thursday, 
July 16, at Mid-Ohio and he was suspend- 
ed for the season the following day when 
the test came back positive (see sidebar). 


Rodney Fee (Hon) won the Moto Liberty 
125cc Exhibition race at Laguna Seca 
Raceway on July 12. Fee topped Hiromy 
Hachiya (Hon) and Vicky Jackson-Bell 
(Hon) in winning the 12-lap race that was 
held in conjunction with the World 
Superbike event at Laguna. 


According to a release issued by the Side- 
car Racers Association, several rule 
changes have been proposed for the 1999 
season.

The project, entitled "State of 
Knowledge in Costs and Source of Pay- 
ment Associated with Injuries Resulting 
from Motorcycle Crashes," is not 
designed to collect new data on motorcy- 
cle accidents, but instead to summarize 
past studies that have examined these 
issues. That methodology has raised con- 
cerns within the motorcycle community 

ecause many past studies have been 
unded by thé health-care and insurance 
industries - two entities that have often 
pursued an anti-motorcycle agenda. "We 
are very concerned about the direction 
NHTSA officials are taking with this. pro- 
ject,” said Robert Rasor, vice president of 
AMA government relations. “For years, 
we've asked the agency to fund legiti- 
mate research into the causes of motorcy- 
cle accidents, including an update to the 





landmark Hurk study completed in the 
late '70s. This project will do nothing to 
enhance motorcycle safety on our high- 
ways. But it will use up tax dollars that 
could be spent on more beneficial 
research. Using federal tax dollars to pro- 
vide fodder for the anti-motorcycling 
lobby is inappropriate. We will be moni- 
toring this project very closely."

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Sidecars ‘R’ Us 
I am writing in regards to the Chicanery 
column penned by Henny Ray Abrams 


` (Issue #26, July 8). First of all, based on 


the writing style in which Mr. Abrams 
pens his column, I find him a very poor 
reporter. 

His attempt at humor when address- 
ing serious matters concerning sidecar 
racing, track promotion and track safety 
falls way, way short of acceptable jour- 
nalism. By way of history, sidecar racing 
has been an integral part of motorcycle 
racing in all forms since the 1920s. In its 
current form at the world level, sidecar 
racing has produced some of the most 
innovative engine and chassis develop- 
ments in motorsports - as well as 
thrilling on-track action. 

It is because of the spectator appeal 
of sidecar road racing that promoters 
are interested in adding the class as an 
exhibition at events. Mr. Abrams is very 
uninformed about many aspects of the 
business of motorcycle racing, including 
why promoters stage events - it is to 
entertain the attendees and to make a 
profit. Promoters have found that, statis- 
tically, sidecar racing adds to their prof- 
its. That alone is no reason why any 
class of racing should be included in a 
program as the whole package must be 
looked at. 

The safety issue of modern sidecar 
racing is of major concern to both the 
SRA (Sidecar Racing Association), each 
and every competitor, and to promoters. 
Oil pans, absorption mats, tighter tech 
inspections, etc., are all being incorpo- 
rated and enforced in modern sidecar 
racing. (I emphasize that I do not speak 
for vintage sidecar racing.) The same 
procedures that are used on superbikes 
to contain fluids are used on sidecars. 

I might add that the superbikes have 
added new rules in just the last few 
years. Leaking motorcycles is not a new 
issue, is not confined to just one class, 
and unfortunately will not go away with 
the wave of an irresponsible journalist's 
pen. 

It would seem logical for someone 
like Mr. Abrams to contact concerned 
parties before writing such an ill- 
informed article, and it would seem that 
the editor of Cycle News would find this 
type of writing offensive - regardless of 
who is being improperly reported 
about.

here. 
Now, what is it with this “monkey” 
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business? Again, here is an example of © 


ignorance at work. The preferred title is 


passenger and always has been. The f 
insults you laid upon generations of ~ 


motorcyclists are inexcusable. What you 


need to realize is that close to 100 per- 


cent are currently or have been motorcy- 
clists, and quite a few are employed in 
the motorcycle industry. It has always 
been this way. For example, here are a 
few of those who raced sidecars: Reg 
Pridmore, the late Denis Jenkinson, 
Mike Taylor, Mick Woollett, Colin See- 
ley - and the list goes on. Sidecar racers 
are not a bunch of rich old farts. They 
are everyday people - aged 17 and up - 
who put as much of their paychecks as 
possible towards the sport they love. 
Could you imagine if all of motorcycling 
was that dedicated? 

To be able to answer why they have 
that level of dedication, you need some- 
thing your staff probably lacks - sidecar 
experience. The final fact is that I have 
never seen anybody get off a road race 
sidecar and say they did not have fun.

he hardest thing that Aaron Yates 

faced at the Mid-Ohio Sports Car 

Course was the temptation to look 
back. So, instead, he focused on the task 
at hand, aggressively knifing his way 
through traffic to capture his second 
straight AMA Superbike National victo- 
ry and the third of his career. 

Yates was the man to beat from the 
time wheels were first turned in anger at 
the Mid-Ohio Sports Car Course. He 
was fast in practice, he qualified on pole 
position (see sidebar) and he led the 
final from start to finish, jumping away 
from the pack in an uncharacteristic fast 
start. From there it was just a matter of 
not looking over his shoulder as he 
stormed to his second win of the season 
and his second in succession. The last 
two races are indicative of how Yates 
has made a full comeback from the wrist 
injury that forced him to miss three 
rounds of the series earlier in the year. 

“All the way from the first lap, I was 
curious as to who was back there," 
Yates said after his victory. "I wanted to 
look back there, but I just kept myself 
from looking back - until the last lap. I 
think that was a good thing. I didn't 
want to think about who was there."

ha of Jamie Hacking, who for most of 
the race was embattled over the position 
with Fast By Ferracci's Tom Kipp. Kipp 
led nearly the whole way, but Hacking 
took the spot when it mattered most - at 
the end. It was on the 24th of 26 laps 
that Hacking took over the position, 
catching Kipp somewhat off guard. By 
the time Kipp realized what had hap- 
pened, it was too late. There was to be 
no denying Hacking of his second 
straight second-place finish as the top 
two finishing positions from Loudon 
were duplicated. 

Third place at Mid-Ohio, also as at 
Loudon, went to a Ducati, but this time 
it was Kipp and the Ferracci bike and 
not Anthony Gobert and the Vance & 
Hines machine. Gobert tested positive 
for marijuana in a test given by the 
AMA on Thursday and was suspended 
for the rest of the season on Friday after- 
noon (see “In the Wind"). 

Kipp appeared to be on pace to per- 
haps win the first AMA Superbike 
National of his career at Mid-Ohio. 
Although he didn't get the best of starts, 
Kipp was fast, setting the quickest lap of 
the race on the seventh go-around, and 
he moved from sixth to second, looking 
the part of a man who had something in 
hand to match Yates. On the 16th lap, 
Kipp got to within a second of the race 
leader and looked to be in the hunt. 
Then, just as quickly, that gap had 
grown to 1.6 seconds; then it jumped to 
2:6, 3.1... 

And then Hacking took over the run- 
ner-up spot from Kipp. 

Behind those two came American 
Honda's Ben Bostrom. Hot off his strong 
finish from the World Superbike round 
at Laguna Seca, Bostrom held second at 
the start of the race and he too looked 
like he could match Yates' pace. But 
then it all went wrong as Bostrom let the 
pressure of being Honda's number-one 
rider get to him. To put it bluntly, he 
started thinking too much. 

^| think we should've won that 
race," a bitterly disappointed Bostrom 
said. “The race pace was nice and easy. 
Aaron (Yates) was doing low 29s and 
I've been doing 28s all weekend. It was 
just too much stress, too many people 
telling me not to go for a win, to go for 
the championship. All these guys want 
is a championship. I want to win races 
and win a championship. I just choked. 
All I was thinking was, 'Where's 
(Doug) Chandler? Don't crash.' I just 
didn't want to crash. I had a dream last 
night that I crashed. It was my worse 
race since Daytona. I wasn't even tired 
after because I didn't ride hard 
enough." | 

Behind Ben Bostrom came Eric 
Bostrom, interestingly finishing fifth in 
his superbike debut - the same position 
that Ben had finished in when he made 
his superbike debut at Laguna Seca last 
year. 
Though the finish was impressive, 
the younger Bostrom had mixed feelings 
about it. He said he'd run out of gas 
physically, something for which he 
could: be forgiven considering he was 
competing in three classes over the 
course of the weekend. 

Yamaha's Rich Oliver ended up sixth 
after a rather uneventful ride for the 
multi-time AMA 250cc Grand Prix 
Champion. Oliver passed a fading Mat 
Mladin and his Yoshimura Suzuki late 
in the race. 

Mladin's race was a strange one. The 
Australian started slowly but soon start- 
` ed to reel in the lead group, losing no 
ground to Yates even though he was 
some five seconds behind once he 
moved near the front. Strangely, Mladin 


got there and then mysteriously 
dropped backed. 

"Nothing happened - I just couldn't 
keep up," Mladin said. "I had a few 
problems, but none with the motorcycle. 
I'm not lying - I have a few things to get 
sorted out." 

Battered and beaten, AMA Superbike 
National Champion Doug Chandler 
rode the Muzzy Kawasaki home to a 
conservative eighth. Still hurting from 
his Laguna Seca crash, Chandler said 
he'd missed on the setup, making things 
worse when the National got under 
way. He rode alone for the whole race 
and was happy to be heading home 
with time to heal before the next round 
at Brainerd, August.1-2. 

“We tried some different stuff this 
morning," Chandler said. "We've been 
getting pretty lucky at some places, try- 
ing different stuff; this time we didn't. It 
(the bike) just wasn't what I wanted. It 
was probably a little better this morn- 
ing, but it wasn't enough. I knew on the 
first lap that we were in trouble because 
I was running wide everywhere. I just 
wanted to try and make it better. In the 
race, I just wanted to finish, get outta 
here and get healthy." 

Chandler's teammate Tommy Hay- 
den, meanwhile, got the better of 





Tilley's Harley-Davidson's Jamie James 
after a race-long battle for ninth place. 

The race for the championship is now 
just a two-man affair - Chandler vs. 
Bostrom. Though Bostrom gained four 
points on Chandler at Mid-Ohio, he still 
trails the defending champion by seven 
points. 

Chandler may have struggled, but he 
fared better than some of the other fac- 
tory stars - most notably Vance & Hines 
Ducati's Thomas Stevens and Harley- 
Davidson's Pascal Picotte. 

Stevens' first outing on Gobert's fac- 
tory bike didn't last a complete lap as he 
was high-sided at high speed on the first 
go-around. Picotte's demise was likely 
more painful, however, as he looked to 
have fourth place sewn up late in the 
race when the VR1000 suffered an elec- 
trical problem that put it out of the race. 
Picotte deserved better after being con- 
sistently quick all weekend. 

Compared to nearly all of the previ- 
ous AMA Superbike Nationals held thus 
far in 1998, this one was Dullsville. 

Yates got the jump at the start and 
was never headed. Keeping tabs on 
where the competition was via his pit 
board, the Georgian was consistently 
fast and was decisive in traffic. He never 
gave the others much of a chance.

^My race was pretty uneventful, real- 
ly," Yates said.

Both were 
ahead of him when they ran into prob- 
lems: The Harley started misfiring and 
Mladin started fading. That left Bostrom 
to run alone to the finish in fourth place 
- though he wasn't too pleased with it.

five after qualifying. Which one was missing? If you 
guessed the Harley-Davidson VR1000, you'd be dead wrong. 

In fact, it was the Kawasaki that failed to climb to the top of 
the charts, with the Suzuki of Aaron Yates (right) leading the 
Honda of Ben Bostrom, the Harley of Pascal Picotte, the Yamaha 
of Jamie Hacking and the Ducati of Tom Kipp. 

The first Kawasaki was 11th, surprisingly not in the hands of 
defending Superbike National Champion Doug Chandler, but 
instead being ridden by his young teammate Tommy Hayden. 
Chandler, who was still suffering the effects of his crash in the 
World Superbike race at Laguna Seca, was well back, qualifying 
in 14th place. 

Yates not only earned pole position, he also smashed his 
own lap record by nearly à full second, lapping the 2.4-mile 
Mid-Ohio Sports Car Course in 1:27.887 to break his old mark of 
1:28.610. It was the Yoshimura Suzuki rider's first Interstate Bat- 
tery pole position of the year, and his first since last year at Mid- 
Ohio. The Georgian also earned the $1000 and single champi- 
onship point that goes to the fast qualifier. 

Yates ripped off two laps in the 275, and said he would likely 
have had a third quick lap in succession while using the Dunlop 
qualifiers. 

"I'm getting into the groove," Yates said. "Lately, we've 
been working. The last lap would have been a good one, too. 
But there was a guy in the way back there so I just said, ‘Oh, 
well, I hope I got it.' The bike's working really good. It's turning 
good; the tire's hooking up fairly well. I haven't really had any 
problems this week with rear wheelspin like we usually do. It's 
the same tires we've been running everywhere, but something 
with the track is just working. It seemed really rough when we 
went out yesterday, but we've just been fine-tuning things with 
my front end, trying to get a little contact feel in the front. This 
morning we spent a lot of time screwing with that, going every 
which way and seeing what happens. We found something that 
feels pretty good." 

Second quickest to Yates was Ameéficait Honda's Ben 
Bostrom, the man who is suddenly Chandler's biggest threat in 
the AMA Superbike Championship. Bostrom lapped at 1:28.132 
on qualifying rubber and was looking forward to getting back 
to race tires for the National. 

"The bike's good,” Bostrom said. “I don't know if the Hon- 
das like qualifiers or not; we were sliding the front - but I bet all 


these guys were. Aaron (Yates) just outrode us, and all these 
guys rode cool. As Pascal (Picotte) pointed out, it's cool that 
there's four different brands on the front row. That's kinda nice 
for the spectators. Sunday is going to be a tough race, for sure. 
There'll probably be five or six guys racing for the lead the 
whole time." 

Picotte and the Harley had by far their best qualifying effort 
of the season, with the French Canadian lapping at 1:28.221 to 
take the third spot on the front row. Nothing much has 
changed, according to Picotte. | 

"The circuit suits the bike," Picotte said. "The first time 
when I tried the VR at Daytona, I told Steve Scheibe, ‘That thing 
should go really good in Ohio, Brainerd, Colorado and Vegas.' 
So we showed up here and the thing was working. On Friday 
morning, I set the fastest time in the first practice with a 29.1 
(1:29.1). In qualifying, we tried a different setting and we went 
backward. Today, we just went back to what we had on Friday 
morning - with a little bit of a change. I just went faster. Yester- 
day, I couldn't put on any qualifying tire and I just used a race 
tire. | can do high 28s, low 29s with the race tire. For me, that 
would be a comfortable pace." 

The changes that Picotte and crew did make to the VRT000 
centered around the suspension as they tried to stiffen things up 
a bit for the tight, technical and bumpy race track. 

"We ran a little bit stiffer on the spring; we didn't really have 
anything stiffer, "Picotte said." The new Ohlins fork seems to 
have really soft internal valving this year. We've been increas- 
ing the compression, and just going stiffer and stiffer. The stiffer 
we go, the better the bike works so today we went even stiffer. 
Today we had one spring to make it even stiffer. We also 
switched to a Ohlins shock on the rear instead of the other - 
shock. And it seems a lot better. Other than that, the VR just 
suits this race track and | like it here." 

Filling the front row was the factory Yamaha ridden by 
superbike upstart Jamie Hacking. The 27-year-old was riding 
hard as always and hot off a very successful World Superbike 
debut at Laguna Seca just 3 week earlier. 

“We've been struggling,” Hacking said. "We've had a really 
bad wobble in the bike all the way down the back straightaway. 
I don't know what it is; we've changed everything on the bike. 
That's just been killing my drive going down the back straight- 
away and into turn five; it's really been upsetting it. I’ve still got 
a wiggle, but if I sit up on the back of it, it goes away. If I sit 
down on the seat, the thing shakes like there's no tomorrow. 
We've been working on that. We're really getting some good 
feel out of the front end. You need some good feel out of the 
front end on this track because there's a lot of bumps and stuff. 
We struggled to get into the 28s and we did some changes to the 
rear shock - now I can run mid- to low 28s with it. That's what's 
going to be the race pace, so I think we're going to be in the 
hunt. 

“I-ean get a good start - I know that for a fact. The bike's 


working really good. Yesterday, I got one lap of qualifying. 
Today I got one really slick lap and going on my second one | 
went into turn three and there's a guy sitting up in there. I blew 
that one off, so I really only got one lap of qualifying. But I can't 
complain because we're all right there together. It don't matter 
if I’m outside of the front row or sitting on.the pole.” 

Leading the second row was Fast By Ferracci's Tom Kipp, 
the lone man on the teàm now that Mike Hale and Ferracci have 
parted company. Kipp looked comfortable on the Mid-Ohio 
Sports Car course, his home race track and a place where he has 
always ridden well, and it showed with a 1:28.649. 

Lining up next to Kipp would be the second of the two facto- 
ry Yamahas, this one ridden by veteran Rich Oliver. Then came 
Mat Mladin on the Yoshimura Suzuki. Mladin's final qualifying 
session was ruined when he crashed his good bike in the Key- 
hole and was forced to ride his backup bike for the rest of the 
session. 

"We lost a bit of time, but we've got tomorrow morning," 
Mladin said. "The bike only suffered cosmetic damage, so we'll 
be right." 

The last man on the second row was American Honda's Eric 
Bostrom, in his superbike debut as the replacement rider for the 
injured Miguel DuHamel on the factory RC45. Bostrom was 
impressive, showing maturity and speed as he lapped at 
1:28.789 to top a lot of more-experienced superbike men. He 
was also familiar with the power of the bike, having ridden the 
Erion Racing CBR900RR all year. 

“It's very similar, actually,” Bostrom said when asked to 
compare the RC45 to the CBR900RR. “The 900, even though it's 
a little heavier with the weight limit, turns in a little nicer 
because it has more back pressure. It almost wants to hold a line 
better than it (the RC45), but the superbike has tricker suspen- 
sion, more expensive suspension, and it’s a little better, Overall, 
they are surprisingly close. The 900 definitely has a lot more 
grunt down low, but the superbike wheelies a lot. The ergonom- 
ics are a little bit different, and I’m beating myself up on the 
superbike’s screen because I have an over-the-tank riding style. 
I've been chipping up the front of my helmet. Overall, it’s not 
too hard to jump off one and on to the other.” 

The third row would consist of Yoshimura Suzuki's Steve 
Crevier, Vance & Hines Ducati’s Thomas Stevens, Muzzy 
Kawasaki's Tommy Hayden and the Yoshimura Suzuki of Larry 
Pegram. 

Uncharacteristically, Chandler was on the fourth row, joined 
there by Tilley’s Harley-Davidson's Jamie James, Christopher 
Rankin and Canadian upstart Jordan Szoke. 

“1 just wasn't happy with anything,” Chandler said. "Myself, 
the bike... I'm struggling. Today (the Sunday morning warmup), 
we went pretty good. This is one of the harder places to come

ly win one of these things, but Aaron 
(Yates) was running real strong. 

“I got not so great of a start and it 
took me a few laps to get going and put 


myself into a good position," Kipp 
added. "I thought if I could just hang 
there and maybe make a good break in 
lapped traffic, then we'd be there. I 
closed it up to within a second, but it 
was a good race. The Michelin tires 
hung in there real well and we didn't 
really have too many problems." 

Then he ran into 2 bit of a problem - 
he didn't know Hacking was so close. 

"I was misreading my pit board, or 
we didn't have accurate information on 
there," Kipp said. "It's not the first time 
it’s happened. I didn't realize that Jamie 
(Hacking) was back there. I kept show- 
ing a ‘Plus 1, Plus 1, Plus 1.’ The next 
thing you know, he passes me when I’m 
supposed to have... and that Plus 1 is 


really a Plus 2 because I'm supposed to 
have a buffer for me. That's the way we 
have it figured out. So I didn't know he 
was back there and I was pretty irritated 
when he went by me - to say the least. 
There was nothing I could do. He was 
seriously motivated at that point and I 
was surprised." 

Another beneficiary of Picotte's and 
Mladin's woes was Eric Bostrom. In his 
superbike debut, the 22-year-old was 
doing everything he needed to do. He 
rode smart, used his head and didn't 
crash. Still, Bostrom expected to do bet- 
ter and he blamed much of his problem 
on fatigue. 

“I got tired,” Eric Bostrom said. “In 
the beginning, they were flicking it in 
and I wasn't. I was being conservative 
and I shouldn't have been. Really, the 
bike's better than I am. Then they all 
started coming back to me. I was doing

30s, then 29s. But at around halfway, my 
teeth started going numb and my head 
got all fuzzy. I had to chill out; I didn't 
want to make any dumb mistakes. I 
never really came close to crashing the 
bike all weekend - and if you want to 
win, you can't ride like that." 

Oliver, too, moved past Mladin late 


in the race, but the Australian was able” 


to keep Chandler behind him. €N

Yoshimura Suzuki's Aaron Yates continues to use the carburet- 


ed Suzuki GSX-R750 rather than the fuel-injected model. “Hope- 
fully, it'll be fuel injected for Brainerd,” Yates said, "We didn't run 
it at Daytona (the fuel-injected bike) because we didn't have any 
endurance testing with it. Since then, they haven't thought it was 
beneficial enough. | kinda liked it, but they said on the- dyno it 
didn't look that good. Hopefully, they'll have it for Brainerd and it'll 
be dialed in and working good and we can get a little extra top 
speed out of it - | hope." 


Muzzy Kawasaki's Doug Chandler crashed on Friday after- 
noon when he hit his front-brake lever on the inside curb of turn 
nine. Chandler didn't. suffer any new injuries in the crash, but 
the fall didn't help him, as he was already suffering from the 
battering he took at the Laguna Seca World Superbike round 
the week before Mid-Ohio. Chandler spent the majority of the 
weekend in the Muzzy truck, undergoing treatment from noted 
trainer Dean Miller. He was suffering from a badly sprained 
ankle. and a sore knee. "The 600 is easier on it (the ankle," 
Chandler said. "Just because | think | have more room from 
footpeg: to seat. We changed the pegs, dropping them 15mm 
on the superbike to try to get it more of the same, and that 
made a big difference, The superbike has more power, so it 
takes more strength. " 


Tilley's Harley-Davidson's Jamie James was aboard Thomas 


Wilson's factory Harley-Davidson VR1000 and also had the use’ 


of Wilson's top. mechanic, Scotty Beach. James was riding the 
factory bike out of the Tilley's garage. however. and wasn't pitted 
with Pascal Picotie and the factory team. 


With the suspension of his teammate, Anthony Gobert, Vancé & 
Hines Ducati's Thomas Stevens had four Ducatis at his dis- 
posal. The biggest difference between his bikes and those that 
were previously ridden by Anthony Gobert? "The brakes,” 
Stevens said. "You barely have to touch 'em." Stevens didn't 
take advantage of the situation as well as many had predicted: He 
qualified 10th. but crashed out of the National on the first lap. 


Performance Machine's Roland Sands, who'd been tabbed to 
ride the Fast By Ferracci Ducati beginning at Brainerd in two 
weeks, said his superbike debut would be delayed. "| have obliga- 
tions to the people who support me - mainly my main sponsor, 
Performance Machine," Sands said. "| need to try to wrap this 
championship up before | do anything like that. And as soon as | 
do that, then I'll ride the bike, but not until then. So maybe the last 
couple of races or maybe the last race, whatever it takes to do 
it." 


Three of the four men on the front row of the Superbike grid were 
hot off last week's World Superbike round at Laguna Seca, and all 
of. them said they'd learned something. “Last week helped," 
Jamie Hacking said. “| picked up some stuff. Those guys (the 
top World Superbike riders)really pick up the throttle early out of 
the corners, and that's what I've. been trying to work on;- getting 
the bike up and picking up the throttle. I'm just working on getting 


smooth on the motorcycle and using my head a little bit more, 


rather than just stabbing it and. not knowing what I'm doing.” 


Eric Bostrom was impressive in his debut on the factory Honda 
RC45 during qualifying. The young Californian put the injured 
Miguel DuHamel's bike on the second row of the grid with the 
eighth-fastest time in what was his first outing on a superbike. 
And he did it without much help from his older brother.Ben. "| 
haven't helped him all weekend," Ben Bostrom said. "I don't 
know why. He was so damn tired from riding all three classes yes- 
terday that he just fell asleep after dinner. We haven't got to talk 
much, but he's pretty close - about a half a second off. He'll go 
faster tomorrow (Sunday). The Honda is really good for a race 
pace. | don't know why, but with race tires, it.seems to work just 
as well at. the end of the race that it does at the beginning. It's 
actually a real good overall bike." Eric Bostrom finished fifth in the 
National. Ben Bostrom was fourth. 


` AMA 750cc Supersport winner Nicky. Hayden was back at a 


track on which he'd ridden before, though his last time at Mid- 
Ohio was in 1994 at-a racing school - and on a 125cc GP bike. 
His teammate Jason Pridmore didn't miss the opportunity to 
poke some good-hearted fun at his HyperCycle Suzuki teammate.

"Up until this point,.! think I've 
been the smoothest l've ever been on a bike," Kipp said. "In 
recent years, anyway.

It didn't mat- 
ter what tires we went with, about the eighth or ninth lap, they 
started to go off. We figured out that it wasn't the tires, but it was 
a chassis thing. We never really figured it out. So | don't know. 


This weekend's got me a little baffled, | guess. because our setup 


didn't really come in like it normally does. But the thing ran really 
strong all weekend. It's still my favorite bike that l've ever ridden. 
It's an awesome machine. It's been a challenge for me to figure 
out, but it's got some pretty mighty potential." 


Aaron Yates will likely get to test the Suzuki 500cc Grand 
Prix bike at some point in the season, most likely in August. “It 
was something 1. had in my contract - just to get to ride the thing

ith two Haydens on the front 
row and a horde of Suzukis 
near the front - most of which 


were under orders to help Steve Crevier 
in his quest to become 600cc Supersport 
Champion - the 600cc Supersport race at 
Mid-Ohio Sports Car Course was sup- 
posed to be about brotherly love and 
team spirit. 

Yeah, right. 

When all the pushing and shoving 
was over, not many could recall ever 
seeing a 600cc Supersport race any 
rougher than this one. 

In the end, Crevier and Suzuki got 
what they were looking for - a victory 
and a stack of championship points. But 
they didn’t do much in the way of mak- 
ing friends along the way. 

In fairness to Crevier, this one was 
rough-and-tumble all the way and he 
may not have done much worse than 
anyone else - and probably was more 
gentle to those around him than his 
Yoshimura Suzuki teammate Aaron 
Yates. What Crevier did do was incense 
a young man who doesn’t get mad very 
easily. 

Nicky Hayden was racing behind his 
brother Tommy at the front of the pack, 
the pair seemingly content to bring 
home the finest result in the young and 
impressive history of the racing Hayden 
family. Crevier, though, had other ideas 
and he barged his way past HyperCycle 
Suzuki's Nicky Hayden in the Carousel, 
nearly causing the younger Hayden to 
crash. The incident enraged the normal- 
ly soft-spoken Hayden. 

“He (Crevier) tried to take me out,” 
Hayden said. “He ran me to the dirt. He 
wants us all to give him room, but he 
doesn’t give us anything.” 

What made Hayden even more upset 
was the fact that he was supposed to be 
helping Crevier in this one - that, and 
the fact that Crevier was critical of Hay- 
den after last week’s Laguna Seca round 
of the series, a race for third that Crevier 
believed Hayden should have let him 
win. 

"| ain't never letting him (Crevier) go 
by again," Hayden told Speedvision 
cameras after the race. 

Nicky Hayden was more upset at 
Crevier than at Yates - who ended up 
taking the both of them out in a desper- 
ation last-lap move. 

Even though Nicky Hayden ended 
up on the ground, it was a great day for 
the Haydens as older brother Tommy 
finally turned things around, finishing 
second to Crevier after leading 98 per- 
cent of the race. It was the road race of 
Tommy Hayden's life and everyone was 
happy to see him on the winner's podi- 
um. He was slowed at the end of the 
race when his exhaust system broke 
away from its mount and started scrap- 
ing the ground in right-handed corners, 
but Hayden stayed on the gas and was 
barely beaten by Crevier. 

“I’m happy because this is really the 
first time I’ve led a 600 race,” Tommy 
Hayden said. "T got off in the front and 
was just trying to run a good pace and

keep up. Everything was going pretty 
good. I was kinda expecting lappers to 
get bad in the last few laps, but it 
seemed like we were just coming up on 
one or two at a time - so that wasn't a 
problem. I looked back a couple of times 
and every time Nicky was just right 
there. I was just keeping my head down 
because I knew nobody was going to 
give me a break. I wanted to stay out 
front. At the time I didn't know what 
happened, but the bracket broke on my 
pipe and in the right-handers it was 
dragging. It felt like somebody was run- 
ning into me. I was getting off line a lit- 
tle, and I started riding tight. The last 
few laps weren't that fast and Steve 
(Crevier) was able to pass me on the 
brakes on the back straightaway. On the 
last half a lap, I really didn't have any- 
thing for him. I was just trying to sal- 
vage second." 

Hayden did end up salvaging second 
as his brother Nicky and the hard-riding 
Yates crashed out of the race for third on 
the final lap. That left Muzzy Kawasa- 
ki’s Doug Chandler to inherit the spot, 
preventing Crevier from gaining as 
much as he should have on his title- 


- chase rival. 


Crevier, though, was more than 
happy to have won the second 600cc 
Supersport race of his career - and the 
first since 1992. 

“I really didn't get off to a great start 
with the Yoshimura crew," Crevier 
said. “I’ve sort of been fighting to get 
those guys to go my way with setup, 
but consistency has definitely been pay- 
ing off. We've been lucky and fortunate 
that Doug (Chandler) fell down and 
Miguel (DuHamel) got hurt. l've been 
handed things, but consistency is pay- 
ing off. l'm definitely happy with the 
bike now. I'm starting to really feel 
comfortable riding it. I don't have much 
bad to say about it, but I can't get off 
the corners too well. These guys were 
jumping on the back straight there - 
they were driving really good. I was 
really suffering, but at the end of the 
race I started to get a little bit better 
drive. They were all getting on the back 
straight better than me and I was really 
worried that I was going to get passed a 
lot on the back straight - but since 
Elkhart Lake, my bike has been really 
strong on top end. I'd say l've got one 
of the strongest top ends. I was doing 
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everything to use up all the track and 
defend my line. I’m really happy. Shit, 
I'm happy. It's been so long and I've 
been trying so hard." 

With everyone moving up a few 
places with the last-lap crash of Nicky 
Hayden and Yates, it was HyperCycle 
Suzuki's Jason Pridmore who claimed 
fourth place. Erion Racing's Eric 
Bostrom ended up fifth after leading 
early on, while Yoshimura Suzuki's 
Larry Pegram had his best result of late 
with a sixth-place effort. 

American Honda's Ben Bostrom 
ended up seventh, ahead of the 1-800- 
CYCLE GEAR Suzuki of Steve Rapp. 
Daga Racing's Jamie Hanshaw and 4&6 
Cycle's Joseph Gill rounded out the top 
10 finishers. 

With 10 rounds of the series com- 
plete, Crevier now leads Chandler by 13 
points, 289-276, with four rounds to go. 
Ben Bostrom is third with 267 points. 

The race got under way under sunny 
skies and warm temperatures, with Eric 
Bostrom leading the way. That lead 
would last for two laps. At that point, 
Bostrom would start going backward 
before settling into seventh place. That 
seventh would become fifth when Hay- 
den and Yates crashed on the last lap. 

“I wasn't riding very good when I 
was in the lead," Bostrom said. "When I 
started to go backward, it took the tiger 
out of me. I’m pretty disappointed." 

It was Tommy Hayden and the 
Muzzy Kawasaki taking over the lead 
on the third lap, with Nicky Hayden 
tucked in behind as the Hayden broth- 
ers flew in formation at the head of the 
pack. It looked like it would possibly 
end up that way. 

Crevier and Yates, however, had 
other ideas and that's when the pushing 
and shoving started. Yates got things 
rolling with a bold pass on Crevier in the 
Carousel on the ninth lap. Crevier did 
the same thing to Nicky Hayden in the 
same spot a few laps later, pushing Hay- 
den all the way to the dirt and all the 
way back to fourth place. On the 15th 
lap, Yates bashed into Crevier on the exit 
of the Carousel and the action was sud- 
denly getting heated all over the track. 














Tommy Hayden, meanwhile, had û 
problem - though he wasn’t sure what it 
was. His exhaust had broken loose and 
was dragging and leaving sparks in the 
right-handers. It was doing a good job 
of spooking everyone involved. 

“His pipe was coming off and at one 
point it hit my clutch lever,” Yates said 
later. “I thought you were supposed t 
get black-flagged when parts were com 
ing off your motorcycle.” 

Hayden not being black-flagged 
wasn't the only disagreement about 
flags. Everyone other than Crevier 
thought the Canadian should be penal- 
ized for allegedly passing under a wav- 
ing yellow flag. The AMA, however, 
didn’t find evidence conclusive enough 



































































































to dock the race winner, and the results 
stood. | 

Crevier's pass on Tommy Hayden 
came at the end of the back straight on 
the final lap. A few turns later, Nicky 
Hayden was taken out by the crashing 
Yates. 

"We were banging all the way 
through the esses," Nicky Hayden said 
later. "He just tucked the front and 
crashed in front of me." 

That left Crevier in front, with 
Tommy Hayden settling for second and 
Chandler a very fortunate third. 

"I've been just focusing on finishing 
and being consistent," Crevier said. 
"And I've been giving up positions-- like 
last weekend with Nicky Hayden. I 
knew he'd be inside me and if I blocked 
the line we'd tangle, and that ain't 
gonna give me my points. I’ve been try- 
ing to be consistent and it sure stinks 
because you can't give it 100 percent. 
You've got to give it like 95 to make sure 
you're there at the end. With the points 
the way they are, with too many points 
and not enough races, finishing is 
important. Doug (Chandler) can tell you 
that - he's won championships that way. 
I hope to follow in his footsteps, but I'm 
older so I can't." 

Crevier knew things were rough at 
the front. 

“I think it was all because Tommy 
was leading and Nicky was so bloody 
happy that Tommy was leading, he 
wasn't trying to pass him much," Crevier 
said. "He was really protecting him, so 
there was a lot of fighting back there. I’ve 
never seen Nicky so nice. It was kind of 
funny to watch. We were all bunched up 
and Aaron (Yates) was just the man. I 
mean, that guy is brave. He was nuts. I 
wished he'd finished and not taken out 
Nicky because it would have given me 
more points on Doug (Chandler). But I’m 
just surprised I didn't fall. I was sliding a 
lot and trying hard. People were just 
crazy out there - it was great. There was a 
lot going on out there." 

A bruised and battered Chandler was 
happy with fifth. He was even happier 
when that became third. He didn't want 























anything to do with the battle at the 
front. 

"It was definitely getting pretty 
intense toward the end of the race,” 
Chandler said. "I had a pretty good van- 
tage spot to watch those guys and 1 5 
getting a bit concerned because Jason 
(Pridmore) was catching me up. I didn't 
want to.be around anybody. I was pret- 
ty happy where I was at. I think we got 
Iucky when Aaron (Yates) took him and 
Nicky (Hayden) out. I was going to be 
happy with a fifth-place finish - no 
problem. For some reason, the heat of 
the motor really seems to bother it (his 
injured ankle). It's swollen, stiff and 
sore, but out there, racing, it wasn't so 
bad. It shouldn't be. If you're thinking 
about that, then you've got problems. I 
had enough just to watch these guys go 
at it. It was pretty impressive. It was a 
pretty good show. I was in a pretty good 
spot. I wasn't sure if Tommy's muffler 
was going to fall off or not - it was 
sparking through all the right-handers. 1 
was hoping for him that it'd hang in 
there and not lose power. He did a good 
job, considering what was wrong with 
his bike." 

Notables failing to finish were 
Richard Alexander Jr. and Kurtis 
Roberts, the pair having crashed togeth- 
er on the fourth lap. €N

The 
return of 
Hayden

LEXINGTON, OH, JULY 18 

yperCycle Suzuki's Nicky Hay- 
den was the hottest thing in 
American road racing early in 
e year. For those who might have for- 
gotten, Hayden sent out a reminder 
notice by winning the 750cc Supersport 
final at the Mid-Ohio Sports Car Course 
today. It was the 16-year-old's first win 
since he scored the double at Willow 
Springs back in April when he won 
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both the 600 and 750cc Supersport finals 
there. 

Hayden led the race wire to wire to 
win his third 750cc Supersport race of 
1998, holding back the relentless late-lap 
attack of his teammate Jason Pridmore 
and San Gabriel Mountain Spring 
Water's Steve Rapp. In the end, Hayden 
crossed the finish line with just .298 of a 
second to spare, with Pridmore and 
Rapp finishing second and third, respec- 
tively. 

Fourth place went to Barnett Tool & 
Engineering's Richard Alexander Jr. The 
New Yorker started off second but had 
to give way to both Pridmore and Rapp 
before settling into a comfortable and 
lonely fourth. 

Hooter's Restaurant's Paul Harrell 
was fifth, followed by Ricci Motor- 
sports' Jimmy Moore, Motorsports 
Suzuki's Brian Gibbs, 4&6 Cycle's Todd 
Harrington, Hooter's Mario DuHamel 
and 10th-place finisher James Randolph, 
on the second Ricci Motorsports entry» 

Everyone in the top 10 with the 
exception of Kawasaki-mounted Har- 
rington rode Suzuki GSX-R750s. In fact, 
you had to look back to 18th place to 
find another non-Suzuki in the field. 

Pridmore’s second-place finish to 
Rapp's third allowed Pridmore to gain a 
few points in the race for the 750cc 
Supersport championship. Rapp now 
leads Pridmore by just six points, 261- 
255. Alexander is third with 246 points, 
with Randloph fourth at 234. Hayden 
jumped. from seventh to sixth in the 
standings, but he trails Rapp - who has 
finished on the podium in four of the 
nine races - by 64 points. 

This one was all Hayden's early on, 
though it did end up getting a bit 
tougher. Hayden led the way into turn 
one of the 16-lap race, leading Alexan- 
der and Pridmore, with Rapp quickly 
shooting past Pridmore. Pridmore, 
though, would hold the spot at the com- 
pletion of the first lap. 

Meanwhile, Hayden was pulling 
away as Pridmore and Rapp caught up 
to Alexander. By this time, Randolph 
had received the bad news via a meat- 
ball flag that he'd jumped the start and 
would require to pull in for a stop-and- 
go penalty. He did well to climb his way 
back to 10th by the end of the race. 

Hayden's largest lead came on the 
sixth lap, when he led by 1.6 seconds. By 
then Pridmore had worked his way past 
Alexander, and now his job was clear: 
catch his teammate. 

“I got off the line a little slow," Prid- 
more explained. "Steve (Rapp) got by 
me on the first lap and I ended up get- 
ting back by him. Then I had to get by 
Richie (Alexander), and Richie, I think, 
was holding Steve and I up a little bit. I 
knew that once we got by Richie, maybe 
we could catch up to Nicky (Hayden). I 
just put my head down and tried to reel 
in Nicky." 

Pridmore started to chip away at

Hayden's lead, bringing Rapp with him. 
The 1.6-second lead dwindled to 1.1 and 
then all of a sudden it was gone - thanks 
to lapped traffic hindering Hayden's 
progress. 

"Traffic really helped me catch him - 
he got some backmarkers in some really 
bad places," Pridmore explained. "It 
definitely worked in my favor over 
Nicky's. He got held up really bad right 
before the Keyhole; he had to go by 
three guys and I just charged in there. 
We were having trouble getting the bike 
off the corners today - I just didn't seem 
to have it coming off the corners. Unless 
I could get close enough on the straight- 
aways, I wasn't going to get by 'em." 

To make matters worse for Pridmore, 
he was sick and later admitted to having 
dry heaves on the final laps. 

Though he could get close, Pridmore 
couldn't pass his teammate. 

“I got a really good start and right 
from the beginning I just tried to be con- 
sistent and smooth," Hayden said. "I got 
a little bit of distance in the beginning, 
but I knew they were going to be com- 
ing. Once we got into traffic, I just didn't 
really push real hard in traffic because I 
didn't want to do nothing stupid. I don't 
know what my times were, but I think I 
was really consistent the whole time. I 
knew that tire wear was probably going 
to be a factor at the end, so I tried to 
save my tire as best I could. It's been a 
while since I won one, so I just wanted 
to win really bad today. I was ready to 

o." 
1 Rapp crossed the line third, just .6 of 
a second behind Pridmore and .8 behind 
Hayden. Eleven seconds later came 
Alexander. | 

“It was one of the best rides I've 
had," Rapp said. "I felt good and the 
bike went good. We made some 
changes and it's obviously improved - 
a lot. Before, it was almost impossible 
just to try and stay with them. Now, 
with the changes, it feels good and | 
feel good for the rest of the series. It 
was a chassis thing. The motor is no 


different, but we changed some chassis . 


stuff and I was surprised at how much 
difference it made. Before, I’d qualify at 
least a second off at every race - now 
I'm only a couple of tenths here and 
there. Even though it is third, it's still 
good for me." €N

LEXINGTON, OHIO, JULY 19 

urtis Roberts didn't think he 
could race his Erion Racing 
Honda RS250 today, not after 
being punted off the track during the 
Pro Honda Oils 600cc Supersport race, 
flying through the air and landing badly 
on his left foot and hand. 

"He'll only do a lap or two,” then 
pull in, a member of his crew said just 
before the start of the race. 

But something happened during the 
race which kept him going - kept him 
going so fast, in fact, that he was able to 
do something his father, Kenny Roberts, 
did numerous times, and something his 
brother, Kenny Roberts Jr., never did: 
He won an AMA professional road race. 
Not only did he win his first AMA race, 
it was his first professional road race 
win of any kind. | 

"] told myself if I could ride the thing 
today that I would win," the youngest 
Roberts said after coming out on top of 
a thrilling three-way slugfest with 
World Sport Imports’ Chuck Sorensen, 
second today, and third-placed Roland 
Sands of Performance Machine. 

“It’s really been a while coming,” 
Roberts continued. “I thought we had 
the bike at Road Atlanta. I thought we 
had the combination for Loudon. 
Elkhart, we actually should have never 
been on the podium. (Takahito) Mori 
handed us that. We just didn't get the 
start and couldn't keep up with the 
guys. We could do the same times, we 





just couldn't go any faster than they 


were going to catch up with them. It's 
really a strange place for it all to come 
together here, especially after today. I 
hit the ground twice, once in morning 
warmup on the 600 and 1 got drilled 
going into the carousel. I was, I'd say, at 
least eight feet off the ground before I 
hit. I can't walk still. My hand's really 
bad." 

And how would his dad react to the 
news? 

“I don't think he can complain when 
you win. It's kind of hard to do that. 
Yeah, he'll be happy. Especially after 
hearing what we went through today. 
Everyone's happy." 

The win allowed Roberts to close up 
a few points on Sands in the race for the 
Elf Race Fuels/Lubricants Grand Prix 


Championship. With four races remain- 
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ing, Sands still holds a commanding 
lead over Roberts, 304-260. Sorensen is 
third at 249. 

Because the race was red-flagged 
after three laps, and run in two parts, 
there was no time of race or average 
speed. Roberts won by 1.3 seconds. 

When the race began, at the end of the 
day, Roberts got the jump, but Sorensen was 
quickly out front, where he'd be when the 
race was stopped by a three-rider turn-one 
crash on the fourth lap. 

The restart again went to Sorensen, 
with Roberts and Sands just behind, and 
with Ranson Street Racing's Jeffrey Vos, 
Performance Machine's Mark Foster, 
Fabweld's Greg Esser, Barnett Tool & 
Engineering's Bobby Keith and Erion 
Racing's Randy Renfrow - again having 
trouble with his starts - following. 

Vos was down a lap later after low- 
siding, his bike spinning along the track. 
It caused a moment's hesitation for Fos- 
ter and the group of four he was lead- 
ing, and allowed the leaders to get 
away. 

"That's when I lost the guys," Foster 
said. 

Sorensen maintained his spot at the 
front through the sixth lap, with Roberts 
and Sands chasing. Roberts was inside 
at the end of the back straight after 
nudging Sorensen, but Sorensen quickly 
took it back. 

"On the restart I took the point posi- 
tion again and thought maybe I was 
going to be able to get away," Sorensen 
said. "But I kept seeing plus zero on 
that, so I figured they were around there 
somewhere." 

At the halfway point Sands was in 
second, passing Roberts entering the 
Carousel, then took the lead briefly with 
an inside move on Sorenson, again on 
the back straight on the next lap, lap 
nine. Sorensen wasn't having it, though, 
and took the spot back immediately 


. While third-placed Roberts closed in on 


the brakes. 

That spot on the track wasn't a good 
one for Sands as his Yamaha would hes- 
itate exiting the hard right. 

"Coming out of there, my bike would 
fall on its face and they'd get right back 
by me, every time, after five or six 
times," Sands said. "That's a problem I 
thought we solved. It only surfaces 
when you're really pushing the bike 
under braking." 

Still, Sands struck again in the same 
place on the next lap, this time making 
the pass stick, though not without 
Sorensen putting up a fight. 

The next lap looked like it was going 
to decide the race. Roberts got caught 
out by a backmarker and lost ground on 
the lead pair. Getting out of their draft 
should have been fatal, but Roberts 
fought back. 
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"Chuck (Sorensen) had to go on the 
outside of the Keyhole and he got 
around him first and he got it back in 
time," Roberts said. "As I was bringing 
it back, my tire got in the gap with the 
concrete and the asphalt and it tucked 
completely and I actually thought I was 
down. My leg was off outside and the 
bike was down until it got off that and 
came back. I lost a second. I was 1.6, I 
think, behind on the next lap. But I 
think that just inspired me to come 
back." 

Two laps later Roberts was back on 
them, surprising Sorensen with a move 
toward the end of the 13th lap. 

“I believe Chuck didn't really know I 
was there when I passed Chuck," 
Roberts said. "He got off the gas really 
early and I thought he might do that." 

One more time around the track and 
he surprised Sands, this time at the end 
of the back straight, before the hard 
right. 

Ending the 14th lap, with two to go, 
it was Roberts, Sands, Sorensen. The 
order stayed the same for the next lap, 
with the trio tight for the final tour. 

Sands said it best: "Man, that last lap 
was a barn-burner." 

Indeed. 

Roberts was in front on the back 
straight, knowing his Honda was slight- 
ly down on power to the two Yamahas. 
So he "tried the 125 swerve down the 
back straight," Roberts said. "They had 
a little bit more on me, I felt, on the 
bikes. Roland kept coming by me and 
knocking me out of the way, trying to 
outbrake me. I wasn't going to let that 
happen. I started swerving and on the 
brakes I squeezed him off. I went in 
really deep and I saw him and I wasn't 
going to let him have it." 

"] tried to go by him on the brakes 
there and he wasn't having it and we 
went in there pretty close to each other," 
Sands said. "I think we hit four or five 
times that race. It was a pretty close 
race. I was the hitter this race, but fully 
in control." 

Going down the next looping left 
after the hard right, Sands tucked the 
front end before making a race-saving 
save. 

"That last lap, I had a bit of a slide 
there and thought I might go down for a 
second and gathered it back up and 
really tried to stay ahead of Chuck, but 
he was pushing for second real hard. I 
wasn't exactly thinking about the cham- 
pionship, I was more thinking ‘Try and 
win, try and win,’ and 1 just ended up 
settling for third. That's the way it was 
today." 

Mark Foster had put himself into 
fourth on the fifth lap, after Vos fell, and 
he quickly left the field behind. He'd 
done a radical overhaul of his setup in

the morning and, for once, he was com- 
fortable on the bike. 
Before this race, he was overriding 


the Yamaha and crashing. Then he: 


sought the advice of Stig Petterson of 
Petterson Performance Suspension and 
the results were immediate. 

"We had a big problem with valv- 
ing," Foster said. "We hid that problem 
with other adjustments." 

Erion Racing's Randy Renfrow 
moved past Bobby Keith for fifth on the 
seventh lap. He'd stay there to the end, 
even though his arms were pumping 
up and he'd burned the clutch on the 
start. 

"Ever since Elkhart Lake, I can't buy 
a start," Renfrow said. "We changed 
everything. I don't know what the prob- 
lem is. I just about ruined the clutch." 

After dealing with the clutch prob- 
lem, Renfrow found that by the fifth lap 
his forearms were "as hard as a rock," as 
they had been at Loudon. It affected his 
braking and throttle control. He wasn't 
physically tired, but, because he hadn't 
been able to train as hard during the off- 
season as in the past, his forearms aren't 
in racing shape. 

"It was everything I could do to hang 
on to the motorcycle," said Renfrow. 
"For the second race in a row I thought, 
"This is dangerous." 

Keith trailed Renfrow at some dis- 
tance, with Esser next across, followed 
by Honda-mounted Brian Gibson of 
Dogs Racing in eighth. 

Team Triad's Lee Acree was ninth, 
after running behind Gibson in a four- 
rider pack for much of the race. Leon 
Cortes rounded out the top 10 on the

Bostrom 
storms

LEXINGTON, OHIO, JULY 18 

rion Racing's Eric Bostrom contin- 
E- his inexorable march toward 

the Pirelli Formula Xtreme title 
with yet another dominating win, his 
seventh in eight tries, this one coming 
on an intermittently sunny day at the 
Mid-Ohio Sports Car Course. 

The Honda CBR900RR-mounted 
rider jumped out front and quickly 
pulled away from teammate Tripp 
Nobles, the only rider other than 
Bostrom to win an Xtreme final this 
year. Then Nobles was out, stopped by 
an engine failure on the seventh of 16 
laps, and Bostrom was home free. 

Graves Motorsports' Mark Miller, 
forced to use a Supersport-spec engine 
after his A-motor went sour, was a dis- 
tant but happy second. Canadian 
Kawasaki Motors' Michael Taylor, who 
had to start from the pit lane after losing 
track of when the race would start, was 
a distant third. 

Bostrom lapped up to eighth place on 
his way to winning by 14.537 seconds. 
The win, along with Nobles' DNF, 
extends his championship lead to 39 
points, 263-224, with four of 12 races to go. 
Miller, on the podium for the fourth time, 
is third with 216, and Taylor has 172. 

Bostrom also shattered the race 
record, completing the 24-lap, 38.4-mile 
race in 24 minutes, 18 seconds, nearly a 
minute under the mark set last year by 
Andrew Stroud, also on an Erion 
Honda. Bostrom averaged 94.815 mph. 

As dominating as his performance 
was, Bostrom had his doubts about suc-. 
cess before the race started. Taylor was 
able to knock him off the pole position 
in qualifying, though his bike was later 
found to be five pounds underweight: 
Even so, the times were close and it 
looked like it might not be another 
Bostrom runaway. 

"From the beginning and from quali- 
fying, it looked like this was going to be 
a really good race. All four of us were in 
the 30s," Bostrom said of their qualify- 
ing times. “It looked like it was going to 
be a really close race. Unfortunately, it 
didn’t materialize. I got out there and 
just kind of rode comfortable, tried not 
to push it and tried to cruise around and 
set a pace that I was happy with. Then 
we got caught up in some backmarkers 
and I had to gas it back up.” 

That was that. Bostrom was never 
headed and pulled nearly a second per 
lap on Miller. 

Miller’s problems began earlier in the 
weekend. The team had been develop- 
ing engine parts for the Yamaha YZF-R1 
but, just before qualifying, that engine 
developed problems, so they were 
forced to improvise. 











"We had a new motor for qualifying 
day - yesterday - and we had a new A- 
motor and we had some parts, finally a 
couple of little parts for this engine, that 
we're trying to develop and we were 
only 4 mph down at that point. We were 
pretty excited about that because the bike 
handles great right now and we're just 
waiting for a little bit more horsepower," 
Miller said. "Unfortunately, the thing 
had a little incident, a little mechanical 
failure just before qualifying, so we had 
to throw all the suspension pieces on the 
rain bike, which is a full supersport-spec 
motorcycle, which has nothing but a 
valve job and an exhaust pipe. "We were 
pretty lucky to get second today, being 
that we're grossly down on horsepower. 
Like I said, the YZF-R1 handles so good 
that we can make up in the corners what 
we lose in the straightaways - just not 
enough to get Eric today." 

Miller said he never gave up, hoping 
that his Michelins would last better late 
in the hot race than Bostrom's Dunlops. 
He knew he was faster in a couple of cor- 
ners and thought he might be able to 
exploit the advantage late in the race. It 
never happened. Instead, he was under 
only very slight pressure from Taylor. 

Taylor said he was motivated all 
weekend long because he knew Eric 
Bostrom was riding the American Honda 
RC45 Superbike for the first time and 
might not pay as much attention to the 
Xtreme machine. It looked like he might 
be right in qualifying, but Taylor dug 
himself into a hole by being slightly dis- 
organized. 

One of his mechanics had recently 
quit, so he was short-staffed for the race. 
Weighing his Canadian Kawasaki 
Motors' ZX-9R was not a priority, espe- 
cially since he didn't know that the AMA 
weighed the machines after qualifying. 
He was found to be five pounds under 
the limit and was forced to the back row 
of the grid. And then he didn't even 
make it there. 

"We figured superbikes are just com- 
ing back in the paddock, and then we 
went down to the grid and everybody 
was already gone," Taylor said. "So not 
only did we start in the back but we had 
to start from a stop. There's no reward 
for stupidity and I certainly learned that 
this weekend." 

Once away, he had to work his way 
through the 29-rider field. He was 12th at 
the end of the first lap, seventh at the end 
of two, then fifth after three. He moved 
into fourth on the fourth lap and inherit- 
ed third when Nobles went out. 

“I knew that if the tires stuck to the 
ground as much as possible, we could 
get some good lap times in," Taylor said. 
"| just concentrated on staying clean, that 
was the main thing. I know from experi- 
ence: I got into corner one here in a 750cc 
Supersport race once and I was off in the 
grass at a hundred miles an hour. It's real 
easy to get bumped off line here so I con- 
centrated in the morning practice on rid- 
ing all the craziest lines that I’ve never 
ridden before to see what it's going to be 
like in the race, and luckily a lot of the 
riders were pretty clean. I didn't have 
any major problems. One guy on an R1 
just messed me up bad down in the back 
section. I must have lost two seconds. I 
kind of lost my spirit after that. I lost too 
much here and I'm going to crash if I try 
to beat Mark (Miller) now. Just stick with 
podium and be happy with that." 

Taylor was about 7.9 seconds behind 
Miller. 

Around another 50 seconds back 
came Fastrax Racing's Dean Mizdal, all 
alone on his Suzuki GSX-R750. 

Then came the first race of the field, 
Greenfields Turf's Chris Voelker and Mid- 





Ohio Suzuki /Honda/Yamaha/ Kawasa- 
ki's Daniel Bailey of nearby Mansfield. 
Voelker managed to keep his Honda 
CBR900RR in front of Bailey's Suzuki 
GSX-R750 for the duration, but there 
wasn't much in it at the end. The pair 
were about 15 seconds behind Mizdal. 
They had a similar gap on Grand Prix 
Kawasaki's Larry Locklear, by himself in 
seventh, with Mike Voelker, also of 


Greenfields Turf, eighth on a Honda . 


CBR600. 

J&] Motors Suzuki’s James Doerfler 
led a quintet of Suzuki GSX-R750s across 
the line in ninth, though they were well 
spread out. 

He had a gap on the pair fighting over 
10th, Eric Seward and Keith Marquez, 
with Seward taking the spot. N

LEXINGTON, OHIO, JULY 19 
T- time, Paul Harrell decided he 
would win, at any cost. 

“I don't care if I win the champi- 
onship or not, I am not going to go this 
whole season without winning one of 
these things,” the Orange Country Tri- 
umph rider decided before the race. So he 
went out and ran down a fading Shawn 
Higbee to take his first Progressive Insur- 
ance Pro Thunder win of the year. 

“I think today, the reason I won, hon- 
estly, is because Pirelli put me on a really 
good tire,” Harrell said. “The thing was 
flawless the whole time.” 

And the reason Higbee lost? 

“I think I chose the wrong rear tire,” 
Tilley's H-D/Buell-mounted Higbee said 
of his rear-tire choice after dropping to 
third. "We went with the soft and we 
should have had the medium or hard." 

In between was Harrell's teammate 
and fellow Triumph rider, Curtis Adams, 
the rider who diced with Harrell much of 
the race before both were able to over- 
take Higbee. 

At the end of the day, Harrell for had 
extended his championship lead over 
Higbee to 10 points, 280-270, with four 
races left. Adams is third at 251. 

Harrell said that because he really 
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wants to win the championship, he 
"played it safe most of the time, had 
some bad luck, thought I could win a few 
times, blew it a couple of times. And then 
I thought coming into this round, "That's 
it.' 

When the race began, on a hot and 
muggy afternoon, Higbee made himself 
the rabbit, jumping to the front immedi- 
ately, with Harrell and Adams chasing as 
the the top three left the rest of the 19- 
rider field behind, just as they have all 
year. . 

Higbee was able to build up a three- 
second lead and hold it until the 11th of 
16 laps. In a single tour of the 2.4-mile 
facility, Harrell cut the gap to a second 
and a half, then was on Higbee a lap 
later. The pass came on the 14th lap and 
Higbee was helpless to stop it. 

“I got out front and put my head 
down and things were working good 
until about halfway, and then the bike 
started getting really loose,” Higbee 
said. “So midway through the race the 
rear tire was sliding around and, losing 
my drive off the turn. These guys 
caught up to me but it was real surpris- 
ing for me because I looked back a cou- 
ple of times and didn’t see them back 
there. So I was kind of trying to con- 
serve my tire and next thing I know 
these guys are pulling by. I tried to fight 
back but the rear suspension was a little 
loose. Didn't have the damping, I guess. 
The setup just wasn't there to catch up 
with them." 

“I was running up front and then I 
couldn't catch Shawn," Harrell said. 
"It looked like he was going to get a 
gap on me, Curtis (Adams) was right 
there, so I said, 'Maybe Curtis can 
chase him down, I’ve seen him do it 
many times’. I let Curtis drive for a lit- 
tle bit and Curtis seemed to be not 
going as fast as I could go, so I said I’m 
going to try to get this guy myself. So I 
just got on the gas, tried to get away 
from Curtis and try to catch Shawn. 
Every lap it seemed like it was a little 
closer, little closer, then I knew I had 
him. And I followed him in a couple of 
corners and his tires were really slip- 
ping and sliding around and I knew for 
sure, because I was still hooked up the 
whole time. Drove it out of the corner, 
totally the thing was really hooking up 
good, and just sucked him in real quick 
and got him and tried to make a break 
for it." 

There were less than three laps to go 
at this point and Harrell thought he had 
it in the bag until he got a little cocky. 

"Toward the end there, on the last 
couple laps, finally, I’m sitting there, 
talking to myself while I'm in the lead," 
Harrell said. "I go, "You know what? you 
better shut up, just concentrate, get 
through the round,’ and so I’m happy it's 
over." 

He said that on the second-to-last lap, 
right after taking the lead, he tried a 
slightly different line in a corner that had 
been troublesome all weekend and “Bam, 
I hit the bump, the thing went full lock,

I'm all, ‘Oh my God, not again.’ I just 
back-braked a little bit, saved it. This 
track does not seem to be very forgiv- 
in = 

Harrell completed the 16-lap, 38.4- 
mile race in 25 minutes, 94.320 seconds at 
an average speed of 90.999 mph. 

Adams took a little longer to get past 
Higbee. He’d ridden a cautious race after 
falling twice during the weekend and 
beating himself up. His opening came as 
they were entering the turn-two Keyhole 
on the penultimate lap. 

“I think the only shortcoming today 
was myself,” Adams said. This was 
Adams’ first visit to Mid-Ohio and he, 
too, found the track to be unforgiving. If 
you get off line, it punishes you. 

He didn’t want to crash again, so he 
didn’t push, riding within his limits to a 
secure third. 

Fourth, all by himself for the duration, 
was Michael Gage on another Orange 
Country Triumph. 

The battle for fifth was between 
HMC's Shawn Conrad and Hal's H-D & 
Buell's Billy Graef. The pair of Wisconsin 
riders hooked up on the third lap and 
were together almost to the end, Conrad 
in front, Graef in his draft, until Graef 
made a move on the 15th lap, going 
under Conrad between turns 10 and 11. 
After that he was able to quickly pull out 
enough space that he wasn't threatened 
to the flag. 

Advanced Motorsports' Jeffrey Nash 
was seventh, unchallenged, with Bill St. 
John eighth on the Vee-Two 984. It took 
St. John until almost the end of the race 
to get by Triumph-mounted James Lick- 
war in their battle for ninth. 

Tenth went to Mark Cummings on 
the Advanced Motorsports' Ducati 
Supermono. CN

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SACHSENRING, GERMANY, JULY 19 
7, acing returned to Saxony with 
J | a flourish on Sunday, when 
crowds of race-starved fans in 
what used to be East Germany 
flocked to the new Sachsenring circuit. 
They were rewarded with a little piece 
of history, as defending champion Mick 
Doohan claimed his 50th career GP win 
and the 100th for the Honda NSR500 V- 
four. 

In fact, after Yamaha challengers 
Simon Crafar and Norick Abe crashed 
out in the early stages of the mad scram- 
ble around the tightest, shortest and 
slowest track of the year, the 500cc race 
was less exciting and more processional 
than we have become used to this vear. 

Exciting 250cc and 125cc events made 
up for it, with the slow track and a lack 
of prior knowledge all around levelling 
the odds and putting some unexpected 
faces on the rostrum. 

Doohan's win came in his usual 
assured style, taking the Repsol Honda 
rider another step clear of his rivals in 
the closest world championship battle 
for several years. But he had a rather 
fraught weekend, falling off in practice, 
and running into the gravel trap with- 
out falling on two other occasions. 

"With no data at a new track, we 
were still messing around right up to 
the race," Doohan said. ^We changed 
the suspension again on the start line."

After some to-and-fro, he took the 
lead firmly on the eighth of 31 laps and 
was in charge to the finish. 

His closest challenger - after Doning- 
ton winner Crafar crashed the Red Bull 
Yamaha on the 12th lap and Gresini- 
Honda rider Alex Barros dropped back 
out of touch - was Max Biaggi, who had 
started from his second 500cc-class pole 
position. Biaggi's Marlboro Honda was 
never closer than three seconds, howev- 
er, as Doohan controlled the gap. 

Slow starter Alex Criville (on the 
other Repsol Honda) worked his way 
past Barros at the finish for third. 

The track was fun for the spectators - 
almost 65,000 crowded in on race day, 
bringing the weekend total to an 
impressive 140,000 - who could take a 
close-up view of the action as the bikes 
snaked back and forth in the hilly con- 
fines of the trading-estate site. 

It was also fun for most of the riders, 
especially those in the smaller classes. 
But it was not popular with all of them, 
with overtaking being very difficult - 
and almost all the V-four riders found it 
terribly confining. It gave the V-twin 
riders more of a chance than usual, with 

Jurgen van den Goorbergh the top fin- 
isher, equaling his season's best in 
eighth, after works Honda twin rider 
Sete Gibernau had faded from a battle 
for fifth to retire with suspension prob- 
lems. 

Most of all, it was popular with the 
V-three Modenas riders, with Kenny 
Roberts Jr. qualifying second on the grid

and starting off strongly with 
the leading pack, only to fade 

to sixth with terrible chatter 

problems, beaten to fifth in the last laps 
by Regis Laconi on the second Red Bull 
Yamaha. The Frenchman, now fully 
recovered from his ankle injury, had 
also started from his first-ever front row. 

There were many surprises in the 
smaller classes. 

Although Tetsuya Harada's race win 
on the Aprilia 250 was his fourth this 
year, second place for QUB-Team Opti- 
mum Honda privateer Jeremy 
McWilliams was his first-ever rostrum;

cent's Aprilia follow Tomomi Manako’s

race. But with a full load of fuel, his bike 
was not handling to his liking, and the 
others closed up again. 

On lap five, Barros decided to up the 
stakes. He pushed inside Biaggi under 
braking for the first slow turn, then - to 
a cheer from the grandstands - he 
moved firmly past Doohan as well. 

At this point, Roberts was firmly on 
the back of the leading group, while Abe 
had picked his way up past fast-starting 
Gibernau's twin and was looking at 
joining the front-runners. That didn't 
last the lap, however, and he slid off 
into the gravel without completing the 
sixth lap. 

They were still as close as anything 
up front, but the pattern was about to 
change. Barros led for three laps, then 
Doohan - getting settled as the fuel load 
lightened - reversed the positions once 
again, and this time for good. Biaggi 
tried to do the same, but late-braker Bar- 
ros defiantly passed him straight back. 

Crafar, close behind, decided this 
was the time to make his own move. 

“Barros was doing his usual, and I 
didn't want Mick to get away, though I 
don’t know if I could have passed him,” 
Crafar said. 

He passed Biaggi on lap 10. and set 
about closing the small but growing gap 
on Doohan. Again, it didn't last more 
than a lap, and on the 12th tour he lost 
the front at the fast corner onto the back 
straight and slid gracefully off into the 
gravel. 

The next development was also nega- 
tive - for Roberts. Plagued by chatter in 
the corners, he was losing ground on the 
leaders. Meanwhile, Criville had started 
slowly, finishing the first lap in eighth, 
and had been battling to move through 
a secondary group including Gibernau 
and Laconi. 

"At this track, it takes a full lap just 
to pass one rider," Criville complained 
later. 
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The paths of the American and the 
Spaniard crossed just after half-distance; 
and then the Honda rider gradually 
closed on Barros. He passed him quite 
easily once he did catch up, with seven 
laps remaining; but Barros --who com- 
plained later that his rear tire had start- 
ed sliding badly by now - stuck with 
him. 

Up front, all the-way to the flag, 
Doohan rode only as fast as he needed 
to maintain a three-second gap on Biag- 
gi, now gloriously alone in second. Then 
came another gap to Criville and Barros, 
who finished almost side by side. 

Some way back, Gibernau was 
latched on to the back of Roberts, unable 
to follow Criville through, and Laconi 
was close behind. Gibernau got ahead 
on lap 23, then immediately started slip- 
ping away backward, losing all rear 
grip. In the confusion, Laconi moved 
past to finish a career-best fifth, with 
Roberts more than 10 seconds adrift at 
the finish. 

Then came Ralf Waldmann's Mode- 
nas, the German still troubled by his 
injury, with Van den Goorbergh just 
inches behind for almost full race dis- 
tance. 

Kyoji Nanba was a distant ninth, 
with a troubled Nobuatsu Aoki a little 
way back in 10th. His rear brake had 


gone away early in the race, and though 
he'd picked up the pace a bit in morning 
warmup, with yet more suspension 
adjustments, it was to little avail. 
Gregorio Lavilla had been with this 
pair, losing touch at the finish; then 
came Bernard Garcia in his last substi- 
tute ride on the Elf V-twin. Eskil Suter 
was 13th on the MuZ, just a tenth ahead

of Matt Wait’s V-twin, with Cristobal’s

McCoy said. “Then it got pregnant and 1 
had to stop.”

he first time at a new track meant a level playing field. 
This one, however, was rather hilly and extremely twisty, 
with the goal posts rather close together in some places. 
The first question was whether the V-fours would be able to 
hold off the twins and triples. In fact, the twins never did put up 
much of a challenge, in the dry. But the triples were a different 
matter. Although Ralf Waldmann, riding with his right wrist 
heavily strapped, was not a factor, Kenny Roberts Jr. certainly 
was. He was fastest during Saturday's streaming-wet morning 
session, and ended up second overall - by far the best ever for 
the Modenas. 

The only one to better him was Max Biaggi, who was flying 
from the word go. One reason was the nature of the track. His 
biggest problems have always concerned tire/suspension chat- 
ter, at its worst on long corners, with the bike leaned hard over 


for long periods of time. On these back-and-forth flicks, the | 


problem didn’t arise. 

Biaggi was quick to remind everyone that the rider also*has 
a role in the lap time. 

"I always knew I could do well at a new track, where every- 
one starts from the same level,” the Italian said. “I wish we only 
went to new circuits from now on!” 

Roberts’ best-ever position proved the cornering prowess of 
the Modenas, while he knew the weaknesses for himself. He 
could beat most of the V-fours around the lap, but only if he 
was in front of them at the start of it. 

"There's nowhere to pass here, and if I'm behind a V-four I 
can't run my high corner speed, but they can get away on the 
straights," he explained, adding, "I need to get into the first turn 
in a good position, and our acceleration off the line hasn't been 
too bad at recent races." 

The track didn't need all six gears, however, so many people 
opted for an especially low first gear, to get a good launch. One 
was.Mick Doohan, who had a most atypical two days of prac- 
. tice, running off the track three times and actually falling off 
once. 

The first time was the most comical, as he got in too hot, “1 


lost my footing," he said. Doohan picked the bike up and ran 
into the gravel - only to find out it was so deep he couldn't get 
out. He walked away with the bike still upright, planted axle- 
deep in the runoff trap. 

The second was a straightforward low-side crash, losing the 
front while testing a hard front tire, with Doohan lucky enough 
to walk away. 

The third came directly afterward, when he'd switched to 
smaller-sized "qualifying" tires (see "Briefly..."), and just 
involved a trip across the runoff once again, this time coming 
out the other side. 

"I didn't have my concentration up after crashing," he said. 

As for the race to come, he was outspoken about the difficul- 
ties of a track simply not up to 500cc-class racing. 

"It's a good national track, but it's the worst track I’ve ever 
ridden a 500 on." 

The last front-row starter was Regis Laconi; it was the Yama- 
ha man’s first-ever trip to the top four. 

` "Until now, after hurting my ankle at Suzuka, I’ve had to 
use settings that made the bike easier to ride without putting 
weight on the footrests,” Laconi said. “Now I'm fit, I’ve been 
able to use the same settings as Simon (Crafar) and ride the way 
I like to again." 

Simon Crafar led row two, complaining that he was having 
trouble getting comfortable. Then came Barros, making dire pre- 
dictions of a first-corner accident as the field funneled into the 
first corner, all desperate for a good position. Then it was Alex 
Criville and Norick Abe, who'd been right up front early on, 
and third in the wet. 

Times were close as usual, with the first nine within a sec- 
ond. Ninth was Sete Gibernau, whose works twin had been sec- 
ond fastest in the rain. 

Jurgen van den Goorbergh was alongside; then came Wald- 
mann, with his injury problems, with Nobuatsu Aoki's Suzuki 
completing row three, the lone factory rider crashing on the first 
day and then taking some wrong turns in trying to adapt a new 
rear-suspension linkage. 


"We are really suffering from having only one rider," said . 


team manager Garry Taylor. 

Kyoji Nanba was next, back on the second Rainey Yamaha; 
Garry McCoy's V-twin was 15th, behind Eskil Suter on the MuZ 
V-four. Gregorio Lavilla, replacing the injured Carlos Checa, 
was 17th after crashing twice in his first V-four outing. Ameri- 
can Matt Wait was 18th - he'd been fifth in the wet. There were 
21 qualifiers. 


Strangely, the 125cc class, usually so close, produced widely. 


stretched-out times. The opposite was true for the 250s. For 
once, they were packed up close, with 10 riders within the first 
second. 

There was Tittle change in the personnel on the front row, 
however - the three works Aprilias, joined this time by semi- 
works Aprilia rider Sebastien Porto. 

Tetsuya Harada was on pole, his third this year, with Loris 
Capirossi alongside. Both had similar complaints, concerning 
the difficulty of getting the chassis settings right for comfort and 


consistency. The disc-valve engine, with its snappish throttle - 


response at low revs, also made the Aprilias rather more diffi- 
cult to ride here, emphasizing their low-speed acceleration 
deficit compared with the Hondas without allowing them the 
benefit of their better top speed. 

"It will be a very tiring race,” Capirossi said. “This track is 
very hard work for the bike ànd the rider." 

Porto was third, the Argentine teenager and ex-motocross- 
er's first front row. But he's been coming up steadily. and was 
not surprised. i 

“It's not so much that I like this track, but things have been 
steadily getting better for me," Porto said. "My bike is the same 
as the factory Aprilias, except they get new parts earlier than 
me-- 

Valentino Rossi was fourth, and might have been higher but 
for getting balked on his fast lap. He was one of the few people 
who enjoyed the challenge of the ultratight corners. 

“It’s nice to see some other bikes going fast instead of just 
the Aprilias for a change," Rossi said, "though it will make it 
harder to win the race. You need to get a very good start, then 
save the tires for the finish. If you start badly, it will be very dif- 
ficult to work your way through." 

The second row was all Hondas and very close, Stefano 
Perugini just edging ahead of second-day crasher Tohru Ukawa 
by less than a tenth; and then the pair of British-kitted private 
Hondas, Jeremy McWilliams narrowly ahead of top rookie Jay 
Vincent. 

Haruchika Aoki’s works Honda led row three, the Japanese 
rider being another to crash. Then came Takeshi Tsujimura's 
Yamaha in 10th, ahead of fast wild card Alex Hofmann's RS 
Honda. 

There were 28 qualifiers, William Costes 25th and on the last 
row on Olivier Jacque's works NSR. "I just can't seem to go fast 
this season," said the French rider, who had won the Spa 24- 
Hour Race the weekend before. 
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This was his typically colorful way of 
admitting that the tire blistered. 

Scott Smart was the only other non- 
finisher, retiring with tire and other 
problems. 

Alex Barros set the best lap on the 
third time around. 

Doohan extended his title lead over 
Biaggi to 12 points, 160-148. Criville has 
142, the absent Checa 106, and Simon 
Crafar 75. 


250cc GRAND PRIX 


This was not an exciting race for the 
lead. Harada took the holeshot and gen- 
tly pulled away until he had a comfort- 
able 10-plus-second gap shortly after 
half-distance. 

“I was not-happy with my bike in 
practice, but this morning my team 
found a perfect suspension setting, and I 
had no more problems," Harada said. 
“It was a very tiring race, but I was able 
to ease up a bit in the last 10 laps, 
because I also wanted to avoid using up 
the tires, or any engine trouble." 

He also took the fastest lap. 

The action was behind him, with his 
teammates under serious pressure in 
second and third. 

Two of the works Honda attackers 
disappeared early on, Tohur Ukawa try- 
ing to pass Stefano Perugini for fourth 
only to hit him and send them both fly- 
ing in a spectacular tangle of bodies and 
bikes on only the fourth lap. 

Shortly afterward, front-row starter 
Porto also crashed out, while potential 
challenger Haruchika Aoki's works 
Honda slowed and he cruised disconso- 
lately into the pits. 

This left just one challenger - but he 
was for real. Jeremy McWilliams, so 
often this year the scourge of the works 
Hondas on his A-kitted production bike, 
now turned his attentions to the works 
A prilias. The 34-year-old Ulsterman was 
giving Capirossi and Rossi a ch hard 
time indeed. 

Then suddenly that seemed all over, 
too, as he lost three seconds. 

“The fuel-breather pipe on top of my 
tank came off while I was braking, and 
there was petrol sloshing about all over 
the front of the fairing,” McWilliams 
said. “I thought I was finished, but 
when I noticed what had happened, | 
pushed the pipe back on again.” 

Could he catch the Aprilias again? 
Could he, heck. It took him just four 
laps to get right behind them, and by 
lap 17 he was past Rossi as the young- 
ster ran a little wide. 

One lap later he forced past Capirossi

as well at the same place, and even start- 
ed to pull away to open up a gap of 
almost a second with two laps left. 

Capirossi was still battling bad han- 
dling. 

“I was never comfortable all week- 
end," Capirossi said. 

Rossi, just behind him, had his Don- 
ington Park crash at the front of his 
mind. 

“I could have passed Loris often in 
the last three laps, but I was nervous, 
and I wanted to wait until I could do it 
with no risk," Rossi said. 

He got by only on the last lap, and 
though he closed to within just two- 
tenths over the line, McWilliams's first 
second place - indeed, his first rostrum - 
was saved. 

Some way behind Capirossi, another 
British rider was distinguishing himself. 
Padgetts Honda-mounted Jay Vincent 
has gone well all season, but never bet- 
ter than here, where he resisted the pres- 
sure of the redoubtable Takeshi Tsu- 
jimura for much of the race and then 
pulled clear in the closing stages. 

The Japanese rider came under pres- 
sure at the finish from fellow Yamaha 
rider Jose Luis Cardoso and Honda pri- 
vateer Luca Boscoscuro. Noriyasu 
Numata's Suzuki was close behind in 
ninth. 

Numata in turn only just managed to 
finish ahead of wild card Alex Hof- 
mann, who produced an extremely 
impressive performance. 

Roberto Rolfo was four seconds 
adrift; then came a big gap to Luis 
d'Antin's Yamaha. Another close group 
of three took the last points: Davide 
Bulega, Jamie Robinson and wild card 
Mike Baldinger. There were only 15 fin- 
ishers, with a number of other crashers, 




























including Suzuki rider Johan Stigefelt. 
Costes pulled into the pits, saying, "My 
arms were sore." 

Harada stretched his points lead with 
the win and he now has 149 to 
Capirossi's 128. Rossi has 101, Ukawa 
86, and Aoki 75. 


125cc GRAND PRIX 


An extraordinary race produced an 
unexpected result, after a strange game 
of badly flawed tactics in the leading 
group. 

Youichi Ui's Kurz Yamaha took the 
holeshot, but Marco Melandri had been 
on pole by a huge margin, and he was in 
front the second time around and had 
pulled out almost two seconds by the 
fourth lap. 

By now, Tomomi Manako had 
worked his way past Masaki Toku- 


dome and Roberto Locatelli, and then 
came Ui. The Japanese rider closed 
impressively on the teenage leader and 
went ahead on lap nine, the pair still 
more than two seconds clear of the pur- 
suit. 

It was now Kazuto Sakata in third, 
Tokudome having run off the track after 
a bold overtaking move, falling off as he 
regained the asphalt at low speed, then 
remounting way down the field. 

Melandri and Manako swapped the 
lead back and forth for the next few 
laps, and then came 3 strange spell as 
they both slowed up to try and force the 
other to go ahead. This was enough to 
let the charging Sakata not only catch up 
by lap 20 but to take the lead soon after- 
ward. 

At this point, the trio was running 
almost five seconds off the pace as they 
fumbled for position. 

With five laps left and in danger of 
the rest of the field catching up, 
Melandri grew tired of the game and 
took off again. The others chased after 
him, but the break in rhythm - com- 
bined with his hammered tires - were 
enough to do for Sakata. He fell off on 
lap 27, also remounting to charge off 
down the track, shedding chunks of 
turf. . 

Melandri now seemed to have the 
race sewn up - but then came his serious 
error on the last lap, pushing on hard to 
the flag when he had no need. 

Thus Manako's second win of the 
season was a gift, which he accepted 
with great pleasure. 

Second went to 23-year-old French 
rookie Arnaud Vincent, after he'd bro- 
ken free from the pursuit pack impres- 
sively. Locatelli headed Hiroyuki 
Kikuchi's Honda over the line for the 


luckless Italian's first rostrum; Emilio 
Alzamora was close behind in fifth. 

Ui had crashed out early on with 
Mirko Giansanti; Sakata got seventh, 
and fellow-crasher Tokudome ninth. 
There were 20 finishers; Manako 
claimed fastest lap. 

Sakata still leads impressively over- 
all, with 165 points. Manako moves to 
second on 122, with Melandri on 113, 
Cecchinello (out of the race after a prac- 
tice crash) on 76 and Tokudome on 75. €N

The first GP at the newly built Sachsenring revived bike GP rac- 
ing at the farmerly East German venue for the first time since 
1972. It also revived controversy, over the current racing regime's 
methods of track selection and even measurement. With no 
straight worthy of the name, even some 125cc riders were com- 
plaining of overly tight corners, especially in the first loop. as well 


as some narrow sections. The 500s were faster around the short 


lap than the 250s, but not by much, while many of the smaller 
bikes recorded better top-speed figures than the 500s. In the end, 
Abe's Yamaha 500 just beat Capirossi's 250 Aprilia, at 130.014 
mph to 129.270. However, this may have been because the speed 
trap was too far along the back "straight," where the 500s were 
already braking. The lap length was equally dubious. At a nominal 
2.175 miles, it was just yards over the 2.170-mile minimum - but at 
an earlier German Touring Car race. the distance was quoted as 
being less than. 2.170 miles. How had the track grown? Because 
the four-wheel authority, the FIA, and the two-wheeled federation, 
the FIM; use different methods of measurement. The former mea- 
sures outside and inside perimeters, then takes an average, 
according to IRTA chief executive Paul Butler. The FIM measures 
along the racing line, which in this case gave them sufficient extra 
length to make the distance. 


The Sachsenring is close to the old public-roads track (and uses a 
very short séction of iD as well as to other historic sites. Dresden 
is the nearest big city - scene of a crucial fire-bombing raid by the 
RAF during World. War ll, while the so-called escape-proof Colditz 
Castle is also nearby: More germane to motorcycle racing is the 
close proximity of the town of Zschopau, home to MZ (now 
MuZ) motorcycles. It was here that the modern high-performance 
two-stroke was invented and developed in the '60s by the late 
Walther Kaaden. Operating in extremely difficult circumstances 
behind the Iron Curtain, Kaaden developed the notion of expan- 
sion-chamber exhausts which use oscillating resonant frequencies 
to enhance cylinder scavenging, exhaust flow and cylinder com- 
pression. This technology broke out from behind the Iron Curtain 
when MZ rider/technician Ernst Degner defected in dramatic cir- 
cumstances in 1961, helped by Suzuki. He brought with him hard- 
ware and drawings that enabled Suzuki and their Japanese peers 
to found an all-conquering two-stroke racing dynasty. 


The Sachsenring circuit - short, twisty, slow and in some places 
rather narrow - polarized opinions sharply among riders. The 
majority were scathing in their criticism of a circuit where 
measured top speeds of the 250s were higher than those of the 
500s. Nor did the minuscule paddock, divided into two parts and 
with car parks a bus-ride away, win many friends. Doohan spoke 
for many when he described it às a national-level circuit, far short 
of GP standards, as well as inferior to other. German tracks such 
as the Nurburgring and the lamented Hockenheimring, a magnifi- 
cent venue that was dropped from the calendar as: a victim of For- 
mula-One czar Bernie Ecclestone's brief involvement with bike GP 
racing in the early '90s (as race promoter, he tripled ticket prices, 
and drove away crowds who used to come to the classic track in 
vast numbers). "It's bumpy and not even safe in some places, and 
it's almost impossible to overtake. The person who leads into the 
first turn. will probably win," he said. The opinion was echoed in the 
smaller classes. Aprilia works 250cc rider Loris Capirossi said suc- 
cinctly; "This track is shit," while 125cc championship leader Kazu- 
to Sakata said: "It's a minibike circuit, and l'm not a minibike 
rider." However, not everyone agreed, on the grounds that though 
there was no room for a 500 to open its throttles and stretch its 
legs, it offered some variety to the calendar, testing different 
aspects of rider skill and machine performance. Nobody liked it 
more than the Modenas riders, both of whom qualified on the pro- 
visional front row on:the first day of practice, with Kenny Roberts 
Jr. second and Ralf Waldmann fourth. Max Biaggi just pipped 
Roberts for best time after following the Modenas around. "He 
had to draft my triple around to do that," joked. Roberts. Another 
high-profile supporter was 125cc World Champion Valentino 
Rossi, now riding a factory Aprilia 250. "It's really enjoyable - a

They had another speed trap on the start-finish straight, which for 
technical reason did not mesh with the rest of the track timing gear 
- but it gave top-speed figures of 120.280 mph for the 125s, 
141.360 mph for the 250s, and 155.620 for the 500s. 


Feelings were mixed ‘also about the track facilities, with tents 
and temporary structures serving as pit buildings and-grandstands 
- a reflection that, in between races the venue is used as a road- 
traffic safety center, complete with skid pads etc. But the organiz- 


ers had clearly tried very hard, and there was also some sympathy» 


because they had managed to complete a track in a very difficult 
climate. With. masses of government money being spent on 
improving roads and putting up new buildings, and very high (40 
percent) unemployment in the region, plans for a new track were 
not met with favor. But the road-safety center gave the chance for 
the track to be built rather surreptitiously, so that politicians could 
be met with a fait accompii. 


The question of qualifying tires gained another facet when 
Mick Doohan let drop that he'd tried the smaller rear tires used 
for the V-twin Honda in an attempt to match the practice perfor- 
mance available to Dunlop runners, who have special soft-com- 
pound tires available. The narrower "twin" tire also only lasts for a 
handful of laps but allows more accurate steering, compared with 
the geometry-spoiling ultra-wide normal tire. . “It's something Max 
(Biaggi) asked for, and Michelin decided they should be available 
to everybody." said Doohan. “I've tried them at tests, but never 
before at a race." Sadly, his attempt here was: spoiled first when 
he ran off the track - he'd fallen off shortly before, "and | wasn't 
concentrating properly," he explained - and secondly when he ran 
out of time. | 


. Carlos Checa. who suffered serious internal injuries when he 


crashed in practice for the British GP a fortnight ago, has been dis- 
charged from the hospital after making a remarkable recovery. 
Checa's spleen was removed after the Friday crash, then he suf- 
fered a form of stroke on Sunday night. which left him partially 
blind and paralyzed in one arm. However; emergency treatment to 
dissipate a blood clot saved the day, and he has now recovered his 
sight and his movement. “He is very weak physically, and has lost 
a lot of weight - but he is expected to make a complete recovery,” 
said a spokesman for his Pons-Movistar team. Dr. Claudio Costa, 
who two weeks ago made dire predictions of permanent damage. 
now said that he might be back in time for the Czech GP in five 
weeks time - but it was thought more likely that it will take a race 
or two longer. The team is testing in Spain. in mid-August and 
hopes he will be able to attend, if not to ride at full tilt. 


The team was bereft of riders at the.last race, after John Kocin- 
Ski also withdrew with injury problems. Juan Borja took his 
place in England but dislocated his shoulder in a practice crash. In 
Germany, superbike rider Gregorio Lavilla took over the Movis- 
tar Honda, while the team maintained their reputation for hilarious 
press communiques. This one involved a biography. of their new 
rider, which. gaye his age as 3 years old 


The Aprilia 500cc twin may make a one-race comeback at the 
Barcelona GP (last European round) in the hands of retired multi- 
time champion Jorge Martinez. According to race engineer Jan 
Witteveen, father of the concept, the chassis has been improved 
and the engine is 5 percent more powerful. The V-twin was retired 
at the end of last year, to allow the factory race department to con- 
centrate on developing its new V-four, which Martinez was hired to 
test-ride. The factory is currently comparing reed-valve and disc- 
valve versions, said Witteveen. All other racing Aprilias use disc- 
valve induction.

The German GP may be the last race for the first version of 
the Modenas KR3, with the new engine in the revised chas- 
sis possibly on stream for the Czech GP in five weeks. "We 
have three engines running at Bud Aksland'$ workshop in Cal- 
ifornia, and they are going well,” said Kenny Roberts, who 
plans to take part in the first shakedown tests in Northern 
California next week, as reported from the British GP. "We 
are getting updates every hour or two." The power output 
would.be more or less the same as the current motor's, he 
said. The big difference was the vibration: The new motor has 
a balance shaft to kill the shakes that destruction-tested 
engine and chassis components in the first version, as well as 
causing fueling and cooling problems. "In the last couple of 
races, our current bike hasn't been going that badly," Roberts 
continued. “| think what we've done with used parts has been 
pretty amazing. Now we have a window to get the new bike 
working."

eam Kawasaki's Jeff Emig, on his 
Jeremy Albrecht-tuned KX250, 
became only the second rider to 
post more than one 250cc National 
victory this season, following what was, 
without a doubt, another legendary bat- 
tle on the legendary Unadilla motocross 
track. 

After finishing fourth in the opening 
moto, Emig had little hope of taking his 
second 250cc National win in a row, or 
his second straight success at Unadilla 
for that matter, but he knew that if he 
was to have a chance at all, he would 
have to win the second moto and simply 
hope that everything else would fall his 
way. 

It did. 

Emig's fourth-place ride in the first 
moto was overshadowed by another 
strong ride turned in by Team Yamaha's 
Kevin Windham, who was simply 
untouchable in the first moto. Windham 
jumped out to an early lead in the open- 
ing moto and rode to victory unchal- 
lenged. While running all alone out in 
front, Windham avoided a large, six- 
rider swapfest for positions two through 
seven, which kept the large, 13,000-plus 
Undadilla crowd on its feet throughout 
the 30-minute-plus-two-lap moto. 

Team Honda’s Ezra Lusk pushed 
and shoved his way through the long 
line of riders to eventually finish second 
and gain a few precious points on series 
points leader Doug Henry, who finished 
out the moto in third. Emig took fourth, 
ahead of Team Suzuki's Greg Albertyn 
and Mickael Pichon, while another

Suzuki team rider, Larry Ward, finished 
well off the pace in eighth. 

Emig, however, came out swinging 
in the second moto and had control of 
the lead by the end of the first lap, while 
Windham moved into second place. 
Pretty soon, Emig - riding with a sore 
shoulder that he injured while practic- 
ing earlier in the week - and Windham 
were at each other's throats, as they 
diced for the lead, which both riders 
desperately wanted. 

Windham, perhaps wanting it a little 
too much, eventualy lost the front 
wheel of his Yamaha and crashed, 
dropping to fourth and handing Emig a 
big lead and what should've been an 
easy win for the Kawasaki rider. 
Instead, Ward, who had finally had 
enough of watching all the fun in front 
of him, chased Emig down and was 
within striking distance by the time the 
two-lap board came out. 

The moto win and overall was on the 
line for Emig, just like it was last year at 
Unadilla, when Yamaha's John Dowd 
challenged Emig at the end. And just 
like last year, Emig held on to win - 
barely. Sore shoulder and all. 

Emig and Windham traded 1-4 
scores, with Emig getting the nod by 
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way of his better moto placing in the tie- 
breaking second moto. 

"I m really stoked,” Emig said. “I 
was so mad after the first moto, because 
I felt I could’ve won that moto. It fired 
me up and when it came time to ride the 
second moto, I was ready. But in the 
middle (of the moto) I really lagged. I 
got a little too relaxed. 

"I'd do a 2:10 one lap and a 2:14 the 
next. I was also worried, after the first 
moto, that I didn't think my shoulder 
was going to hold up." 

Finishing on the podium in third 
place was Ward, who just couldn't catch 
the draft of the lead group of riders in 








A much-inspired Ward 
came back and nearly pulled off a dra- 
matic come-from-behind win in the sec- 
ond moto. [ew 

Mike LaRocco, on the Factory Con- 
nection/Jack In The Box Honda, 
matched Ward on points for the day but 
was credited for fourth overall with à 6- 
3 tally. Rounding out the top five overall 
was Henry, who went 3-6. 

After placing à well-earned second in 
the first moto, a bad start and a small 
crash ended Lusk's hopes of a win and 
cost him any points he had gained by 
finishing ahead of series leader Henry in 
the first moto. Despite having a rock fly 
up and hit Lusk in the same arm that he 
broke four weeks ago, Lusk said that the 
arm felt good and did not bother him at 
Unadilla. 

A pair of fifth-place finishes gave 
Greg Albertyn seventh overall, while 
two seventh-place rides gave Mickael 
Pichon eighth. Rounding out the top 10 
overall were Kawasaki's Ryan Hughes 
(10-9) - in what was his first ride back 
since injuring his knee last May - and 
Canadian Jean-Sebastien Roy (9-11). 

Fairport, New York's Bruce Stratton 
rode his Gold Sport Cycle Suzuki to 
11th overall, via 12-10 moto finishes, 
while Brockton Cycle Center's Keith 
Johnson grabbed 12th overall with 14-13 


ished eight? 
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moto finishes. Tony Amaradio (13-16), 
Heath Voss (15-15) and Jeff Dement (11- 
37) rounded out the top 15. 

Despite finishing fifth overall, none 
of Henry's closest rivals in the series 
points standings fared much better than 
him, thus allowing him to maintaining 
his comfortable points lead. Now, seven 
rounds into the 12-race series, Henry 
holds on to a healthy 37-point advan- 
tage over Albertyn, 278-241. Five points 
behind Albertyn is Pichon, with 236, 
and two points behind the Frenchman is 
LaRocco with 231. Windham is next in 
line with 229 points, followed by Lusk 
with 224 and Emig with 212. 





MOTO ONE 


Windham got right to business in the 
first 250cc moto, powering his Alley 
Semar-tuned YZ250 into the lead and 
opening up a small cushion by the end 
of thé*first lap. Settling into second was 
Windham's teammate Henry, on the 
booming four-stroke, and right behind 
him and threatening to pass was Cana- 
dian Jean-Sebastien Roy, who was 
enjoying one of his best-ever starts in an 
AMA National moto. Pichon positioned 
his Suzuki in fourth, followed by 
defending champ Emig, Albertyn, Lusk, 
LaRocco and Ward. Back in 16th after 
lap one was Hughes on the factory- 
backed Kawasaki. 

Well through the second lap, Wind- 
ham had already established a fairly 
comfortable lead, while Roy continued 
to hang tough in third behind Henry. 
Emig quickly got around Pichon, then 
Roy, but had problems 2 few turns later 
that put Emig back four places. 

“Roy bumped me as I was coming up 
out of the Screw-U and spun out," Emig 
said. "That put me behind all the fast 
guys that I had just passed." 

Only six minutes into the race and it 
was already clear that Windham was 
- going to be the rider to beat, as his lead 
grew lap after lap. After 10 minutes, 
Windham was seven seconds clear of 
Henry, and by about the halfway point - 
15 minutes - his lead was up to about 13 
seconds. 

Windham was probably more than 
happy to have no part of a six-way bat- 
tle that was about to take place behind 
him. Henry was fighting for his life in 
second and leading a freight train of rid- 
ers that was made up of Pichon, Lusk, 
Albertyn - who, at one point, had run 
off the track, as evidenced by the miles 
of trackside streamers wrapped around 
his body - Emig, and LaRocco, and just 
off the pace in eighth was Ward. Roy 
had dropped back to ninth. 

Pichon picked on Henry for a while, 
and the two nearly collided in midair as 
they leaped into Unadilla’s Gravity Cav- 
ity. After that Pichon seemed to lose his 
rhythm and started to drop back. 

Lusk eventually found his way 
around Pichon, and the man Lusk want- 
ed to pass most of all - Henry, the series 
points leader - was right in front of him. 
To Lusk, Henry’s Yamaha must have 
seemed to grow eight feet wider, as 
Henry successfully blocked Lusk’s 
every move for the next couple of laps. 
But this made Lusk just that much more 
determined to get around the Yamaha 
rider. Plus, Lusk was tired. of eating 
Henry's roost. 

“When you get behind that four- 
stroke, you want to get by - you get 
roosted so bad,” Lusk said. 

Near the 25-minute mark, Henry and 
Lusk disappeared off Unadilla’s infa- 
mous Screw-U downhill/turn/uphill 
section, and when they reappeared up 
the other side, Lusk was ahead of 
Henry 

Lusk slowly pulled away from the 
four-stroke rider and started entertain- 
ing thoughts of catching. Windham, 
whose once-huge lead was now getting 
noticeably smaller. 

But Windham was in total control of 
the situation, as he tapered off a little 
toward the end to save energy, but he 
still had about six seconds on Lusk at 
the finish. 

^| love this track,” Windham said. "I 
was looking back and knew exactly 
where they were at. It seemed like every 
lap that one of them was in a different 
position, so I was definitely liking being 
in front of that." 


"It (the freight train) was intense," 
Lusk said. "It seemed like I was a little 
faster than everybody else. I was able to 
get around everybody." 

Henry finished a fairly close third. “I 
was running second for a while, just try- 
ing to hold my own and not make any 
mistakes." 

An obviously disappointed Emig 
took fourth. "I felt really good but had 
to ride my ass off to catch back up (after 
tangling with Roy)," Emig said. “I knew 
I could’ve done better.” 

Fifth place eventually went to Alber- 
tyn, followed by LaRocco. Pichon 
dropped back to a distant seventh in the 
late stages, while Ward took eighth after 
losing all touch with the lead group. 

“That group was a little bit in front of 
me, and I could seen them every lap, but 
I just couldn't put any time on them," 
Ward said. 

Roy finished a very respectable 
ninth, while Hughes rounded out the 
top 10.

Windham could not produce another 
holeshot in the second moto; instead, 
that feat went to Pichon, who is no 
stranger to holeshots as of late. Pichon 
rounded the first turn in the lead with 
Henry and Windham close behind, but 
Pichon could not hold on to the point 
position for long. 

Emig, who had gated right behind 


: Windham, was in no mood to fool 


around and quickly went to work, slip- 
ping by Windham, Henry and Pichon 
before the first lap was over. As the 
pack completed the first lap, it was 
Emig leading the way, followed by 
Henry, Windham, Pichon, Ward, Hugh- 
es and LaRocco. Four more places back 
was Lusk, and two spots behind him ran 
Albertyn. 

Emig wanted to break away from the 
pack as soon as he could, and he opened 
up a modest lead over Windham, who 
had passed Henry on the second lap. 
Henry hung tough and gave Windham 
a fight for a while but couldn't get him 
back. Instead, Henry eventually lost 
touch with Windham and began feeling 
the heavy footsteps of a fast-rising 
Ward, who had earlier dropped Pichon 
back one more notch. 

Meanwhile, up front, Windham 
began closing the gap on Emig, and the 
two riders engaged in an intense dog- 
fight for the lead. Windham pulled 
alongside Emig a couple of times but 
just couldn't make the pass stick. After a 
couple laps of extremely close racing, 
Windham couldn't get his front wheel 
to stick either, and on a fast, wide-open 


section of track he went down in a heap. 
Both Henry and Pichon accelerated past 
the Yamaha rider before Windham got 
going again. 

“Me and Emig were having a good 
battle," Windham said. “One of the back 
sections, I missed my line by inches and 
washed out. I stayed on top of the bike, 
(and) it pitched me. At least it didn’t 
highside me. I actually spun all the way 
around. I got up and was a little tight, 
and my front brake was tweaked. It (the 
brake lever) was actually locked out, I 
was scared to pull it in, because I 
thought it would lock in. But I was just 
getting smoked, and I started pulling it 
and it finally popped in and freed up." 

Moments after Windham crashed, 


-Ward slipped by Pichon, making the top 


order after about 10 minutes of racing: 
Emig, Ward, Pichon, Windham, LaRoc- 
co and a sinking Henry. A little way 
behind Henry chased Hughes, followed 
by Albertyn and Lusk. 

When Windham went down, Emig 
suddenly found himself with a fairly 
comfortable lead, then LaRocco dropped 
Windham one spot further, to fifth. 

Ward then slowly chipped away at 
Emig's approximately six-second lead. 
With four laps to go, Ward had cut 
Emig's lead in half, and when the two-

lap sign came out, only a few feet sepa- 
rated the two riders. 

Ward made a couple of attempts to 
pass Emig but just couldn't quite pull 
them off. The moto came down to a 
drag race to the finish line, and it was a 
race that Emig won by less than one 
bike length over Ward. 

“Hell yes I knew Ward was coming,” 
Emig said of Ward's late-race charge. 
“Except once, and that's because | 
looked back and I didn't see him, and 
the reason I didn't seem him was 
because he was right on my rear tire.

I wanted 
to be real strict with my lines through 
there, get that rear wheel on the ground 
and ‘don’t miss a shift. I’ve had close 
races here before." 

Ward was happy with his ride. 
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7 Ward came from behind and nearly passed Emig just before the checkered flag in the 
second moto. Ward went 8-2 for third overall.

Also adding to the excitement at Unadilla was the appearance of 
former AMA National Motocross Champion Jammin' Jimmy 
Weinert. Weinert. who hails from Upstate New York, acted as 
guest announcer throughout the weekend and dazzled the crowd 
with his unusual wit and sense of humor. 


Speaking of Jimmy Weinert, three new "riders" were inducted 
into the "Jammer's All-Unadilla Team". Intended to honor 
those who have made significant contributions to the sport of 
motocross, the "team," adds three riders each year and reads 
like a who's who of motocross racing, including such legendary 
names as Bob Hannah, Johnny O'Mara, Mark Barnett, Rick 
Johnson, Tony DiStefano and David Bailey. This year's 
inductees were five-time World Motocross Champion Hoger 
DeCoster, Team Yamaha's John Dowd, and FMF's Hilton and 
Colleen Beatty. 

Team Suzuki became the latest major team to run vented front 
number plates, as the bikes of Larry Ward; Greg Albertyn and 
Mickael Pichon all sported the plates at Unadilla. The ultratrick 
number. plates, which are identical to the ones currently in use by 
the SplitFire/Pro Círcuit team; are manufactured by Cycra and 
feature a sturdy metal grille to shield roost.

n a picturesque sunny day in 
Upstate New York, Team Split- 
Fire/Pro Circuit/ AXO Kawasa- 
ki's Ricky Carmichael used hard- 
fought 2-1 moto scores to take the win at 
round seven of the AMA National 
Motocross Series in front of 13,226 die- 
hard racing fans. Carmichael's overall 





victory, his fifth of the 1998 outdoor sea- - 


son, marked the defending AMA 125cc 
National Champion's first-ever career 
win at the famed Unadilla Valley Sports 
Center. 

“It feels pretty good to finally win 
Unadilla," Carmichael said. "This is a 
really gnarly track. The main thing 
today was to get a good start and try to 
stay on two wheels." 

After a second-place showing in the 
first moto, Carmichael, aboard his Chad 
Watts-prepped Kawasaki KX125, took 
final command of the second moto and 
overall when he and title rival Dowd 
came-together just before the halfway 
point, resulting in the Team Yamaha 
rider highsiding and going down. 

“It kind of stinks, what happened 
between me and John, but I’m sure he 
would have done the same thing in that 
situation,” Carmichael said. "I think if 
the hay bale wouldn't have been there, 
he would have been okay. That's racing, 
though, and I’m sure I'll have it coming 
back to me." 

Finishing second overall to 
Carmichael was Team Primal 
22 Impulse /Suzuki/Bill’s Pipes’ Robbie

Reynard, who was, at times, clearly the 
fastest rider on the track. Reynard 
charged through the field from just 
inside the top 10 to take the first-moto 
win over Carmichael and then rode to a 
solid third-place finish in moto two. 
After struggling with inconsistency for 
most of the series, Reynard's outstand- 
ing ride at Unadilla was just the boost 
that the rider from Norman, Oklahoma, 
was looking for. 

"This really helps my confidence," 
Reynard said after the second moto. 
"Especially the first moto, where I came 
from behind and passed everyone. In 
the second moto I tried to charge, but I 
kept making mistakes, so I decided to 
back it down a bit. Unfortunately, when 
I tried to pick the pace back up toward 
the end of the moto, I got really bad 
stomach cramps, so I couldn't really 
charge. I'm happy with my second-place 
finish today. It's a lot better than what 
l've been doing. I feel really strong for 
next week's race at Troy." 

The final podium spot went to Team 
Yamaha / Bridgestone's John Dowd, 
who went 3-2 on the day. While Dowd 
was happy to maintain his second-place 
standing in the points battle, he was, 
nonetheless, somewhat disappointed 
with the course of the day's events. 

“I didn't feel that I did what I should 
have in the first moto," the friendly 32- 
year-old from Chicopee, Massachusetts, 
said. "For some reason, I was riding 
kind of tight. I got some arm pump, and 
I couldn't seem to shake it. I just 
couldn't seem to push hard like I should 
have been able to. Those guys (Reynard 
and Carmichael) just kind of beat me in 











the first moto, and in the second one I. 
ended up getting together with Ricky 
(Carmichael) in the turn before the 
Screw-U section and went down. From 
here on out, I just need to do as good as 
I can at every race and try to keep get- 
ting good starts like I did today." 

In fourth overall for the third time 
this season was Carmichael's Team 
SplitFire/Pro Circuit Kawasaki team- 
mate, Casey Johnson. The Murrieta, Cal- 
ifornia, resident ran as high as third in 
each of the 30-minute-plus-two-lap 
National motos but was unable to keep 
the hard-charging Reynard at bay in 
either race and eventually dropped to 
fourth.. 

Rounding out the top five overall 
was Team FMF/Honda/Thor's Scott 
Sheak, from nearby Hudson, New York. 
Sheak, aboard his Tom Wallace-tuned 
CR125, put in his second-best ride of the 
season on the hilly, rock-strewn circuit,

As the field shot from the 40-rider 
nadilla gate and into the sweeping 
right-handed first turn for the beginning 
f moto one, it was the two title rivals, 
armichael and Dowd, side by side, fol- 
lowed by Button, Johnson and Team 
onda of Troy rider Casey Lytle. By the 
time the riders hit the infamous "Gravi- 
ty Cavity" for the first time, both Dowd 
and Button had moved around 
michael and began to battle for the 
top spot. With the lead position within 
his grasp, Button made an aggressive 
move on Dowd in the next corner and 
went down, re-entering the race dead 
ast. 
With Dowd now clearly within his 
ights, Carmichael attacked, taking the 
lead on the track's extremely fast back- 
ection straight before the end of the 
first lap. With lap times on the 1.1-mile 
course hovering in the 2:08 range, 
Carmichael put his head down and 
charged, closely pursued by Dowd, 
Johnson, Team FMF/Honda/Thor- 
backed Brock Sellards and Noleen/K2/ 
Thor's Tim Ferry. 

On the third lap, Reynard, who start- 
ed. the moto just inside the top 10, 
moved around Ferry and Sellards and 
into fourth. As Carmichael and Dowd 
continued to battle out front, the charg- 
ing Reynard zapped Johnson for third at 
the entry to the steeply inclined "Screw- 
U" section of the course and then imme- 
diately went to work on Dowd for the 
runner-up position, taking the spot on 
the same high-speed straight where 
Carmichael had overtaken the lead earli- 
er in the moto. 

With Carmichael leading by about 
five seconds, Reynard began to close the 
gap on the flying SplitFire/Pro Circuit / 
Kawasaki rider, taking over the lead as 
the dueling pair hit one of the track's 
many fast, sweeping turns. 

“I just set him up," Reynard said 
shortly after the completion of the moto. 
“He (Carmichael) tried to block my line, 
and I just dove underneath him." 

As the two-lap board came out it was 
Reynard with a five-second advantage 
over Carmichael, followed by a steady 
Dowd in third. Johnson held fourth, fol- 
lowed closely by Sheak. Just after receiv- 
ing the white flag, Reynard, with a 
regrouped Carmichael now nipping at 
his heels, had a tense moment when he 
came together with a lapped rider enter- 
ing an extremely tight chicane. 

"Yeah, that was pretty scary," Rey- 
nard said with a hint of relief in his 
voice. “I just told myself, ‘Don’t fall 
down. Don't be a dummy.' Luckily, I 
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made it through okay." 

Reynard went on to take his first 
moto win of the season and became the 
first rider other than Carmichael and 
Dowd to score a moto victory this year. 
Carmichael followed Reynard in for sec- 
ond. 

"Robbie had one of those races where 
he was just on fire," Carmichael said. 
"At that point in the race, I just didn't 
have anything for him. My arms kind of 
blew up toward the beginning, and I 
was riding tight. Although I was able to 
reel him back in toward the end, I made 
a mistake on the last lap, and that was 
all it took." 

Dowd hung in for third, followed by 
Johnson in fourth and a strong ride from 
Sheak for fifth. Ferry was sixth, followed 
by Sellards in seventh. Team 
SplitFire/Pro Circuit's Nathan Ramsey 
was eighth, followed by Team Honda of 
Troy/Sinisalo/Oakley's Mike Brown in 
ninth. Team FMF/Honda/Thor-backed 
Jason McCormick rounded out the top 
10.

Dowd rocketed to the holeshot in 
moto two, chased by Carmichael, Lytle, 
Johnson and Button. By the end of the 
first lap Carmichael had charged into 
the lead, followed closely by Dowd, 
Johnson and Lytle. First moto winner 
Reynard, who again started just inside 
the top 10, blasted into the fifth spot 
after brief battles with Ramsey and his 
Team Splitfire/Pro Circuit teammate, 
Nicholas Wey, early in the first lap. 

Carmichael, eager to improve upon 
his first-moto second-place finish, tried 


in vain to shake Dowd while the two ' 


riders immediately began to distance 
themselves from the pack. Johnson was 
third, followed by the hard-charging 
Reynard and Button, who battled back 
into the top five after dropping to eighth 
during the opening lap. 

At the 10-minute mark Dowd moved 
in on Carmichael and the two riders 
began an incredible battle for the top 
position, swapping the lead several 
times during the lap. With Dowd now 
leading, Carmichael moved aggressively 
to the inside of the Team Yamaha rider 
on the tight turn before the “Screw-U” 
section, forcing Dowd to the outside of 
the turn, which resulted in him clipping 
a hay bale and falling. 

"We went into that turn, and I went 
on the inside of him," Carmichael said. 
“I actually thought he was going to hit 


the brakes, square it off and go under- 
neath me, but he went on the outside 
and we bumped." 

Luckily for Dowd, his intense battle 
with Carmichael had allowed him to 
amass enough of a cushion to remount 
before being passed. A lap later, the 
extremely motivated Reynard took the 
measure of Johnson and moved solidly 
into third. 

Carmichael took the moto win as a 
disappointed Dowd rolled in for second. 
Reynard was third, followed by a con- 
sistent ride from Johnson for fourth. 
Button held on for fifth, followed by 
Sheak in sixth. Brown improved upon 
his first-moto score by taking seventh, 
followed by Ramsey, who mirrored his 
first-moto score of eighth. Ferry was 
ninth, with Wey filling out the top 10. €N

a^ orbin Racing's Rich King ended a 

h season of frustration as he took his 

Honda to a convincing win on the 
slick Oklahoma State Fairgrounds half 
mile, making "Mr. Consistency's" first 
trip to the podium in 1998 a trip to the 
top rung. He had previously parlayed 
three fourths, two fifths and a sixth- 
place finish into second place in the 
AMA’s Grand National Championship 
Series standings. 

"We've been so close at every 
National," King said. "The thing is, my 
team works really hard. Craig Rogers 
and Sam Wesley are working their butts 
off. Mike Corbin, back in California, 
does everything he can for us. Not to 
give good, quality guys like that a win 
every now and then is no good. This 
really took a load off my shoulders. 
We've been fast all year, but there was 
always something that kept us off the 
top." 

The Corbin/SuperTrapp/Spectro- 
backed King had stalked the battling 
duo of Steve Morehead and Will Davis 
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for 14 laps before he found just enough 
room to squeeze by while exiting turn 
two. 

“I was hoping that they would slow 
each other down enough that I could get 
them both with one move,” King said. 
“Sure enough, they got each other up in 
the wall on the back chute and gave me 
an opening. It opened up a couple of 
times, but I just wasn’t close enough. 
Then they got together just enough that 
I was able to catch them down the back. 
Morehead knew he had Will to the 
right, and then I came up on the left. His 
head snapped back, hé looked right at 
me and it was like, ‘Oh, no - I’ve got one 
on both sides.” 

After taking the lead, King was able 
get a little breathing room as Morehead 
and Davis continued to fight over posi- 
tion. Surprisingly, Chris Carr also swept 
by both. It was a surprise because Carr 
had failed to gain a direct transfer from 
his heat and earned his way into the 
National by winning the second semi. 
This left Carr starting from the third 
TOW. 

“It’s kind of good I got fourth in the 
heat - we could make another stab at 
getting the setup right," Carr said. "The 





bad thing is, you're stuck on the third 
row for the National, but you know that 
the changes you made are going to 
work. We were able to go out in the 
semi and verify that the changes would 
work. I had confidence that it was going 
to work. I just had to keep charging; we 
just came up a little short again." 

The Harley-Davidson of Sacramen- 
to/Phoenix Racing-backed Carr closed 
rapidly on King after taking second on 
lap 19. 

Davis settled into third, marking just 
his second podium finish of the season 
for the TCR/Michigan Harley-Davidson 
Dealers Association-sponsored rider. 

"Once I passed Steve, I thought’! 
could get away, but I was geared just a 
little bit long," Davis said. "I couldn't 
get off the corners with him. I had to 
stay high and try to build my momen- 
tum up. If I dropped down on the bot- 
tom, I couldn't pull off the corners with 
him. I kept having to pass Steve on the 
outside, and he kept taking me up closer 
and closer to the fence. I knew he wasn‘t 
going to put me into the fence, but he 
kept putting me into the marbles. It was 
getting closer every time; then I saw a 
blur of Rich down on the bottom, and I 




























knew he was going to run up in front of 
us. I thought, ‘Oh, we're both going 
through the fence now.’ I just had to rol 
out of it a little bit." 

Morehead was almost as happy wit 
fourth as he was with last week's podi 
um finish. 

"My motorcycle was so good tonight 
it was just the rider that held me back,’ 
said the F&S Harley-Davidson/KK Sup 
ply/Dragoo-backed Morehead. "I was 
sticking where I was at and just riding 
around. Davis kept trying to suck me 
into going up high with him, but I could 
hold my own with him, riding around 
on the bottom. I was trying to give hi 
enough room coming off two so he

didn't run into the wall; it was good, 
gentleman racing. Then King snuck by 
us, and I got to watching them. I saw 
they weren't any faster than me, and I 
got to watching them, missed my mark 
going into a turn and slipped off the 
groove. The motorcycle was perfect. 
They just outraced me." 

USC Racing/Lancaster Harley- 
Davidson/Dodge Brothers' Bryan 
Bigelow continues to improve on his 
best finishes ever, and he slipped by 
pole sitter Joe Kopp to capture fifth on 
the last lap. 

"It's getting better every week," 
Bigelow said. "I was able to get by Joe 
Kopp on the last lap, when he slipped a 
little high. A fifth - that's pretty good. I 
think it's because Johnny (Goad) and I 
are working so good as a team. He real- 
ly has the bikes dialed in, and we're 
really clicking right now. I think as long 
as we keep doing what we're doing, 
we'll go to the front." 

Joe Kopp's sixth-place finish was also 
the best this year for the Harley-David- 
son of Missouri/Dave Burks Motor- 
sports-backed racer, but it was bitter- 
sweet, coming after he had set fast heat 
time and earned the pole position. 

“It felt really good to set fast time - 
I've only done that once before - but I 
made a couple of wrong picks for the 
main," Kopp said. "I think Morehead 
probably picked a better starting spot. 
After he picked it, I saw this broken-up 
dirt, and I think he was able to hook up 
on it. I didn't really make many mis- 
takes, but I think I spun the tire off turn 
four and that let Chris get a better drive 
to get by going into turn one. For eight 
or nine laps, Bigelow kept showing me a 
wheel. Then, the last lap, I went into turn 
three a little too hot. I got too high right 
in the middle; I thought I had it saved. I 
ran it into the corner and then got right 
back down on my line, but he had a 
wheel right there. I thought, “Oh, no - 
not now.' I wanted a top-five; sixth is the 
best finish we've had on this bike." 

And what of the "Dominator"? 
Eight-time Grand National Champion 
Scott Parker proved himself to be almost 
human as he struggled through his 
poorest finish of the year. Parker also 
failed to gain a direct transfer from his 
heat and was forced into a semi, where 
he finished second to Mike Hacker. 
The Harley-Davidson Motor Co./ 
AGV /HOG-sponsored Parker was the 
last qualifier for the National. 

"We got beat," Parker said. "I just 
didn't go as fast as they were. We got a 
little out of kilter and had to go to the 
semi. That gets you behind. But I did get 
a holeshot. I tried up high for a couple 
of laps, and I gained ground the first 
lap, and I thought I could gain the sec- 
ond lap, but I lost instead. The next 
thing you know, the race is over. Final- 
ly, I just dropped to the bottom and ran 
around there. I was getting around pret- 
ty good, but it was too late." 





Defending Harley-Davidson Sport- 
ster Performance Series Champion 
Davey Camlin worked his Saddle- 
men/1-800-FAST-HOG /Moroney's 
Harley-Davidson around current points 
leader Jess Roeder to take their 12-lap 
National. Billy Martin pressured Roeder 
for the last few laps but couldn't get by. 


HEATS 


Fast qualifier Rose Racing /Schaef- 
fer's Harley-Davidson's Kevin Varnes 
led the first 10-lap heat into turn one, 
but Dan Stanley quickly set Varnes back 
to second. Not giving up easily, Varnes 
stayed glued to the Gardner 
Racing /Walters Brothers Harley-David- 
son-backed Stanley. 

At about the halfway point of the 
race, the leaders were joined by 
Bigelow, who had been off the pace 
early. On the sixth-lap, Varnes made a 
move on Stanley as they came out of 
turn two. It left just enough room for 
Bigelow to wedge himself into second. 
Varnes slipped back a little as Bigelow 
tried to wrest the lead from Stanley, 
who was too strong and held on for 
another heat win. Shaun Russell was a 
lonely fourth, well ahead of Bret Beyer, 
Paul Lynch and Mike Varnes. 

Heat two saw King lead Davis into 
turn one, ahead of Billy Martin. Davis 
had moved to the front by the end of the 
first lap. King was pushing Davis as 
Carr held down third over Dan Butler, 
who shoved his USC Racing /Lancaster 
Harley-Davidson/Dodge Brothers 
mount into the last direct transfer. King 
took command after Davis slipped the 
groove in turn two. Davis hung with 
King for a couple of laps before the 
Honda pilot pulled away. 

Butler eventually pulled away from 
Carr and closed on Davis, but he could 
not advance. Carr was a distant fourth 
over Paul Morgan and Martin. 

The third heat had Dave Burks 
Motorsports/ Harley-Davidson of Mis- 
souri's Ken Coolbeth on the pole, but it 
was his teammate, Joe Kopp, who led 
the pack into the first turn. Kopp led 
Geo Roeder II, Ronnie Jones and Cool- 
beth around the first lap. In turn two, 
Jones almost had his Harley jump out 
from under him, and Coolbeth quickly 
took advantage. 

By now, Kopp was on cruise control, 
while KK Supply/Mike & Eddie 
Adkins/ Winchester H-D's Roeder had 
his hands full holding back Coolbeth. 
Jones returned to the mix but came up 
just short of a direct transfer. 

The last heat was a real war, as Steve 
Morehead led Jay Springsteen and Terry 
Poovey into turn one. Steve Beattie 
charged into turn one, only to hit 
Poovey's rear wheel and slip high off 
the groove. Lap one saw Scott Parker 
ride into fourth, ahead of J.R. Schnabel 
and Beattie. 

Morehead, Springsteen and Poovey 
were tight, as Parker tried a high line in 
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turn three. Parker's first attempt failed, 
but by lap four he had gained third, and 
Beattie was all over Poovey, trying to 
make a charge to the front. 

Despite all the action behind him, 
Morehead maintained the lead till the 
end. Even RC Trucking / Bartels’ Harley- 
Davidson-backed Springsteen held sec- 
ond all the way. Springer looked back 
once. 

"] looked back and saw the number 

126," Springsteen said. "It was like, 
"Who's that guy?' But it was Scotty and 
Beattie - that's how close they were to 
me." 
Beattie had his Stylemaster Custom 
Motorcycles-backed Harley in the all- 
important third spot on lap nine, but 
Parker made one last outside charge 
going into turn three. Parker fell just 
short as he held off Poovey, who had 
rejoined the lead group. |

Paul Morgan III put his Coziahr 
Harley-Davidson / Buck/]Jono's-backed 
Harley out front right from the start. 
Jaime Aguilar, Ronnie Jones and Brett 
Landes followed into the first turn. It 
didn't take Jones long to put his 
TCR/Loral Lake mount into second - 
and the last transfer. Landes rode home 
third, with Poovey and Paul Lynch well 
off the pace. 

Davey Camlin led the second semi 
into turn one, but Chris Carr wasted no 
time moving to the head of the proces- 
sion. The Saddlemen/1-800-FAST- 
HOG /Moroney's Harley-Davidson- 
backed Camlin settled into second over 
J.R. Schnabel, who held a solid third. 
Johnny Murphree eventually moved up 
to fourth over Bret Beyer, Brent Arm- 
bruster and Dale Jenneman. 

The last semi saw Camlin's Saddle- 
men/1-800-FASTHOG /Moroney's 
Harley-Davidson teammate, Mike Hack- 
er, up front, but Hacker had none other 
than the series' winningest rider right 
behind him all the way. Parker tried to 
take the lead several times, but to no 
avail. At about the halfway point, Park- 
er slipped badly coming out of turn two, 
and Shaun Russell closed dramatically. 
In danger of not qualifying for the main 
for the first time this year, Parker settled 
into second, leaving Russell a close 
third. Mike Varnes led Billy Martin and 
Paul Bergstrom home in fourth.

Joe Kopp led the 18-rider field out to 
select their all-important starting posi- 
tions. The front row was made up of 
King, Morehead, Kopp, Stanley, Spring- 
steen and Roeder. Row two held Davis 
(who opted for the outside of row two 
with his sixth pick), Coolbeth, Butler, 
Bigelow, Beattie and Varnes. Carr, 
Hacker, Morgan, Jones, Camlin and 
Parker filled out the third row. Parker at 
first looked to start on the fourth row, in 
order to be on the groove, but it was 
ruled that he couldn't do that. Parker 
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(Above left) Morehead (42) and Davis (21) 
battled for the lead for much of the race, 
allowing King and Carr to creep up and 
pass both of them. Davis wound up third 
and Morehead fourth.

was to start from the bottom of row 
three. 

Morehead read the light perfectly 
and led King, Stanley and Davis into the 
first turn. Davis joined Morehead at the 
front over King, Kopp and Stanley. 
Parker was trying to use the cushion to 
climb to the front. 

"My plan was to go to the top the 
first couple of laps anyway," Parker 
said. "I was able to move up, but then 
that went away, and I slipped back 
again." 

Parker got as high as ninth before 
slipping to 15th and then coming back 
for.a 12th-place finish. 

Morehead and Davis exchanged the 
lead several times as King watched from 
right behind them. 

"The bike was running good all 
night," King said, "but it was wearing 
out tires, so I didn't want to wear out 
the tire the first part of the race. I fig- 
ured their tires were going to get hot 
when they started battling back and 
forth." 

“If I could have got by Steve on that 
first lap and come off there in first place, 
I could have used what moisture there 
was in the track before it dried out," 
Davis said. "I got into a dogfight with 
him, and after about five laps my mois- 
ture wore out." 

After King was finally able to make 
his move, he pulled to a comfortable 
lead. The rider who was making the 
most progress now was Carr. 


"Early on, I was battling with Kopp,- 


and for about five laps I just couldn't get 
around him," Carr said. “Finally, I got a 
good run up off four and was able to get 
up underneath him; then I could chase 
those guys down up front. One by one 
they were making mistakes, and I 
would pick up a position. I was able to 
run down Rich. He knew I was there, 
and he did the smart thing: He slowed 
down. Instead of trying to go fast, he 
kept it on the bottom of the groove. It's a 
tough track to pass on. I gave it my best 
shot." 

Davis enjoyed the race from his seat. 

"It was fun," he said. "That's about 
the funnest third place I've ever had." 

Despite his solid sixth, Kopp later 
had second thoughts about some of the 
choices he'd made for the main event. 

“I would have picked a different 
wheel setup, now that I think about it," 
Kopp said. "I was debating on a skinny 
wheel or a wide wheel. A lot of guys 
went with the skinny, but it was work- 
ing so good, and I had fast time. I was 
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afraid to take ihis one role It eos SO slick | 


that we were laying the bikes over a lot 


more, and I think the narrow rim would . 


have folded my tire around a little 
more." 

Springsteen, who continues to put in 
one solid ride after another, also had the 
brake problems that plagued him at the 
Du Quoin Mile continue in this main 
event. 

“I was going all right early in the 
race; then, one time going into turn one, 
I had problems with the brake," 
Springer said. "Going into three, it 
faded, but the rest of the race I had 
brakes, and when I came in it worked. 
Just those two times, the pedal went 
clear down. I don't know what's wrong. 
I'm going to have to call PM, because 
I've got Performance Machine brakes. 
It's all old stuff; I want brand-new. 
That's the third time this year l've had a 
brake failure, and this place, man, you 
have to have brakes. I got into three hot 
and just slid right off the groove." 

Springsteen came home seventh. 

Promoter/part-time racer Ronnie 
Jones came away with a solid eighth in 
his first ride of 1998 on a 750. 

Teammates Hacker and Camlin bat- 
tled over ninth. The spot went to Hacker. 

“I’m a little frustrated with myself," 
Hacker said. "Every weekend, I just 
don't get off the line with them - me 
and Davey started dead last. I'm 
happy with the way the bike ran. I'm 
turning the same times as all the top 
guys, but I'm just giving them that 
head start off the line. I'm kind of 
happy with a top-10 finish. I just wish I 
could get away from ninth; it seems 
like that’s my number this year (this 
was Hacker's fourth ninth-place fin- 
ish). I was just working on everybody 
one by one - it was really hard to pass. 
I really think that with a little bit of 
luck we can put the bike up front and 
run with them." 

Camlin was able to get by a fading 
Beattie on the last lap for 10th. Beattie 


"was suffering through his second failed 


shock of the day. 

“I’ve got to get some holeshots," 
Beattie said. "Our shock quit during the 
main; that's two tonight. We had to bor- 
row one from TCR. I was coming up 


through the pack, and 1 think we could . 


have gone to the front. I would have 
been in big trouble if I hadn't had Phil 
Darcy here to help. Our guys didn't 
make it down (from Canada), and Phil 
stepped in." 

Coolbeth was glued to Parker and 
followed him to 13th. 

“I got another bad start," Coolbeth 
said. "I think if I could have got a good 
start, I would have been in the hunt. It 
was just a narrow groove, and you 
needed a good start. We had the chassis 
hooked up right off the bat. It's starting 
to come together. I’m happy. We've still 
got next week." 

Butler came home next. 

"We were running good all night," 
Butler said. "We made a few changes 
before the main event. We put a new tire 
on, and 1 got a great holeshot, but I just 
couldn't get a good bite on that groove 
for several laps. I think I was running it 
in a little too hot to compensate. I went 
forward, then went back, then went for- 
ward again. My knee is back to about 80 
percent, but I lost my footpeg about the 
second or third lap, so I was holding my 
leg up and it was Killing my knee. The 
bikes are working great. I’m starting to 
get used to them, and I can hardly wait 
for the next couple of weekends." 

Roeder and Morgan rounded out the 
finishers. Kevin Varnes was the first to 
drop out, on lap 20, after being hit on 


“the hand by a rock. Varnes appeared to 


have possibly broken a finger in the 
incident. 

Stanley was black-flagged on lap 21 
after his clutch exploded.

Will Davis took his team owner, Tom Cummings, by surprise after 
deciding to start the National from the second row. instead of the last 
available spot on the front row.“ T.C. looked at me like, ‘What the heck 
are you doing?’ when | picked my starting spot (second row outside. with 
sixth pick),” Davis said. "| said, ‘Man, | promise you, when they hit that 
first turn and funnel down, l'Il be able to slide around the top.’ All there 
was left on the front row was down on the inside in those marbles.” 


Scott Parker also wanted to be unconventional with his pick, but it was 
disallowed: “I sort of wanted to start on the fourth row, on the groove,” 
Parker. said. "My plan was to go to the top the first couple of laps any- 
way, and | thought it would give me a good view. But they said the only 
spot left was on the bottom of the third row. That made me have to cut áll 


the way across the track to get out where | wanted to run. | thought you 
could start on any row- you wanted - the guys on the front row can move 
back a row; why couldn't I? | thought you could start anywhere on the 
race track, but they told me the only spot left was on the bottom. They 
should draw a line on the bottom of the track and say anywhere from 
there to the wall, but they said ! couldn't start outside of the grooye: so | 
wanted to drop back a row and start on the groove.” 


Even though Steve Morehead has announced that this is probably his 
"last year as a full-time racer," he's excited about the way his team's for- 
tunes have turned around. ."l'm excited to death about that motorcycle,” 
Morehead said. “Dennis Town, Frank Nagey and Gary (Solzenburg) just 
built the perfect motorcycle. As a team, we're really jelling. The bike got 
better all night long. We won our scratch heat. and our heat, but we 
weren't really that fast. On a track like this, you get a good start and don t 
screw up, you re going to win things. We knew.our corner speed needed 
to be picked up, so we worked on that and got the bike steering good. I'm 
just so happy with the bike; let's get on to the next one. It's just like King: 
If you keep finishing in fourth, sooner or later you're going to win one.” 


It didn't take Ronnie Jones long to shake off any rust that might have 
accumulated, as he looked fast from the first practice on his borrowed 
TCR/Loral Lake Harley-Davidson. “I've got to thank the TCR/Loral Lake 
guys for the great ride," Jones said. "l've ridden Hondas forever. | did 
ride one year on Gardner's Harley, but | never got comfortable. | was 
more comfortable on this bike in one race than | was after a whole year on 
the other one. Right. from the start, | was comfortable, but | never really 
got the handling just right. There was one time during the qualifying heat 
that that thing was perfect, and | felt like | could go anywhere. | passed 
Carr and Bigelow, and | caught Morehead. | felt like another lap and | 
could have got by him. ١ got up next to him going down the back straight 
on the last lap, but | was. on the outside and figured he'd run me off the 
groove or something, and Carr would get back by me. When | went out in 
the heat race, the track was just different enough, and | never could get 
that same feel. Right in the middle of the corner. the back would just slide 
out a little. It was sliding coming out of four, but | could make it up in one 
and two."

t all seems to have happened rather 

suddenly for Simon Crafar. Until last 

year he was a nearly-man in World 
Superbike racing, often threatening but 
never a race winner on the lime-green 
Kawasaki. Then he switched to Grand 
Prix racing, riding the Red Bull Yamaha. 
And almost immediately he sank from 
view, obscured by the dazzling up-front 
action. But while the heroes were taking 
the limelight in the closest racing season 








for several generations, the unassuming- 
ly friendly New Zealander was brewing 
up 3 storm. 

"If you've been watching TV, it looks 


as though it's been sudden," he 
explained of his rise in his soft New 
Zealand accent. "But it's been a steady 
progression from Mugello (round four). 
That was where I started to feel good, 
and the front tire felt good for the first 
time. And we found a good setting for 
the bike. That setting has changed only 
very little since. It's a good, basic bike 
for all sorts of tracks. Mind vou, I say 
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self-effacingly. He gives his opinion, 
then asks yours, breaking off as the ket- 
tle whistles to make us each a cup of tea. 
But while Crafar's mild manners and 
soft-spoken ways may make him seem 
somehow tentative, there is something 
very definite about this man who has,

that about the Yamaha, but I've found 
that a lot with different bikes I've ridden 
- that once I get it to my liking, I tend to 
keep it like that." 

I was talking to the Kiwi, newly 
moved to Andorra, in his motorhome at 
the Donington Park paddock. Though of 
regulation palatial size, it somehow has 
an air of relaxed modesty. His pretty 
wife, Kirsten, sits to one side playing 
computer games, then comes across and 
joins us. Simon lounges on the sofa and 
chats rather than is interviewed. He's 
friendly and interested, and talks very 














longer-so-friendly rival Mick Doohan 
trailing by a massive 10 seconds - the 
sort of treatment Doohan has meted out 
to his own rivals over the years. Now it 
was Doohan's turn to complain about 
bad tire choice. 

Crafar's first contact with racing was 
watching his uncle motocross at the age 
of 6. He decided then and there that he 
wanted to be a professional racer when 
he grew up. He had to wait, though; and 
then he took it step by step - riding a 
friend's farm bike at the age of 10, and 
finally starting to motocross himself at 
12. He first road raced at 17, won his 
National 250, 600cc Production and 
Superbike titles, then worked his way 
onto the world stage via a Malaysian 
Superbike title - then a year in the 
British Championship riding for Honda 
UK. In 1993 came a mixed season, 
ريه سوج‎ superbike rides, a mixed 
250/500cc GP season, and then the 
move to four years in World Superbike, 
the last two as a works Kawasaki rider. 
He finished fifth overall in 1997. 

It was a long road, compared with 
that taken by many of today's whiz 
kids, especially since Crafar combined 
his early years with training as a motor- 
cycle mechanic, so as to be able to main- 
tain and modify his racing bikes. But he 
is happy that the j journey has all been in 
the right direction, and at his own 
speed. 

“I've always done what I wanted,’ 
Crafar said. "When I left Honda UK at 
the end of 1992, I had no ride, and no 
money. But I wanted to move on, and 1 
think it's important to keep your moti- 
vation. If you're bored doing something, 
then you shouldn't keep doing it." 

That first career change led to half a 
season on a private 500cc Harris Yama- 
ha - scoring points with a ninth at 
Assen, then the rest of the year replacing 
meltdown victim John Kocinski on the 
works 250cc Lucky Strike Suzuki. 

“I knew as soon as I got onto it | 
would never be a 250cc rider," Crafar 
said. At 6 feet tall, it’s not surprising. 

In the same way, he rejected more- 
lucrative offers to stay in World Super- 
bikes to come to the GPs this year. 

“I could have stayed with Kawasaki, 
and there was a good offer from another 
team," he said. "Or there was this - the 
GPs. Without wanting to sound mushy, 
it was in my heart to go GP racing. | 
gave up something good in superbikes, 
possibly even winning the champi- 
onship, and I know some people think 
I’m an idiot. But I decided it was worth 
it to come here." 

One of the first things that happened, 
about the same time that Crafar's lap 
times and consistency started to become 
threatening, was that he found himself 
in a head-on confrontation with 
Doohan. It happened at Madrid, when 
Max Biaggi rammed into Doohan in the 
first corner, sending him ricocheting 
into Crafar, who had already committed 
himself to the corner on the outside line. 
Crafar was sent bouncing across the 
gravel trap, rejoining in last place to 
work through to eighth; Doohan was 








out of the race, and 
stood shaking his fist at the disappear- 
ing Yamaha rider. 

It was plainly Biaggi's error, but 
Doohan firmly and publicly slated Cra- 
far, blasting at "riders who try and win 
the race in the first corner." Crafar was 
much taken aback. Doohan was a friend 
- they trained together on the Gold 
Coast. He went to Doohan's motorhome 
after the race with the videotape to try 
and reason with him. Doohan flatly 
refused even to look at it. 

There were likely two main reasons 
for this. Firstly, because Doohan is 
reluctant to get into a public war of 
words with a rider of Biaggi's status - 
among other things, the calculating and 
articulate Biaggi would surely outdo 
him in a public debate, while the pair 
were sharing an aircraft back to Monaco 
together after the race. And secondly 
because Doohan was making his own 
adjustment to treating Crafar as a seri- 
ousrival.  . 

"I don't want to get into a war with 
Mick," Crafar said. "I was quite upset at 
first. I really respect Mick, and he 
wouldn't even listen to me. Then, when 
I thought about it afterwards, I came to 
a similar conclusion." 

All this begs the question: Is Crafar 
just too nice to be a real hard motorcycle 
racer? He smiles, the essence of nice- 
ness. 

“I think that about anyone who 
doesn't stand in my way," Crafar said. 
"But I found out last year that I do have 
plenty of aggression. l've quite a tem- 
per. (His eyes meet those of his wife, 
and they share a smile.) I have the 
aggression. There's a mean bastard 
inside. But I definitely don't want to be 
an asshole. Kirsty says that riders are so 
used to getting their own way, and 
we've seen that riders can be spoiled. I 
try to remember you have to go home at 
the end of the day." 

His determination to be level-headed 
has served him well in racing so far. 

“I think I'm lucky not to have been a 
star at 15 - not to have had a factory ride 
at 19,” he said. "I served my apprentice- 
ship as a mechanic. I worked for a liv- 
ing. I paid rent and so on." 





He was, in 
short, able to grow up in a 

way denied to riders who were on the 
fast track to the top when barely out of 
school. 

Crafar is, according to his chief engi- 
neer, Hamish Jamieson, experienced 
and highly skilled also in the complicat- 
ed matter of motorcycle setup. The pair 
each had to make adjustments. 

"I m used to coming in to the pits 
and telling the engineers what to do, in 
terms of what to adjust and so on," Cra- 
far said. “I’ve had to take a step back 
from that direct involvement, and tell 
Hamish how the bike feels and how I 
want it to feel. He has the whole picture 
in his mind, and he is in charge of exact- 
ly what adjustment to make to achieve 
the feeling I'm looking for. 

"Technically, though, I can give us 
mechanics feedback about the bike. 
think that’s why I've been able to en 
faster on a 500 compared with other 
superbike riders.” (He means Troy Cors- 
er, as well as Anthony Gobert.) “It’s 
nothing mechanical. It’s all to do with 
feel. I’ve seen some brilliant riders who 
haven't got a clue. You can get away 
with it on a superbike." 

Far from the rumored radical steer- 
ing angles and unstable bike, Jamieson 
says Crafar likes it "exactly as it came 
out of the box" - the most neutral varia- 
tion. Crafar's opinion concurs. 

"]'m very fussy about settings," he 
said. "I want to get the bike to do the 
work, so it does it for me. Most other 
riders like my settings. That's how I 
know I am good at it." 

At the same time, he's had to raise 
his game, while proving (as Wayne 
Rainey did before him) that superbikes 
aren't a bad training ground for 500s, 
though there is still plenty to learn. 

"At first I got on a GP bike and 
thought, ‘This isn’t so bad,” he said. 
"But to go fast - that is really hard. 
Superbikes are so user-friendly. They 
react slower, and give you more feel. A 
500 is so sensitive, and if it's not set 
right, it feels like it wants to chuck you." 

Crafar is consciously working on his 
style, which is at present planted firmly 
in the saddle and leaning with the bike - 
reminiscent of an earlier era, and specifi- 
cally not unlike that of the last New 
Zealand GP star, Graeme Crosby. 

"| notice that you have to use your 


weight more on a 500," 
he said. "It can affect the 
bike more." 

Then again, as 
impressed observer 
Rainey pointed out: 
"He's bigger, so he has 
more leverage. He 
doesn’t have to jump 
around like the little 
guys.” 

He views his own 
strong points as twofold. 

“I never give up,” he 
said. “And I’m really 
consistent. Whenever I 
go to a new team, they 
always say, ‘Check this 
out!’ There’s so little 
variation lap for lap. 
Even if the tires are 
worn, I can keep the 
speed up.” 

He warms -to his 
theme, talking about the 
concept rather than him- 
self. 

“Consistency comes 
from mental strength. The natural thing 
is to want to slow down when the tires 
get warm or you get tired.” 

Crafar is an analytical rider who has 
been an important part of Dunlop’s 
quick catching up. 

“At Assen, when I took the lead for a 
lap, I knew I couldn't stay there - I was 
just trying to raise the pace because I 
could see that (Alex) Barros was catch- 
ing up," he explains. "Mick (Doohan) 
and Max (Biaggi) could blow by me on 
the straight anytime. But it wasn't just 
on horsepower. It was also a back-tire 
thing. Dunlop came up with a good 
front at Mugello, and the next develop- 
ment is for the back. We have a good 
tire now, but we need more choice." 

He enjoys the Yamaha, and while 
he'd be "reasonably comfortable" to get 
on another make of 500, he says, "I'd be 
more than happy to stay on a Yamaha. 
Red Bull have an option for next year." 
At this stage, it seems they would be 
crazy not to take it up. 

Crafar reckons he has hit his peak at 
a good age. 

"| m 29, and a lot of riders have their 
best results when they are about that 
age," he said. "I feel that I found another 
level of riding from halfway through 
last year. It's the same for all riders. You 
always try your hardest, then all of a 
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sudden you start going faster. Every- 
thing clicks, you start giving your 
mechanics better feedback, etc. 

"That was when I stopped worrying 
about my age. I think I have four or five 
years left to go as a rider. I feel on the 
brink of it." 

Between races, he and Kirsten repair 
to the mountain principality of Andorra, 
a tax haven in the Pyrenees, the moun- 
tains that divide France from Spain. He 
considered Monaco, the more popular 
choice, but, he says, "I'm from the bush 
in New Zealand, and it wasn't for me. 
Andorra is much more unspoiled. T like 

to go fishing; and there's no restrictions 
on dirt biking." 

He also spends time each year with 
his parents in Auckland, and with 
Kirsten's parents in Queensland, Aus- 
tralia, where he also has à house north 
of Surfers' Paradise. 

Crafar's victory in Britain moved him 
one step further into the limelight, and 
one step beyond the simple naiveté that 
has sustained him this far. But it was his 
own strength of mind that provided the 
driving force, and it has so far been 
unwavering. 

Has a new challenger to Doohan 
come out of the blue? It's too early to 
tell. But certainly Crafar is more of a 
dark horse than a red bull. CN

INDIANAPOLIS, IN, JULY 7-11 
t some point, every young dirt- 
track racer dreams of being an 
L WA AMA Grand National Champion 
like Scott Parker or Jay Springsteen, or 
maybe Chris Carr, but hundreds of laps 
around the local short track, TT course 
or - should they be lucky enough to 
have one nearby - half mile or mile oval 
may not do much to help them realize 
that dream. You can race the same peo- 
ple over and over, and beat the same 
people over and over, but does that nec- 
essarily mean that you've got what it 

takes to make it someday? 

In 1998, the Indiana State Fair- 
grounds in Indianapolis was the place to 
find out. 

It's not like Indy doesn't offer up to 
race fans enough romance already. The 


` legend of “The Brickyard” is alluring to 


all the area's open-wheeler car racers 
who challenge each other on a weekly 
basis, hoping to become the best of the 
best and to one day get their shot at 
Indianapolis 500 glory. For the amateur 
dirt-track set, Indy is also becoming the 
big one, a place where the best up-and- 
coming steel-shoe-wearing motorcycle 
sliders in the country meet and battle on 
the half mile, TT, short track, and the 
fabled Indy Mile to find out whether or 
not they've got what it takes as a 


prospect for the future. It's called the 
AMA Dirt Track Grand Championships, 
and - cancellation of the short track 
aside (see "Briefly") - if the 1998 edition 
of the AMA /Fast Track Promotions- 
hosted event is any indication, dirt-track 
racing has a bright future indeed.

races had been run, causing a six-hour 
period of downtime. Heat races began at 
6 p.m., and the racing resumed, with the 
final main event being run well after 
midnight. | 

Participation (non-scored) classes 
opened up the evening's series of main 
events, with 5-year-old John Long III of 
Coatesville, Pennsylvania, getting the 
holeshot in the 50cc Junior (4-6) class. 
Long built a comfortable lead in the 
three-lap main event and crossed the 
line first. Casee Lynn McCammon and 
Alex Guilbeault were still right together 
at the finish, with McCammon getting 
the nod at the stripe. 

Candy Hiley, 7, of Beaver Dam, Wis- 
consin, was the youngest lady entered 
for the weekend, but she showed that 
she more than measured up against the 
boys in the 50cc PW50 (4-8) class for 
Stock motorcycles. Hiley grabbed the 
lead early and outran Mark Keirleber 
and Casee Lynn McCammon to starter 
Larry Schmid's checkered flag. 

The speeds went up considerably in 
the 65cc DTX (7-11) class, and Devin Jes- 
sop of Churchville, New York, was the 
man to. beat. Jessop got the holeshot, 
with Carter Myers and John Lewis all 
over him as the trio pulled away from 
the rest of the pack. With Lewis and 
Myers battling all the way to the finish, 
Myers was able to stay ahead of them 
for the duration. At the finish, Myers 
bagged the win, with Lewis just out- 
motoring Myers to the line for the run- 
ner-up spot. 

Competition in the 85cc ranks started 
hot and stayed hot throughout the 
week, being rivalled by few other divi- 
sions in terms of intensity and close rac- 
ing. A pair of 11-year-olds, Logan Myers 
of Wheeler, Michigan, and “Nitrous” 
Nick Cummings of Mount Morris, 
Michigan, battled tooth and nail for the 
top spot in the six-lap 85cc Modified (7- 
11) final as they led an eight-rider 
freight train in the early going. As the 
pack spread out, Myers and Cummings 
pulled away, with the Mad Dog Rac- 
ing/Vankirk Racing-backed Myers get- 
ting off the corners better to take the win 
by five bike lengths. 

"I couldn't hear him back there," 
Myers said. "I just wanted to leave it 
wide open and go. The track was better 
at night. We were hooked up better." 

Cummings gained a measure of 
revenge, however, by outrunning Myers 
by a similar margin in the 85cc DTX 
class. Though Myers closed up the gap 
between the two on the white-flag lap, 
the TCR/Motion Pro-sponsored Cum- 
‘mings had the upper hand at the finish. 

"On the last lap, I saw his wheel," 
Cummings said. "I turned it on and got 
crossed up and almost knocked him 
down. I was lucky to save it.” 

Candy Hiley got another one of her 





"patented" holeshots and led lap one 
when the 50cc Senior (7-8) division took 
to the track, but Elliot Oquist of 
Marysville, Washington, and Travis 
Myers shot by in turn one shortly there- 
after. Oquist would not be denied, as he 
kept the throttle wide open and built a 
12-length lead on runner-up Myers by 
the finish. 

James Liles of Bergen, New York, 
squeaked into the lead off the start of 
the 85cc (12-15) class, with Steve Murray 
and a host of others in hot pursuit. Liles 
practically cruised to the win as the 
order constantly shuffled behind him. 
At the finish, Cory McDermitt was sec- 
ond, with Tom Link third and Murray 
dropping to fourth. 

Mike's Motorsports, Young America 
and Torque Center's Jesse Janisch of 
Hartford, Wisconsin, appeared to have 
no equal in the 65cc Modified (7-11) 
class during the heat races, but the 10- 
year-old found himself taking a back 
seat to both Andy Fay and Justin Hittle 
during the main event. After running 
third for a lap, Janisch finally got it 
together and passed around the outside 
of Fay off turn two to take the lead for 
good on the second lap and bring home 
his first win of the week. 

"| just tried my hardest and did what 
I could," Janisch said. "I tried to get 
them in the corners because I'm usually 
fast in the corners. You can draft on the 
straightaways, but it's harder." 

When the first "big bike" class came 
to the line, it was California's turn to 
shine, as Lodi Cycle Bowl regular Tony 
"The Tiger" Meiring, 14, of Tracy, Cali- 
fornia, flat blew away the competition in 
the 250cc DTX main event. Meiring 
grabbed the lead off the start and 
flogged his Bell/Rod Lake Racing /Red- 
line Racing Oil Honda to a convincing 
win over Honda riders Bryan Smith and 
Dusty Faulds. 

“1 thought that there were guys right 
there the whole time,” Meiring said. “I 
just ran as hard as I could the whole 
race. When I came in, my dad said, “You 
left 'em.' I was shocked." 

Zakk Palmer of Bromley, Kentucky, 
scored what appeared to be a big upset 
over fellow Kentucky rider Roger Lee 
Hayden in the 500cc Mod class. Palmer 
led Cory Roth in the early going before 
Hayden, who was attempting to recover 
from a poor start, took over second 
place. Palmer took the easy win, with 
Hayden and Roth taking the next two 
spots in the 12-rider field. 

Sixteen-year-old Donnie Mullen II of 
Coatesville, Pennsylvania, put on a 
smooth display of riding in the 250cc 
Pro Sport class and was never headed as 
he piloted his Michaels H-D 
Classics/Clark's Mac Tools Suzuki to 
the win over Randy Smith and Brian 
Mayo. 


"I just got the holeshot, used my 
head and pulled away," Mullen said. 

In the 600cc Pro Sport class, 17-year- 
old Bryan Shirley of Chatham, Illinois, 
took advantage of a mistake by eventual 
runner-up Michael Forro and made a 
pass for the lead on lap four to take the 
win, while Kenny Noyes moved up to 
third place after completing a last-lap 
pass on pre-race favorite Joe Eades. 

“He (Forro) left the door open comin’ 

out of two,” the Jayco Construction/Over- 
turf Motorsports/Hart-backed Shirley 
said. “I just ran it in on him hard. We 
bumped a little bit, but he left the door 
open.” 
Josh Toungett and Robert Pearson 
stayed in front of an intense fray in the 
125cc Modified class final. Toungett 
held the lead for all six laps, with Pear- 
son running about a bike length behind 
him. Cory McDermitt emerged from a 
five-rider war to take third place. 

Bryan Smith, 15, of Flint, Michigan, 
rode his TCR/Cometic/WD-40 
Honda CR500 to the win in the 600cc 
Modified class. Smith was chased by 
Roger Lee Hayden in the early going 
before pulling high into the cushion 
and running away from his pursuers. 
Hayden was second, followed by 
Zakk Palmer. 

“That was just where my bike was 
working,” Smith said. “It got a little 
rough up there, but the bike was work- 
ing good enough to where it didn’t 
throw me off.” 

The diminutive Charlie Italia was 
unstoppable in the 250cc Modified class. 
The 80-pound 12-year-old from Cuya- 
hoga Falls, Ohio, followed Roger Lee 
Hayden for most of the first lap before 
gaining the upper hand down the front 
straightaway. From there, Italia guided 
his Roth Racing/Ian Segedy/Torco 
Honda to a three-length advantage over 
Hayden at the line. John Spirelli was 
third. 

The "old guy" classes offered racing

that was as competitive as the kids. Dan 
Crawford of Marlette, Michigan, topped 
the Over 30 class, while Royal Adderson 
was the top dog in the Open Over 40 
class and backed it up with another win 
in the Open Twins Over 25 class. 


TT 


Wednesday's TT was run on the half 
mile, but with the obvious twist, as rid- 
ers ran down the front straightaway and 
were funneled into a tight and twisty 
"TT" section that featured' a dogleg left, 
followed by an off-camber right-hander 
and then another left as the section 
poured onto the back straightaway. 
Patience was the name of the game, and 
riders able to pass cleanly in the twisty 
section had a distinct advantage over 
those who tried to force the issue and 
wound up in a heap on the ground. 

Candy Hiley became the weekend’s 
first repeat winner, of sorts, as she again 
topped the 50cc PW50 (4-8) participation 
class. The 50cc (4-6) class was won by 
Tyler Pittman, but perhaps more impor- 
tantly, it showcased just exactly how 
sharp some of the younger riders can be. 
Case in point: During the main event, a 
red flag was thrown. All riders heeded it 
and came to a complete stop - some- 
thing that many pros still fail to get right 
on occasion. 

Elliot Oquist was once again unbeat- 
able in the 50cc Senior (7-8) class. Travis 
Myers managed to keep Oquist in sight 
en route to finishing second. Matt 
Downs was third. 

The 65cc DTX (7-11) race again fea- 
tured a close battle between Devin Jes- 
sop and Carter Myers for what at the 
time appeared to be second place. Ulti- 
mately, though, it turned out to be a 
race for the win (see "Briefly"), with Jes- 
sop again prevailing over Myers, and 
John Lewis grabbing another third-place 
finish. 

Nick Cummings took the win in the 
85cc Modified (7-11) class, taking over 
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the lead from early fron 
Janisch in the right-hander. Logan 
Myers also pulled past Jansich down the 
front straightaway and looked to renew 
his rivalry with Cummings. Myers 
closed in on Cummings in the final run 
down the front chute and attempted a 
slingshot pass that came up short. A 
clearly outpowered Janisch held on for 
third. 

“I've got a good. motorcycle this 
year," Cummings said. "We got this one 
from Young America. I ran Kawasakis 
before, but I like this Honda because it's 
fast and handles a lot better." 

The tightness of the first two turns in 
the TT section became obvious in the 
85cc DTX (7-11) main event, as it 
appeared as though all 12 riders tried to 
squeeze through the turn at once. Logan 
Myers got the worst of it, as he squir- 
reled sideways and went down right in 
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front of Cummings, who had to squirt. 


between hay bales to avoid being col- 
lected. This gave Nick Sellers of North 
Bend, Washington, all the help he need- 
ed, and Sellers took the lead for good. 
Behind him, James Liles held off a 
charging Cummings and Wisconsin 
rider Blake Young for second. 

Nick Sellers grabbed the holeshot in 
the 85cc (12-15) main event, but McDer- 
mitt/WD-40/Ray C's-sponsored Cory 
McDermitt led a pack containing Tom 
Link, Sellers, Troy Johnson and James 
Liles across the stripe on the first lap. As 
the race progressed, it also intensified, 
with McDermitt and Sellers often run- 
ning side by side - even through the 
tight TT section. In the end, McDermitt, 
13, of Flint, Michigan, got a better drive 
onto the back straight and firmly took 
the lead on lap five. Sellers was second 
by about one bike length, with Link 
third. 

"[ heard them back there, but it 
doesn't really bother me," McDermitt 
said. “I just act like there's always some- 
one in front of me and pretend like I’m 
chasing them down.” 

The 65cc Modified (7-11) TT feature 
turned out to be the Jesse Janisch show, 
as the 10-year-old speedster once again 
piloted his ex-J.R. Schnabel KX60 to the 
win, although Andy Fay kept him hon- 
est. Fay closed late in the race, but 
Janisch was able to put a lapped rider 
between himself and Fay to guarantee 
the win. A flying Justin Hittle was third. 

"Andy was pushing me, so I had to 
concentrate," said Janisch, who was 
born in 1987, yet rides a "vintage" 
motorcycle that was manufactured in 
1986. “I didn't want to get passed on the 
last lap. That's where all the pressure 
is." 

Tom Link was impressive in the 
125cc Amateur class. Link, from 
Muskegon, Michigan, ran third for three 
of the six laps in the main before closing 
on leader Cory McDermitt and second- 
placed Wesley Brown. Link shot under 
Brown in the right-hander and landed 
right on the back fender of McDermitt 
before diving underneath him and tak- 
ing the lead off turn four. Link led the 
next two laps and took the win. 

Roger Lee Hayden, who many insid- 
ers figured would be the one to watch 
all weekend, overcame another bad start 
to win the 600cc Modified TT feature, 
which turned out to be one of the best 
races of the weekend. In a classic "old 
man vs. the kid" shootout, the 15-year- 
old Hayden dueled with 46-year-old 
Royal Adderson of Calgary, Canada. 
Hayden dogged Adderson, passing him 
in turn three at the halfway point, only 
to lose the lead as Adderson squared the 
corner off and retook the lead. The bat- 
tle seesawed back and forth for two 
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more laps before the 2nd Chance Auto 
Sales/Rod Lake Racing /Hart-sponsored 
Hayden finally took it for good and 
bagged the win. 


"| was pretty happy to win that," 


Hayden said. ^I usually do pretty bad at 
them (TTs). But now I’ve got the points 
lead in two classes (250 and 600)." 

Hayden came out on the losing end 
of the 250cc Modified final, as that race 
was all Kurt Hawk. The Preston, Wash- 
ington, Honda rider nailed the holeshot 
and left everyone else fighting for sec- 
ond almost from the get-go. Hayden 
had to deal with eventual third-place 
finisher Bryan Smith before making a 
race out of it. Hayden caught Hawk on 
lap five, but he would have to settle for 
second at the finish. 

Both the 250cc and 600cc Pro Sport 
finals were practically runaways, as 
Daniel Kauffman of Blanchard, Michi- 
gan, showed the field his backside in the 
250ce Pro Sport final, leaving Jeremy 
DeRuyter and Donnie Mullen II to fight 
for the second spot, which fell to 
DeRuyter. In the 600cc Pro Sport class, 
24-year-old Donnie Steward of Burling- 
ton, Iowa, put his Heartland H-D-Buell- 
ATK/Bill's Custom Finish/Thor entry 
in front off the start and kept it there, 
leaving the field behind him. Daniel 
Kauffman and Brian Shirley rounded 
out the top three. 

“I felt really good on the TT,” the 
Steward said. "I had some bad luck on 
the half mile. I’m not really sure where 
we are in the points. I wanted the cham- 
pionship, but with a 12th place on the 
half mile, that's probably impossible." 

Larry Van Valkenburg and his 
screaming Yamaha twin appeared all set 
to collect the first-place trophy in the 
Open Twins Over 25 class, but a miscue 
sent him skidding off the track in turn 
one, dropping him to third. In his 
absence, George Mack took the lead and 
held on for the win. Van Valkenburg 
rebounded to finish second, with Paul 
Laakso finishing third on an ex-Kevin 
Atherton TCR Harley-Davidson XR750. 

Roger Lee Hayden was another vic- 
tim of turn one. Hayden led the 500cc 
Modified main event for four laps 
before tangling with Henry Wiles and 
throwing it away in the TT section. With 
that, Wiles, 14, of Blanchard, Michigan, 
assumed the lead and had such a huge 
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safety margin that he probably could 
have pushed his Mad Dog Racing/ 
Mount Pleasant Foreign Car-backed 
Honda home for the win ahead of Joe 
Bromley and Brian Woodward. 

“I was catching him (Hayden) a lot,” 
Wiles said. "I bumped his back tire and 
he slid out and high-sided. I was 
already going to the outside, and I hit 
him. I didn't mean to do that. It all hap- 
pened pretty quick." 

Mark Cheza of Clio, Michigan, beat 
Joe Bromley and Lyle Barber Jr. back to 
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The AMA Grand Championship Short Track scheduled for Friday, July 10: at 16th Street, 
Speedway, had to be canceled due to unsafe track conditions. Riders arrived at the fabled: 
Midget car-racing facility to find the track had been prepared in the heavy; rough condition that. 
favors the open-wheel cars. Riders who took to the track to test the surface also found difficulty 
with the facility's odd,. square-shaped layout. After several hours’ worth of grooming. the best 
attempts of the track prep crew still did not satisfy the safety concerns of the AMA and Fast 
Track Promotions. The decision was made to pull the plug on the short track and give all entered 
riders a full refund of their entry fee. Perhaps surprisingly, the cancellation announcement met 
with a round of applause from the racers and their parents, who felt that the AMA's decision was . 
the correct one under the circumstances. Several options - including the possibility of returning to 
16th Street Speedway - are being discussed for the 1999 edition of the short track.

“I thought I was going to be able to 
catch - him,” the Dave's Body 
Shop/SplitFire/Sprocket Specialists- 
backed Hittle said. "I'd been chasing 
him all week." 

Josh Toungett, 13, of East Peoria, Illi- 
nois, dominated the 125cc ranks, pulling 
clear of a close scrum for second place. 
Toungett's win was never in doubt, as 
he ramrodded his Fast Forward Rac- 
ing / Bell/Cometic Honda around the 
mile for the win, ahead of Nick Hammer 
and Cory McDermitt. 

"Nick actually got the holeshot, but I 
passed him in two," Toungett said. "He 
passed me in three, and then I passed 
him back and never saw him again. 
Thanks to Tryce Welch, who builds all 
my bikes." 

Other winners included Bryan Smith, 
who won both the 250cc and 600cc Mod- 
ified classes; Priestly Racing's Jeremy 
Thompson, who scored the big trophy 
in the 250cc Pro Sport class aboard a 
borrowed Alien Racing Honda 250; and 
4&6 Cycles' George Mack, who claimed 
the Open Twin Over 25 race on a bor- 
rowed Rod Lake Harley-Davidson. 

The 600cc Pro Sport race closed the 
show, and it had the makings of a barn- 
burner. But the race was halted right off 
the start when Josh Knott blew into the 
turn-two hay bales. On the restart, 
another Californian, Toby Jorgenson of 
Stockton, California, emerged from the 
pack to take the lead. Despite the con- 
stant shuffling of the pack immediately 


behind Jorgenson, they did stay behind 
him, giving the Idemitsu/Rod Lake Rac- 
ing/Race Tech-backed 16-year-old a 
huge victory in one of the tightest races 
of the week, an event that was complete- 
ly indicative of the level of competition 
at Indy. 

"I'd been struggling on the pea grav- 
el all week," Jorgensen said. "It was a 
good race, and I had a good bike. I was 
just trying to stay on the bottom." 

Staying on the bottom took Jorgen- 
son to the top, along with several other 
riders who earned either National or 
Grand Championship number-one 
plates during the week. For the rest, the 
dream of National glory still burns 
bright.

The next short section 
took two more points from Lafferty, and 
Hines matched it as if nothing had hap- 
pened in the prior section.

First overall falls within the criteria 
of fifteenth or better, so with that Mike 
Lafferty wrapped up his second AMA 
National Enduro Championship, com- 
plete with a little celebration back at the 
pits.

MA Vintage Motorcycle Days at 
and around the sprawling Mid- 
Ohio Sports Car Course is big in 
every way - big crowds, big swap meet, 
big lines for new-bike demo rides, big 
auction and big entries for the four 
types of AHRMA competition held this 
weekend. The biggest of these is the 
AHRMA road race; at well over 1000 
entries, the Mid-Ohio event is by far the 
largest thing on the AHRMA circuit. 

Although quantity doesn't always 
mean quality, in this case the racing was 
as first-rate as the finely restored vin- 
tage racers. A perfect example was the 
marquee 500 Premier class. 

In Saturday's event (a complete 
round of the Progressive Suspension- 
sponsored national series was held each 
day), Adam Popp took his usual place at 
the front of the field on the Heritage 
Racing 1967 Honda 450. But this time, 
Jay Richardson on the Team DomiRacer 
Norton Manx wasn't about to let Popp 
run away with another one, and he chal- 
lenged him, then took the lead from 
Popp. The Honda rider, along with See- 
ley Condor-mounted Larry Poons, did 
his best to unseat Richardson, but it 
wasn't to be. At the finish it was 
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Richardson, Popp, Poons and Greg 
Nichols, who had gotten his Ducati 350 
past Rusty Lowry's KR750 Harley. For 
Sunday's 500 Premier race, it was Popp 
from start to finish, ahead of Richard- 
son. 
Sportsman 750 was a dogfight both 
days. In Saturday's edition, one could 
have thrown the proverbial blanket over 
defending champ John Ellis (on a Yama- 
ha), Larry Kirby (on a Yamaha) and 
Frank Shockley (on a Triumph) as the 
three shuffled and reshuffled positions 
all race. By the fifth of six laps, Shockley 
was spending more time than the other 
two in the lead position, and then he 
solidified his advantage as the trio 
worked through traffic on the final lap. 
Second went to Ellis and third to Kirby - 
these two continued to battle all the way 
to the checkered flag. 

Sunday’s 750 race started off the very 
same way, but this time Kirby lost a lit- 
tle ground as the race wore on, while 
Shockley and Ellis continued dicing. 


, They finished in the same order as they 


had the day before. 

AHRMA's smallest Grand Prix class, 
the 200 division, routinely offers some 
of the closest action. On Saturday it was 
a battle between Honda 175-mounted 
class champ Butch Sprain and Corey 
Rusk on a Ducati 200, with Sprain pre- 
vailing. But for Sunday, Triumph rider

Spargo wound up second, while Popp 
and Merhar ran into problems on the 
way to the checkered flag. On Sunday, 
however, it was Merhar and then Popp 
and Spargo chasing Rosno to the finish. 

Among the modern classes, Ducati 
Supermono-mounted Jeff Nash and Sven 
Bley, riding a MuZ Skorpion, put on quite 
a show in Saturday's Super Mono race, 
with Nash leading when it counted most. 
Nash also won one of the weekend's 
Sound of Thunder/BEARS rounds. €N

ee F ast but technical” is how 





Sportsman 250 and Over 40 
Expert winner Larry Witmer 
of Elkhart, Indiana, described the much- 
improved layout of the Mid-Ohio MX 
circuit. Using more of the grassy, tree- 
shaded infield, the built-for-the-occasion 
course was longer and wider this year, 
relieving much of the dust, crowding 
and lapping problems of the previous 
two years. The verdict of Witmer and 
most of the 350 other entries: "I had a 
great time!" 

Aboard a '73 Honda CR250, Witmer 
was pursued in both classes by John 
Deemer's Maico. The Honda rider 
turned in perfect scores in both divi- 
sions, while Deemer was second overall 
in the Over 40 class with 2-2 finishes 
and third behind Witmer and Honda- 
mounted Dean Sarver with 2-3 tallies in 
Sportsman 250. 

Witmer looked as though he was set 
to take home three trophies after finish- 
ing second to Honda-mounted Mike 
Boggia in the opening Sportsman 125 
Expert moto. However, Witmer broke a 
piston skirt on his Suzuki TM125 while 
waiting for the start of moto two, which 
put him out of the running. In another 
fast-paced race, Boggia captured the sec- 
ond moto as well, followed by Carl 
Mabrey, whose 4-2 finishes on his 
Honda earned him second overall. 

Canadian Maico rider Rick Hudson 
matched Witmer in the trophy depart- 
ment, his coming in the Expert division 
of Sportsman 500 and Over 30. In the 
Over 30 class, Hudson finished second 
in the opening race to fellow Ontario 
racer Tim Marks on a Honda. The sec- 
ond time out, however, it was all Hud- 
son, ahead of Ron Bertrand and Sarver. 
In the big-bore class, Hudson swept 
both motos, but behind him was some 
extremely close racing involving the 
likes of Mike Lenz, eventual second- 
place finisher Charles Emery, and 
Bertrand, who carded third overall on 
his Bultaco Pursang. 

Yet another double class winner was 
Paul Havir in the increasingly competi- 
tive Classic ranks. In Classic 500 Inter- 
mediate, the BSA B44 rider rode to a

pair of wins over Tim Swain on a Bulta- 
co 360. Classic 250 saw Havir and his 
BSA B25 turn in two more perfect scores 
over Husky-mounted Richard Ander- 
son. 

Some of the day’s closest racing came 
in the three Classic Expert divisions. 
Californian Ken Gerard used a Honda 
SL125 to win both 125 motos, but it was 
former national trials champion Curt 
Comer on another SL125 who kept 
things extremely interesting, as he led, 
crashed and berserked his way back up 
to an eventual second in the opening 
moto - in the process making his way 
around an intense battle between 
Lawrence Lucia (CZ), Gary Davis 
(Honda) and Dan Johns (Monark). 
Comer again played crash-and-catch-up 
in the second moto, eventually finishing 
third to Gerard and Johns. 

Johns got his overall win in Classic 
250 Expert, riding his AJS Stormer to 
narrow victories in both motos over 
Quebec's Steve Tucker on a BSA. Classic 
500 saw those two battle again, this time 
with David Boydstun and his Husqvar- 
na mixed up in the fray. All three led at 
times, but it was Tucker out front and 
Boydstun coming in next each time the 
checkered flag waved. 

The Over 50 and Over 60 Experts put 
on quite a show, with Jeff Smith and his 
BSA. B50MX decisively capturing both 
combined-class motos. (Of course, he 
also helped design the circuit!) Not far 
behind, Gerard and Lawrence Lucia bat- 
tled, with Lucia taking both wins. The 
Over 50 Intermediates were divided into 
two gates, with Roy Maley Jr. winning 
one and Tom Boyd taking the other. The 
Husqvarna-mounted Boyd also cap- 
tured one of the two Sportsman 250 
Intermediate overalls - again the class 
was divided in half, with Craig Camp- 
bell taking the other win on his Rickman 
Montesa. 

The newly formed Penton Owners 
Group put together a Penton-only moto, 
and it attracted 14 participants on every- 
thing from an older Six Days 125 to pre- 
KTM-badged 1974 250s and 400s. Mike 


Lenz, riding a '74 400, captured both 
motos in the Expert division, while Josh 
Lenz did the same in the Intermediates 
on a '74 250, and Bethany Barrow's '74 
250 was the lone Novice to make it to 
the starting line. John Penton was also 
on hand to visit with the racers and sign 
certificates of participation. 


One sad note to the day's festivities - 


was the fatal heart attack suffered by 
Bob Augustine of Parker, Pennsylvania, 
while he was riding in the first Over 60 
Novice moto. The well-liked competitor 
was remembered as his bike was taken 
on a lap of the circuit after the awards 
ceremony. CN

t AMA Vintage Motorcycle Days, 
AHRMA trials competitors have 
the rare opportunity to perform 
before a crowd. Laid out in Mid-Ohio's 
back lot amid dumpsters, empty drums 
and dirt mounds, most of the sections 
are highly accessible to VMD's throngs. 
Of course, that's a mixed blessing. On 
one hand, riders get to show off their 
preened and polished Bultacos and 
BSAs. But on the other, there are obsta- 
cles such as section two - a big, muddy 
ditch that gave competitors fits as they 
climbed in and out several times. Err 






there - as most riders did to some degree . 


- and it's not just the checkers who get to 
grimace at your gracelessness. 

This year the AHRMA layout crew 
found some genuine trials terrain out 
near the Mid-Ohio camping area, and 
three. new sections were placed there. 
These featured some real challenges: 
rocks, logs, mud, climbs and creek beds. 
Overall, the event drew favorable 
reviews from riders. 

Bob Augustine of Parker, Pennsylva- 
nia, was the only rider to zero the entire 
trial, doing the trick in Modern Classic 
Novice on a Bultaco. Sadly, the well- 
liked competitor suffered a fatal heart 
attack in the next day's vintage 
motocross. 

Yamaha-mounted Ron Bertrand 
turned in a truly impressive perfor- 
mance in Modern Classic Expert, losing 
just eight marks on the daunting num- 
ber-one line. Six of those points came in 
the first loop and two the second time 
around; he rode the third loop clean. 
Runner-up was Bob Watson with a 
score of 18. 

There was a low-speed shootout in 
Modern Classic Intermediate, as Monte- 
sa man Gaylord Bunnell bested Yamaha 
rider Ken Eftink by a single mark - two 
to three. Bunnell lost both his marks on 
the first loop, then rode the remainder 
of the trial error-free. Close behind, Bul- 
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taco riders Steven Glinski and Duwayne 
Connolly each scored eight points, with 
Glinski winning the tie breaker with 
more clean sections. 

Another exceptional ride was Peter 
Slesser's score of five on his BSA to take 
the Premier Lightweight win ahead of 
Bob Capistrant (on a Ducati) at 14. Den- 
nis Brown and his Greeves earned the 
Intermediate win, while "Smilin'" Jim 
Cameron was top Novice on his BSA. 

John French's score of 35 in Premier 
Heavyweight Expert may not sound all 
that great, but it was a treat to watch 
him finesse his huge Matchless through 
the tight number-two line (the same line 
that the Modern Classic Intermediates 
ride on their infinitely more nimble 
Ossa MARs and Yamaha TYs). Riding 
the same line, Gary Davis muscled his 
Royal Enfield to a winning score of 52 in 
the Intermediate division, while Duncan 
Wright (BSA) won his Novice-class duel 
with Beno Rodi on a Matchless. . 

Riding a Penton, Keith Wynn carded 
a three in Classic Novice. The other 
Classic divisions were topped by 
Greeves riders, Mike Parsley in the 
Intermediates and Bob Ginder in 
Expert. €N

ASHLAND, OH, JULY 10 

hen AHRMA first visited cen- 
tral Ohio's Ashland County 
Fairgrounds, as part of the 
1997 AMA Vintage Motorcycle Days, 
former two-time Grand National Cham- 
pion Dick Mann called the deep-cush- 
ion half mile one of the best tracks he 
had ever seen. For VMD '98, Mann and 
three of his flat-track contemporaries - 
George Roeder, Neil Keen and Ronnie 
Rall - were lured out of retirement by 
Ashland's charms to show how these 
old motorcycles are supposed to be rid- 
den. | 

True to history, Mann and Keen 
chose BSA Gold Stars, while Roeder and 
Rall were aboard Harley-Davidson 
KR750s. The four-man Legends heat 
race roared off the line, only to see 
Mann's machine break. That left Roeder 
to circulate in the lead, riding the high 
line in the turns and throwing great 
roostertails of dirt. Rall and Keen raced 
right to the checkered flag, with Rall 
arriving ahead of his old rival. 

The final didn't go any better for 
Mann. His BSA broke its rear axle head- 
ing into turn one on the warmup lap, 
sending the back wheel rolling into the 
infield as the rear of the rigid frame dug 
furrows in the track. He declined an 
offer of a replacement machine and 
instead stood back to watch the show. 

This time it was a battle of the KRs, 
with Roeder on one of his own 


machines left over from his days as a 
Harley factory team member and Rall 
on Bob Hoh's iron twin. The two ran 
hard, side by side and trading the lead 
lap after lap in what sure didn't look 
like a staged race. When the checkers

waved, it was Rall out front. Keen had a 
great view of the show in third. 

When it came time for the 140 
AHRMA entries to strut their stuff 
before the crowd of approximately 3500 
packing the fairground grandstands and 
lining the front-straight fence, Roeder 
decided to continue having some fun. 
Taking his Harley out in one of the Clas- 
sic 500/750 heats, the father of the cur- 
rent generation of racing Roeders got off 
the line badly but was out front by the 
time the pack hit the back straight. 
Again, he went deep into the corners, 
throwing dirt and running away from 
everyone else on his brakeless KR. 

The real Classic’ 500/750 final was 
plenty exciting in its own right. This one 
was a battle between defending class 
champion George Richtmeyer on his Ed 
Albright Triumph 500 twin and Califor- 
nia's Gary Davis on a BSA Gold Star sin- 
gle. No matter how he tried, the flam- 
boyant New Yorker couldn't shake 
Davis, and when the checkered flag flew 
it was Davis sneaking past Richtmeyer 
by the length of a wheel. After running 
close behind the lead duo, Charles 
Southgate and his Gold Star lost some 
ground toward the end of the race but 
still hung on to third. 

Classic 250 also went right to the 
wire. Tennessee's Donnie Warf put his 
Bultaco out front from the outset, 
chased by David Heberling, William 
Berger and Mike Connell. After the 
halfway mark, Heberling retired with 
machine woes, and Triumph rider Berg- 
er moved up to challenge Warf. They 
rode the last lap side by side, with Berg- 
er crossing the finish a bike length 
ahead of Warf. 

In the pre-1952 Dinosaur class, num- 
ber-one-plate holder George Wills 
quickly swept into the lead, leaving 
behind a three-way race between Beno 
Rodi on a Royal Enfield, Harley-mount- 
ed Leo Jovanovic and Bernie Breece on 
another handshift H-D. Halfway 
through the race, Breece made an 
aggressive move from fourth to second.

KLAGENFURT, AUSTRIA, JULY 12 

ot a moment too soon, it was final- 

ly the turn of Alessio "Chicco" 

Chiodi's main rivals to have prob- 
lems, as the defending World Champion 
won both motos at a rugged Launsdorf 
track in Austria, not only to maintain his 
once-comfortable points lead but to 
increase his series lead in the World 
125cc MX Championship standings to 
16 points. 

Chiodi's once-handsome lead in the 
series had been slashed to just four 
points before Austria, as he suffered 
zero-scoring rides in three consecutive 
GPs, but a knee injury for Frenchman 
David Vuillemin (winner of those three 
GPs) and a flattened exhaust pipe for 
third title candidate Sandro Puzar - and 
Chiodi's blistering pace, of course - 
redressed the balance a little. 

A single "dry" line developed much 
too quickly to encourage any overtaking 
in the first moto after the usual 
overnight rain of the "summer" of '98 
came. 

"| expected it (the track) to be bet- 
ter," said ex-AMA regular James Dobb, 
"but nearly everyone was just following 
the same line from the very first lap. 1 
was trying to make some moves and 
ended up paying the penalty when I 
slithered down on the muddy ground 
as I tried to go under Frederic Vialle on 
lap two. It was virtually impossible to 
pass once the rider in front knew you 
were there." | 
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Dobb would finish 14th. 

Even Vuillemin - an experienced man 
when it comes to overtaking, as he 
invariably gets bad starts - was stuck in 
eighth place at the back of a lower- 
leaderboard freight train for 15 minutes 
until seventh-placed Carl Nunn made a 
mistake. 

"I tried to go wide to get around 
(Frederic) Vialle and left David the 
space," Nunn said. "He was past Vialle 
at the next corner and got to fourth in no 
time at all because he made his moves 
before they knew he was there." 

Nunn gratefully accepted a place 





when Alex Belometti fell; Belometti 
would finish where he started. 

Vuillemin was fairly satisfied with 
his fourth in the moto. 

“I had to be careful not to put strain 
on my right knee after twisting it yester- 
day," explained Vuillemin. “Once I was 
fourth, it was 10 seconds to Puzar, and I 
would have had to take too many risks 
to try to catch him." | 

Up front, a single mistake decided 
things after Claudio Federici had led for 
17 minutes. 

“I got into a tank-slapper going 
downhill and had to slow right down or

I would have crashed heavily," Federici 
said. "Chicco was able to pass me and 
already had a good lead’ before I could 
regain my composure." | 

The champion was radiant as usual 
as he basked in the glory of success. 

"I think I could have found a way 
past even if Claudio had not made à 
mistake, but I didn't need to," Chiodi 
said. "Now I hope I can make a good 
result in race two." 

Third-placed Puzar was outpaced 
from the beginning and made no secret 
of the fact that he was - once again - 
down on power. 

The afternoon sun dried out the 
entire track, and the support races made 
it incredibly bumpy. The end result was 
2 fabulous race in the second moto. 

Magic Bike teammates Belometti and 
Federici absconded with the holeshot, but 
by the finish they were down to eighth 
and sixth, respectively, which goes to 
show how fast the pace was early on. 

Vuillemin was struggling as usual 
from the start (he was 18th on lap one), 
so Chiodi and Puzar had the race 
between them. Chiodi hit the front first, 
but Puzar followed him past Belometti 
on the same lap. 

"| was comfortable for half the race, 
but then I made a mistake in a corner 
and crashed," admitted the champion. 
“I was still second, but soon afterwards

BOISE, ID, JULY 12 

usaberg’s Lance Smail once again 
dominated the thumping action at 
round six of the AMA Western 
Four-Stroke National MX Series, held at 
Owyhee MX Park in Idaho. With the 
series returning to the Northwest - 
Smail’s domain - the two-time champ 
pulled two clean holeshots and con- 
quered the competition with another 1-1 
romp. So far this season, Smail has won 
all but one moto in the series - that’s 11 
wins out of 12 tries. 

Finishing second overall on the day 
was Robert Naughton, who found his 
way onto the podium for the first time 
this season. Naughton powered his 
Brown Brother Racing / Maxxis Tires 
BBR machine to a 3-5 tally, giving him 
the runner-up honors. 

Greg Schnell, on the other hand, 
made it six straight podium appear- 
ances, as he piloted his Motoworld of El 
Cajon Yamaha to 4-7 finishes for third 
overall. Even more remarkable was the 
fact that Schnell was competing with a 
busted kneecap. 

Scott Myers, who stepped up to a 
podium finish at the last round, settled 
for fourth in Boise with a 5-6 tally on the 
Racers Edge Yamaha YZ400F. Myers, 
too, was competing in pain, having frac- 
tured his right thumb during practice. 

Rich Taylor, on another Racers Edge 
Yamaha, rounded out the top five, 
though not without a few hurdles along 
the way. While running fourth in the 
first moto, a loose carburetor boot rele- 
gated him to ninth, but he did come 
back and hold on to fourth in the sec- 
ond moto to take the fifth-place posi- 
tion. 

Sixth overall on the day went to 
Motoworld of El Cajon's Dustin Nelson, 
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who was followed by Andy Anaya with 
a personal-best seventh. Eighth went to 
Grayson Hart, who was followed by 
Beau Baron and Boise's own Robb Floth. 
Nelson ran a strong second in the first 
moto before crashing and ultimately fin- 
ishing 16th, but he came back in the sec- 
ond moto to finish off what he was 
unable to accomplish in the opener - to 
take second place. 

Phoenix Premier Motosports Hus- 
aberg's Jimmy LaMastus had a tough 
day. He finished a strong second in the 
first moto and was behind Smail in the 
second moto before he crashed and later 
suffered engine problems. He was cred- 
ited with 21st in the moto; that, com-

bined with his first-moto second, gave 
him 11th overall. 

Todd Downs, a teammate of Anaya 
and LaMastus, had his share of prob- 
lems, too. He was within striking dis- 
tance of sixth-placed Schnell after a near- 
last-place start in the first moto, only to 
have the rear hub on his Yamaha explode 
after landing from a massive triple jump. 

The second moto went better for 
Downs, who started off in fourth and 
ended up in eighth for 12th on the day. 

But the day - like so many others in 
this series - belonged to Smail. The Hus- 
aberg rider got the ball rolling in the 
first moto with a clean holeshot, and he 
proceeded to roost away from the pack. 
Nelson, who diced with LaMastus early 
on, kept Smail in sight well into the race 
until an encounter with a slower rider, 
who had crashed, sent him to the 
ground as well.. 

“I couldn't avoid a downed rider's 
bike," Nelson said. “Jt was laying com- 
pletely across the track. I braked hard 
and washed out. Then, a couple laps 
later, I stalled it and then failed to refire 
the bike for a long time." 

From that point on, Smail had a walk 
in the park. 

"So far, so good here at Boise," Smail 
said. "I felt Nelson for about half the 
moto, then nothing." 

LaMastus inherited second place and 
laid claim to that position for the rest of 
the race, but he was never of major con- 
cern to Smail, who would cross the fin- 
ish line some 50 seconds ahead of 
LaMastus. 

There was plenty of racing action 
going on for the third through 10th 
spots, though. Naughton was holding 
his own in third, while Myers was in 
control of fourth. Schnell was running 
fifth, but Downs wasn't cutting him any 
slack, especially late in the race. 

“I was making some good time on 
Greg coming off the hill and down into 
the lower technical area,” Downs said, 
“and that’s when it happened.” 

That “it” to which he was referring 
was his bike’s broken hub, which put 
Downs out of the race. 

Then Taylor pulled over. 

“I must have jarred the carb loose out 
there and I had to be careful not. to blow 
it up," he said. 

Meanwhile, while running in second, 
LaMastus seemed to be picking away at 
Smail's lead. 








"I got a second wind and wanted to 
see if I could catch Lance," LaMastus 
said. "After we got the two-lap signal, I 
washed out on the top of the hill. Lucki- 
ly the bike stayed fired and I didn't lose 
too much time." 

LaMastus crossed the line 50 seconds 
back, followed by Naughton and 
Schnell, who had gotten past Myers late 
in the race. 

"It was a real hard time coming from 
the back," said Schnell of his bad start. 
"My radiator was leaking water onto the 
concrete (start pad) and I spun really 
bad." 

“It was getting tough to hang on with 
four fingers while twisting the throttle," 
said Mye ers of his sore thumb. 

When it was all over, Anaya took 
sixth, followed by Baron, Hart, Taylor 
and Floth. 

Once again, the second moto was all 
Smail’s. He again nailed the holeshot 
and sped away from the rest of the pack 
-but not without some resistance by 
LaMastus early on. 

LaMastus began to pressure Smail 
very hard right away, and it was evi- 
dent that he wanted to get by Smail. 
The close pursuit, however, did not last 
long, as LaMastus went to triple past 
Smail but landed off the side of the 
track and went down. He got up in a 
flash and got going again in 11th. But 
his problems weren't over yet. Two laps 
later, the motor in his Husaberg gave 

way, and LaMastus had to shut it 
down. 

Nelson found himself in his familiar 
position of second place, but this time, 
there were no crashes or broken parts to 
keep him from finishing there. 

Woods ran third for most to the race 
and crossed the finish line in the same 
spot, while Taylor managed to get 
around both Naughton and Myers to 
take fourth. Fifth place went to 
Naughton, who was followed by Myers,

ANDY TRESSER 
MEMORIAL HALF MILE

SPOKANE, WA, JULY 10-11 

ational number 40, Jeff Annen, 
definitely earned the bragging 
rights among Pro-class partici- 
pants at the inaugural Andy Tresser 
Memorial Half Mile. Annen dominated 
during the two consecutive nights of rac- 
ing in the heart of downtown Spokane, at 
the Play Fair Race Track, Washington's 
oldest racing facility. The race memorial- 
izes the late Andy Tresser, who at Play 
Fair last August scored what would be 
his final AMA Pro National win before 
his tragic death at Rapid City. Tresser 
won the 750cc class at the Spokane Hot- 
Shoe round, marking Ducati's first win in 
dirt-track competition, and this planned- 
to-be-annual event was established to 
honor the man and his success. 

Annen, best known as a GNC-caliber 
TT rider, proved his all-around durability 
by winning the 600cc Expert main events 
both nights, beating local favorite Lonny 
Kopp during Friday's final and then fend- 
ing off TT legend Mickey Fay on Saturday 
to finalize his sweep. For his efforts, the 
Lopko/Lynnwood Cycle/O'Brien Racing 
Products-backed Annen pocketed over 
$1500. 

Joining Annen in the Pro-class win- 
ner's circle were Kopp and Steve Liber- 
ty, who were winners of the 750cc 
Expert main events on Friday and Satur- 
day nights, respectively, and they also 
earned a chunk of the Pro purse offered 
by Doug Donally, Bert Marsh and crew. 
The event, which drew riders from five 
western states, was also used as a 
“warmup” for the upcoming AMA 
National Hot-Shoe round here. 

Spokane's Todd Somers scored a Fri- 
day night win, his final race in his Pro- 
Sport career, while on Saturday it was 
Brian Watson who was victorious. 


FRIDAY 


Qualifying opened up the evening's 
program (which, by the way, ended 
with a nearby tornado and heavy rain). 
Annen easily won his heat race, setting 
fast time in the process on the sandy, 
cushioned track at 31.59 seconds. 

Jim Monegan scored a win in the first 
of two 600cc Pro-Sport heat races, beat- 
ing Tony Fox and Frank Marker to net 
the first position on row one. Somers' 
superb evening started off by virtue of a 
heat-two win over Watson and Warren 
Osterman. 

The Expert Dash For Cash, which 
only included the top five qualifiers, 
lined up an impressive field of veteran 
AMA. Experts, with $250 going to the 
winner of the three-lap dash. Annen 
jumped out in front of the pack into 








what would be an easy win, while 
behind him a three-way battle was 
waged for second between Kopp, Liber- 
ty and J.P. Simonsen. Kopp ultimately 
prevailed. 

Somers, who only needed three 
points for an Expert advancement, sat 
on the pole position for the 12-rider, 12- 
lap, 600cc Pro-Sport final, choosing the 
inside position to lead the field. Howev- 
er, Fox came from the outside to steal 
the lead coming out of turn two. Trail- 
ing them were Somers, Monagen and 
Watson, A close battle between the 
Rotax-mounted Fox and Somers’ Honda 
seesawed back and forth for several laps 
before the confrontation went in 
Somers' favor. 

Monagen then displaced the fading 





Fox to set his sights on Somers (who at 
this point had built up a tidy lead), clos- 
ing in on the local rider in the later 
stages. But Monagen's charge would fall 
short at the finish, resulting in a win for 
Somers and signaling an end to his short 
Pro-Sport career as he advanced to the 
Expert class. Monagen, Fox, Marker, 
Rob Kopp, Watson, Osterman and Mike 
Allen trailed. 

Annen used the outside pole position 
to lead the 600cc Expert finale; Kopp, 
Larry Marsh, Liberty and Simonsen held 
down the top five positions. Annen 
quickly established himself as sole pos- 
sessor of first place, building up a nice 
lead in the early stages - one that would 
grow to a quarter-lap - while behind 
Annen waged a runner-up swapfest

Fay put a damper on Annen’s Satur- 
day night plans, first by showing up to 
the facility, then by posting the 
evening’s fastest time with a 31.22-sec- 
ond lap, and finally by winning the sec- 
ond of two heat races aboard the 
Arai/Dick's Suzuki-backed Wood 
Rotax, in which he beat Liberty and 
Marsh. The mother of all heat races, 
though, was the first Expert heat race, 
which Annen easily won. The surprise, 
however, came as Somers, in his Expert 
debut, edged Kopp for second and a 
ticket to the Dash For Cash race. 

Annen again added $250 to his pock- 
et by holding off the advances from 
National number 13, Fay, in the three- 
lap Dash For Cash. Fay finished in sec- 
ond place, ahead of Liberty and Somers. 

Pole sitter Fox's inside positioning 
proved to be a bad choice for him, as 
Monegan, Watson, Eric Beers and Justin.

Monagen looked to be a sure-fire win- 
ner in the early stages, as he built up à 
ubstantial lead, but he clipped a hay 
»ale and barely saved what would have 
veen a horrific crash in front of the pack. 
Monagen dropped only two positions in 
the process, though, with Beers (in only 
his second Pro race) and Watson getting 
past. From that point, Beers and Watson 
would spend the duration of the 12-lap 
race in close quarters. 

A bobble by the 16-year-old Beers 
allowed Watson to steal a last-l ap pass that 
resulted in a win for the local rider. Beers 
salvaged second, ahead of Monagen, 
while Montana's Young held fourth to fin- 
ish ahead of Fox, Osterman and Allen. 

It wasn't much of a surprise to the 
large gallery of spectators on hand 
when Annen jumped ahead of the 600cc 
Expert final, although for a few laps 
Annen did get a surprise from Fay, who 
was in the hunt until Annen put the 
hammer down and did one of his by- 
now-famous disappearing acts. 

Fay watched from a distance as 
Annen put ground on him, leaving the 
40-year-old Fay to face the looming 
advances of the up-and-coming Liberty. 
Liberty stayed glued to Fay's rear wheel 
for the remainder of the race; behind 
them was a battle between Marsh and 
Somers. 

Annen breezed to what appeared to 
be an effortless win, finalizing his week- 
end sweep of the 600cc program and 
earning him $685, while Fay shook off 
the pesky Liberty to net second. Liberty 
was followed by Kopp and Somers, who 
got around Marsh late in the race to net 
fifth. Marsh, Currey and Morgan trailed 
the first-time Expert Somers. 

Liberty came right back to win the 
750cc Expert class, riding the Latus H- 
D/Liberty Tire-backed machine, beating 
Kopp's Donally Logging /Dick's Suzuki- 
sponsored XR750 - sweet rev enge for a 
loss to Kopp the previous night. Matt 
James again finished third. 

Amateur support classes were added 
to the program, showcasing several 
exceptional performances. James scored 
a pair of Open Vintage Twin-class wins 
aboard his Triumph. His closest cgmpe- 
tition was in Saturday's final, when 
Monagen's BSA rode in his shadow. 
Monagen, though, fell short, finishing 
ahead of Greg Triber. 

Jason Seehorn, a cousin of Lonny and 
Rob Kopp's, showed that there is more 
talent in the family by winning the 
Open Amateur final. Seehorn outlasted 
all of Steve Schardt's challenges for a 
win on Friday. Saturday's Open A final, 
though, went to Richard Clark. Clark 
made the trek from Montana pay off by 
putting his Honda CR500 into an uncon- 
tested win over Schardt and Jetf Best. CN

» ole position, the fastest lap of the 
race, and a three-lap cushion over 
the rest of the field when the race 

ended. Obviously, Christian Lavieille, 
Doug Polen and William Costes didn't 
put a foot wrong on the scenic circuit of 
Francorchamps during the 24 Hours of 
Liege. 

And, naturally, it was raining again 
in Belgium for most of the race, causing 
many to drop out of the classic 
endurance event. In the end, only 42 out 
of 63 bikes lasted for the full 24 hours. 

The only real trouble for the number- 
three factory Honda came during the 
warmup lap, when the team was forced 
to bring the bike onto pit lane with a 
sticking front brake. While the others 
were gridded and the riders started 
their dash to the other side of the track 
as the Belgian flag waved, the Honda 
mechanics changed the master cylinder 
on the RC45. It was with a deficit of 1 ^; 
laps that William Costes finally took to 
the track on Honda's best hope for vic- 
tory. 

Kawasaki's championship-leading 
team of Bertrand Sebileau, Jehan 
d'Orgeix and lan McPherson were pro- 
moted to pole position due to Honda's 
troubles, but they didn't profit much 
from their best starting position. As the 
lights turned to green, a Belgian Suzuki 
and the factory Suzuki ridden by Terry 
Rymer got the holeshot heading up to 
the infamous Eau Rouge chicane. The 
Delgian Suzuki wouldn't last long at the 
front, with Michel Nickmans crashing 
while trying to avoid a slower rider dur- 
ing the first couple of laps. The team 
then lost another 25 minutes in pit lane 
while undergoing repairs.

After just a few laps, Rymer and 
Sebileau had started their battle for the 
lead. 

As expected, it was the riders on 
works machinery who would fight it out 
for the most points and the big trophy. 
For the first few hours, the Suzuki was 
leading from the Kawasaki and the 


. Honda, who were only some two laps 


down. At around 8 p.m., Eric Gomez 
gave away the lead. Just when Rymer 
was preparing to start his stint, the 
announcer brought news that Gomez 
had crashed at the back end of the cir- 
cuit. With a seriously damaged front 
wheel, Gomez had to walk back to pit 
lane, confirming his team's retirement 
from the race. 

Sebileau and his teammates took 
over, holding a one-lap advantage over 
the Honda - which had been cured of its 
front-brake problems. 

About an hour later, the dreaded rain 
started to fall over the hilly circuit, and 
things got hectic in pit lane with every 
bike coming in for rain tires. But none of 
this changed much in the hierarchy: the 
Kawasaki stayed up front, leading the 
factory Honda (still by a lap) and a pri- 
vate Honda (ridden by Hofmann, 
Petrucciani and Kellenberger). 

And things wouldn't change much 
during the night. Most of the riders con- 
centrated on keeping their bikes upright 
in the treacherous conditions, and with 
lap times a lot slower than in the dry, 
the engines were not put to the test too 


much, either. Nevertheless, third-placed 


Pereira/Graziano/Trixeira, on a private 
Suzuki, lost one position with brake-pad 
problems and . seventh-placed 
Guyot/Lussiana/Scarnato had to. give 
up the chase after a crash. 

The only problem for the leading 
Kawasaki was an uriexpected pit stop 








due to brake problems. But it didn’t 
cause the team to lose much ground as 
Costes also lost some time in the pit 
with the team changing the radiator and 
gear-shift lever after a minor crash. 

The Swiss Honda team profited the 
most from all of this, taking the lead - 
albeit it for only a few minutes. 

On Sunday “morning, the lead 
Kawasaki still circulated at the top of 
the charts, but only by one minute and 
11 seconds from the Honda. The third- 
placed team - on the Swiss Honda - 
were already 11 laps behind. 

As the rain continued to fall, 
Kawasaki's lead started to get smaller 
and smaller. At around 10 a.m. the 
Kawasaki was forced to pit with an 
exhaust problem, Two hours later, their 
hopes were definitely shattered when 
they lost a lot of time due to a broken 
chain. 

Forced to settle for second place, 
three laps behind the Honda, they still 
had 12 laps over the Suzuki of 
Pereira/Graziano/Teixeira, who saw

ga he AMA/Prostar motorcycle 
drag racing series continued 
with the inaugural Street Fighter 
Nationals at the brand-new Route 66 
Raceway, just south of Chicago. The 
event saw the continuation of several 
winning streaks, a veteran scoring his 
first win in years, and a family-backed 
rookie simply blowing away the compe- 
tition. 

Top Fuel legend Larry “Spiderman” 
McBride captured his first event title 
since 1991 with a final-round victory 
over three-time series champion Tony 
Lang. Lang qualified number one with a 
6.44 elapsed time at 224 mph but had 
problems getting the power to the 
ground during eliminations. In the final, 
he smoked the tire to a 6.95/210 as 
McBride took the win, shutting off early 
to a 6.62/184. 

“It wasn't pretty," said McBride, “but 
we turned the win light on." 

McBride set low e.t. and top speed of 
the meet with a career-best 6.31/226 
recorded in the semifinals against 
Atlanta winner Chris Hand. 

Gary Clark lengthened his points 
lead in the Trim-Tex Funnybike class 
with his second win in three final-round 
appearances this season. Clark, the two- 
time defending series champion, quali- 
fied his Koenig Kawasaki number one at 
6.783 seconds and ran consistently low 
6.90s in eliminations. His toughest com- 
petition came in the semifinals against 
Kawasaki rider Steve Rice, who hit a 
6.95 to Clark's 6.92. Clark took the event 
win with a 6.938 in the final against 
Geoff Pollard, who red-lighted. 

Rick Bunting remained undefeated in 
the Fast By Gast Pro Modified series, 
taking out Tony Sabino in the final for 
the second straight event. Sabino, who 
qualified number one at 6.99 seconds, 
ran the low e.t. for the class in the first 
round with a 6.939/195. Sabino got the 


holeshot in the final but broke down- 
track, handing the win to Bunting, who 
stepped up to a 6.970. Rookie Dave 
Lombardi made a name for himself in 
the class, qualifying number two at 7.02 
and running a 7.003 in the semifinals 
against Bunting. 

The Lectron Pro Stock series saw a 
shocker when rookie Shawn Gann, on 
his family's unsponsored Suzuki, sim- 
ply outperformed top riders such as 
Dave Schultz, Paul Gast and rookie sen- 
sation Antron Brown on Troy Vincent's 
Team 23 Suzuki. Gann qualified number 
one at 7.41 and ran consistent 7.40's in 
eliminations - the only rider to do so. In 
the final, Gann met Rickey Gadson, who 
scored holeshot wins over Brown and 
Schultz to make the money round. Gad- 
son took the holeshot over Gann in the 
final, but his Suzuki didn't have enough 
steam, falling to Gann, 7.485-7.579. The 
win made Gann, 20, the youngest rider 
to win a Pro Stock event. 

The sportbike classes saw a pair a 
three-race win streaks continue with 
Kawasaki factory rider Gadson once 
again dominating the 750cc Pro Super- 
bike class and Keith Dennis taking the 
win in Kerker 600 SuperSport action. 


Round 3: Route 66 Raceway ' 
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Gadson qualified the Muzzy Kawasa- 
ki bike number one, set low e.t. and top 
speed in the first round at 9.588/139, 
and cruised to the final, where he took 
out David Mayo for the second time this 
season. Gadson hit a strong 9.60 on his 
ZX-7R in the final as Mayo had clutch 
problems and slowed to a 15.61. 

While the performance advantage 
Dennis held over the SuperSport field has 
evaporated, the cagey rider put Joe 
Marasco's F&S/MSP ZX-6R in the win- 
ner's circle in Chicago. Dennis qualified 
number one at 10.37/129 but slowed dur- 
ing eliminations. Still, Dennis held a defi- 
nite edge, running the best pass on race 
day in the final, a 10.41/131, to get by the 
Michael Phillips on the Keith Davis ZX- 
6R for the second straight event. 

Ron Legault took the Star Perfor- 
mance Parts Top Gas series title in style, 
qualifying number one and getting the 
holeshot against David Taylor in the 
final. Jeff Waller scored his first-ever 
Prostar win, getting by one of the sport's 
toughest riders, Mike Konopacki, in the 
APE Super Comp final. Bruce Sauer 
earned his second win of the year when 
Harry Alexander red-lighted in the final 
of the RC Components Super Gas Series. 
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Jim Demerly took the win in the Pin- 
gel Pro ET Series with a sharp .518 final- 
round reaction time against John Fine, 
and Ron Edwards won Street ET, beat- 
ing Steve Knecum in the final. 

The Street Fighter Nationals was also 
the first of.three events to contest 
AMA /Prostar's Quickest Streetbike 
Shootout. Designed for street-legal 
machines, competition is held in Unlim- 
ited, Modified and Stock classes, with 
all bikes required to run a paced 


street-ability. 

Keith Dennis held the pole 
in the unlimited class, setting 
the elapsed-time record to a 
stunning 8.190 on Joe Maras- 
co's MSP GSXR. Dennis, who 
won the event at Indy last 
season, made it to the final, 
where he met the Hahn Race- 
craft GSXR of Kent Stotz. Stotz, 
the 1995 event champion, hit a 8.20 in 
the semifinal and then put up 8.219 at 
top speed of the class - 178.28 mph - in 
the final to get by Dennis, who slowed 
to a 8.45. 

Gadson took Danny Cable's Suzuki 
to an undisputed win in the Modified 
class, qualifying number one, setting 
both low e.t. and high mph at 8.53/161 
and taking the final-round win over 
Dennis, 8.56 to 8.69. Dave Stewart held 
the top numbers in the Stock class at 
8.85/158 but lost by a holeshot to Mark 
Gardner in the semifinals. Phil Stoll took 
the Stock win, beating Gardner in the 
final, 9.34 to 9.36. CN

INDIANAPOLIS, IN, JULY 9 

alf miles, short tracks and the 

occasional TT are where vintage 

flat-trackers normally do battle. 
By comparison, the Indy Mile is a huge, 
imposing place, provoking intense con- 
versations among competitors about 
gearing, jetting and the health of 30- and 
40-year-old engines on this hot, humid 
Midwest day. 

Though seizures and other motor 
maladies did cause a fair number of 
retirements, most riders and tuners fig- 
ured out the proper setup for AHRMA's 
second-ever mile race. The result was 
some excellent racing among the nearly 
100 entries. 

Typical of the close action was the 
brakeless Classic 500/750 class. It start- 
ed in the first heat race as Triumph twin 
riders Craig Breckon and George Richt- 
meyer swapped the lead for most of the 
race. Breckon just managed to hold off 
the defending class champ, while 
behind them Harley KR-mounted Rusty 
Lowry eventually wrestled third away 
from Californian Gary Davis on a BSA 
Gold Star. The second heat was an 
Atherton family feud, with David and 
his Gold Star single prevailing over 
Gene's Triumph 500 twin. 

In the final it was all Atherton as the 
two veteran Michigan riders distanced 
themselves from the pack. Gene led the 
first half of the race, but then David took 
over and held on for an extremely close 
finish. Behind them, Richtmeyer worked 
his way past Breckon to finish third. 

In the quarter-liter Classic class, it 
was a race to the checkered flag between 
Mike Connell on a '66 Harley 250 Sprint 
and class champion John Bova's '67 Bul- 
taco two-stroke. The win went to Con- 
nell. Yamaha-mounted Davis spent the 
race dicing with John Daniels and his 
Bultaco, finally opening a slim margin 
to capture third. 


Davis and George Wills spent the 
Dinosaur heat race battling one another, 
and they took it up again in the final. 
While Wills and his '48 Harley WR hand- 
shifter prevailed in the heat, it looked as 
though Davis would take the main - that 
is, until his '51 Triumph fell victim to 
mechanical problems and Wills, the 
defending class champ, found himself 
with a free ride home, ahead of Beno 
Rodi's Royal Enfield. 3 

When the bikes with brakes took to 
the track, the stage was set for a show- 
down in the Sportsman 250 class 
between New Yorker John Plumb and 
California racer Dante Dambruoso. In the 
opening heat, Plumb had bested Richt- 
meyer in a close one, while Dambruoso 
earned a decisive victory over a tight race 
between Darryl Jakubowski and Keith 
Bryant. 

The 250 final began as a three-way 
race involving Dambruoso, Plumb and 
Jakubowski. A short distance back, Richt- 
meyer and Bryant were engaged in their 
own battle. Late in the race, Dambruoso 
and Plumb began to pull away, still run- 
ning super-close, while Jakubowski, 
Richtmeyer and Bryant were engaged in 
a dispute over third place. When the 
checkered flag waved, it was Dambruoso 
and his Yamaha twin still holding the 
lead position ahead of Plumb’s Yamaha 
single. Bryant, meanwhile, nipped 
Jakubowski at the line, with Richtmeyer 
trailing a short distance behind in fifth. 

David Allen and his Yamaha 360 led 
the Sportsman 600 freight train, towing 
Breckon, Davis and Californian Rod Lake. 
By midrace Breckon had muscled his 
580cc Triumph thumper to the front, 
beginning a lead-swapping battle with 
Allen. It was the Yamaha rider who nar- 
rowly held the point position for the final 
circuit to the checkered flag. Third went to 
Davis, while Lake ran into bike problems 
and showed up eighth in the final tally. 

As he has done so many times, Richt- 
meyer roared his Ed Albright Yamaha to 











the front of the Sportsman 750 pack and 
stayed there. Behind the defending class 
champ was a dogfight involving Dennis 
Williams (on a Yamaha), John Plumb (on 
a Triumph), David Wekht (on a Yamaha), 
Gary Horton (on a Triumph) and George 
Mack (on a Triumph). Late in the eight- 
lap race, Plumb and Williams began to 
distance themselves from the others, fin- 
ishing in that order in Richtmeyer’s wake. 

In the Over 50 Senior class, it 
appeared that Duwayne Montgomery 
would earn top spot. But class champi- 
on Gary Brennan had other plans. Spot- 
ting Montgomery a cylinder and better 
than 150cc, Brennan and his Triumph 
TR5MX-based machine steadily reeled 
in Montgomery’s Yamaha 750cc twin. 
Brennan caught the Georgian on lap 
seven and at the finish line drafted past 
for the closest of victories. Sitting in a 
solid third all race was Jim 
Challingsworth on a Triumph 750. 

In the nonchampionship Veteran 
class for riders over age 35, Mike Barber 
ran at the head of the pack from start to 
finish, defeating fellow Yamaha 750 
racer Dennis Williams.

SANT JULIA, ANDORRA, JULY 4-5 

oug Lampkin stormed relentless- 
ly on toward his second succes- 
sive World Championship as the 
series made its stop in Andorra, a tiny 
principality nestled between France and 
Spain in the Pyrenees mountains, where 
the British Beta rider once again landed 
a double win on the weekend. It was his 
fifth double of the series, and of the 14 
individual days of riding, Lampkin has 
won 12. The other two days? Lampkin 
was second both times - and says it eats 
at him! 

The trial in Andorra poses several 
difficulties, the most significant being 
the altitude, which is some 7000 feet. As 
a result, a great deal of engine tuning is 
required to keep the engines running at 
anywhere near peak output, and most 
top teams usually juggle with different 
cylinder heads, jetting and exhaust sys- 








tems to compensate for the thin air. 

Both days of the trial were graced 
with beautiful weather - bright sun and 
warm temperatures. 

The opening section - set in woods 
and located near the start area, which is 
actually the largest clay-pigeon shooting 
range in Europe - featured an awkward 
turn leading into a steep, rocky climb. 
Lampkin was punched for a three, 
although he laughed and claimed he 
had only dabbed twice. He made it 
through with two the next time around 
for a total of five. Marc Colomer, on his 
way to second place on his Montesa, 
needed a three and a one, but best of the 
lot on Saturday was Gas Gas rider 
David Cobos, who stylishly and 
superbly fired up for a one and a two. 
The rest took threes, in an effort not to 
end up with fives. 

Section two was also a major mark 
stealer and featured an awkward jumble 
of rocks that Lampkin attacked in third 
gear. The tactic worked and he made it 








through here for single dab each time. 
Colomer took a three the first time 
through, but then bagged the only clean 
of the day here on his final lap. 

The sections then eased considerably, 
being set on the hillsides and in a creek. 
The eighth was interesting, though, as it 
was set in a wide, flowing river and it 
climbed out up a steep bank. There were 
slippery, submerged rocks, so there was 
definitely an element of chance in get- 
ting through this one okay. But if get- 
ting through was a lottery, Lampkin had 
the winning ticket, as he made it with a 
two and a clean - although this was 
topped by Colomer, who: snaked 
through with a one and a clean. Steve 
Colley, not on his best form, did well to 
score a one and two. 

The ninth section rather surprisingly 
extracted a dab from Lampkin as it was 
double-cleaned by a host of riders. The 
sections remained fairly easy until the 
final two, which were both really steep 
climbs featuring big steps that stopped

the vast majority of riders. Lampkin, 
Colomer; Kenichi Kuroyama - who were 
to finish 1-2-3 - mastered them both bril- 
liantly the first time through, but no one 
managed to clean them both on the sec- 
ond circuit. 

“They were both big-time sections 
with the problem being there was only 
one line - miss that and you were in 
trouble,” Lampkin said. 

In the. end, Lampkin led the way 
with an opening lap of just seven marks, 
putting him three ahead of teammate 
Kuroyama and five ahead of Colomer. 

Hugely disappointed was Graham 
Jarvis, who had come to Andorra threat- 
ening Colomer’s second in the champi- 
onship but who finished the day in sev- 
enth, way off the pace. The stiff early 
and late sections were the cause of the 
Scorpa rider’s problems and on the final 
two sections he totaled 18 marks of a 
possible 20 over the two laps. 

On the second day, the sections 
appeared to be a little harder to ride, 
although conditions were identical. 
Lampkin started out well but then 
dropped a totally unexpected maximum 
on the easy sixth section and then fived 
the river section at eight to complete his 
opening loop for 17 marks, three more 
than his previous day’s total. 

Colomer was even worse on 18, fol- 
lowing a surprise series of threes in the 
easy middle subs, leaving David Cobos 
to take the lead with a brilliant lap of 12. 
Kuroyama, meanwhile, had a disastrous 
loop, taking a mighty 25. 

But as invariably happens when 
Lampkin is stung, he blasts back 
stronger than ever and he did this yet 
again to cruise the last lap for the lowest 
score of the weekend - just six marks, to 
total 23 for the day. Colomer also got his 
score down to a single figure - an eight - 
but was still destined to finish in second 
place. Cobos drifted to 18 for the first 
lap, but even though Kuroyama got his 
act together for a more than acceptable 
10, the damage had already been done 
and Cobos switched overall places with 
him from the previous day. 

Takahisa Fujinami moved up follow- 
ing a lackluster opening day, while 
Spanish teenager Albert Cabestany 
shocked everyone as Jarvis suffered 
another miserable day. He didn’t make 
it to the ends cards once in the final two 
sections. 

With the final two rounds to be held 
in Scandinavia (Finland and Norway) in 
August, Lampkin needs a mere seven 
points, or one ninth place, from a possi- 
ble 80 to clinch the title, which of course 
means that, yes, he is 73 points ahead of 
Colomer. And even if Colomer were to 
tie Lampkin, the Brit would still win on 
a number-of-cleans tie breaker. Not that 
Lampkin will let that happen - as he has 
shown, he is happy with nothing less 
than full points at each and every 
round. CN

KESTER, BELGIUM, JULY 12 

t is becoming the great question in 

Europe at the moment: Who is the 

best rider in Europe - Joel Smets, 
who leads the World 500cc Motocross 
Championship, or Stefan Everts, the 
250cc World leader? The two champions 
once again battled for the distinction of 
being Europe's best. This time the 
motocross battle was held in Kester, Bel- 
gium, and for the second consecutive 
time in the past month, Smets took 
home the win. 

In what turned out to be a piece of 
promotional smarts, the Kester Trophy 
was run with the same three-moto for- 
mat; but this year, the first moto was a 
typical 40-minute blast, followed by the 
second moto, which featured a staggered 
start, and the third and final moto uti- 
lized several one-lap dashes. For Smets, 
the format would prove to be to his lik- 
ing, as the two-time World champ 
limped home to a pair of fourth-place fin- 
ishes in the first two motos, only to win 
all the one-lap dashes - and the Kester 
Trophy. | 

The first moto of the day showcased 
Everts at his best, as the four-time 
World 250cc Champion bolted to the 
front and stayed there. 

"[ just did what I had to," Everts 
said. "It was lucky I got a great start, 
and by the third or fourth corner, I was 
already in the lead; that made it difficult 
for the others." 

Smets did his best to produce a clash 
of the titans, but fell in the process. 

"| fell three times. It was tough with 
the rain and mud, but I still was giving it 
everything, and that's motocross," said 
the Belgian rider, who finished fourth. 

Second place went to former World 
500cc Champion Jacky Martens, and in 
third place came England's Mark East- 
wood, who is returning to some of the 
form that earned him the place on 
Everts' Honda factory team. 

Moto-one failures included Sweden's 
Joakim Karlsson. He had been dicing for 
the lead only to crash and finish in 26th 
place, while Rob Herring came home 
37th, and Marnicq Bervoets, still fight- 






















ing for his place on the Suzuki team, fin- 
ished 30th. 

The second moto looked like tough 
going for Everts and Smets, as the two 
started miles behind the slower riders in 
the staggered start, where the top riders 
of the previous moto lined up behind 
the lower-finishing riders. 

“I was in last, obviously, out of the 
start, but I did not find it too tough to 
get past many riders early," said Everts, 
who had moved to fifth (as Smets had 
moved to sixth) by half-distance. 

Up front was New Zealand's Shayne 
King. 

“I finished seventh in the first moto, 
so I had a little cushion on Everts and 
Smets, but then I lost my goggles and 
could only see out of one eye," King 
said. "I knew Everts was coming and 
tried my best to hold him off." 

But that would not happen. Everts 
moved into the lead with time running 
out. 

“I was a little surprised, but, with 
only one lap to go, I got by King," said 
Everts, who had passed every rider in 
the field. 

Smets' luck was not as good, as he 
again fell. 

"Starting from the back, I expected it 



































to be tough, and when I 
fell it was not possible 
to keep charging," said 
Smets, who again fin- 
ished fourth. 

King finished sec- 
ond. 

"After. my blood 
problems the last few 
weeks, it was nice to 
have the energy to fin- 
ish so well," said King, who had been 
suffering from a blood disorder the past 
few weeks. "It really got slippery out 
there, and it was a shame Stefan got by 
on the last lap." 

The third and final moto consisted of 
the one-lap dashes, and this was where 
the trophy was won. Smets finished 
with just about every lap win, and 
Everts crashed out early, only to be 
black-flagged as he trailed the field. 

“I broke my front-brake lever early in 
the first lap and just made it to qualify 
for the next race," Everts said. "Then I 
fell in the third race and broke my 
clutch. That was it." 

Smets, though, was Mr. Cool as he 
blasted his Husaberg into the lead on 
most occasions and took home the 
Kester Trophy. 

"It was a good day," Smets said.

P hat does Mick Doohan think of 
` Riders For Health? 

"It's quite important for how 
they' re working in Africa," the four-time 
World Champion said at the annual Day 
Of Champions at Donington Park. "By 
the sound of it, they're working miracles 
down there. I haven't been there to see it 
myself, but anything that benefits people 
in Africa is good for us in the long run." 

Doohan had just emerged from his 
show-business baptism with Max Biaggi 
in the "Mick & Max Show." The current 
Grand Prix King and chief pretender to 
the throne fielded fans' questions on the 
tightest points race in decades. Emcee 
John Price introduced them as "four-time 
500cc champion & four-time 250cc cham- 
pion... along with four-time 500 runner- 
up Randy Mamola!” 

The good-humored Mamola said, “I 
don't think there's any other charity in 
the world using motorcycles to save 
lives." Mamola went on to thank the 
crowd "from the bottom of my heart" for 
raising an estimated $90,000 by the 
end of Sunday's British GP, and asked 
them to contact organizers Andrea & 
Barry Coleman (e-mail: riders@ 
dial.pipex.com; website: http:/ /www. 
riders.org) because, as he put it, "I want 
Day Of Champions to go on!" 

After a day of wheelies, jumps and 
stunts by the likes of Gary Rothwell, 
Matt "Kangaroo Kid" Coulter (who 
jumped 10 Mitsubishi four-wheel-drives 
with his amazing quad), Jumpin' Jack 
Semtex and buoyant Fiona Beale, hun- 
dreds of biking mothers and fathers and 
kids purchased tickets for audiences with 
GP royalty, held in the exhibition hall 
before the Day Of Champions auction 
began at about 5:30 p.m. 

Fans asked Kenny Roberts about the 
future of 500cc GPs - and his rumored 
switch from the Modenas KR3 project to 
a Ducati World Superbike team. Kenny 
(whose golfing mate and RFH co- 
founder, Barry Coleman, insists Roberts 
is shy) was happy that fans' questions 
were serious, not silly. Ruling out no 
options for the Roberts Group's future, 
Roberts said, "We can do both." 

Stars such as Kenny Roberts Jr., Car- 
los Checa and Simon Crafar (Sunday's 
Cinderella winner on the WCM Red Bull 
Yamaha 500) also fielded fans' questions. 
But Day Of Champions '98 attendees 
jaws dropped and they stood in "respect 
as three-time 500cc World Champion 
Wayne Rainev rolled his wheelchair onto 
the stage. 

Acknowledging the cheers, Rainey 
protested: "We're just normal people. 
Thanks to the fans for making us famous, 
and thanks for coming to help the cause." 

Although his retirement from Team 
Rainey Yamaha had been announced, 
Rainey said, "I'm not gone forever - I'm 
just taking a year off to watch my son 
grow." 

















Minutes later, at the world-famous 
Day Of Champions auction, noted trainer 
Dean Miller donated “the helmet Wayne 
Rainey took off the day he won his first 
World Championship." 

Collector Mohammed Manzur out- 
bid others to claim the icon for $1500. 
Manzur also collects Formula One car 
memorabilia such as the driving suits of 
Ayrton Senna and Michael Schumacher. 
After paying a total of $12,000 for a rac- 
ing suit of Doohan's, and the leathers 
Biaggi would race in on Sunday, Manzur 
said, “These are two of the greatest riders 
ever. In collecting, vou have to buy the 
very top. And the money goes to an 
important cause." 

Longtime Cycle News readers may 
recall an "In the Wind" snippet from the 
mid-1980s, when Mamola, Roberts, and 
Andrea and Barry Coleman planned a 
circus-like event in which fans and stars 
together could raise money for motorcy- 
cle training in Africa. Day Of Champions 
has lived up to the dream almost every 
year since 1990 at beautiful Donington 
Park (with its castle across the valley, 
and a World War II Spitfire fighter plane 
mounted above the Old Hairpin). Once 
again, the paddock and pits welcomed 
the fans, who saw tuners Jerry Burgess 
and Erv Kanemoto, and stars ranging 
from ex-500cc World Champion Barry 
Sheene to American novice Matt Wait - 
in the flesh. €N

idtown Kawasaki's Patrick 
Timothy trudged through end- 
ess rocks, ruts and mud at the 
Greylock Hare Scrambles to take the 
checkered flag in first place and the 
points lead in the NETRA Hare Scram- 
ble Series. All in all, it was a good day 
for Timothy. 

Timothy and the rest of the riders 
were welcomed by a 6.2-mile course 
that is quite familiar to most of them. 
There were several mudholes in this 
year's race, and most of them started 
out small and harmless, but after only a 
few laps, most of the mudholes had 
grown to over 10 feet wide and 100 feet 
long, and they would suck up one's bike 
in an instant. As a result, the Novice 
race was cut short due to the deteriorat- 
ing track conditions; only three laps 
were run instead of the scheduled four. 
In that race, it took Leon McCluskey just 
under two hours to complete the event, 
earning himself the Novice overall win. 
It was almost 2 1/2 hours before the last 
rider came around, thus pushing back 
the start of the Expert event by one 
hour. 

When the flag finally did drop for the 
five-lap Expert race, it was C 
Cycle/Stehly /Scott/Clarke-backed Tim- 
othy grabbing the holeshot, followed by 
Pub Racing's Brian O'Neill and 
VMR/Yamaha's Tom Norton. The three 
riders hung together as the pack headed 
into the woods. At the first uphill, Nor- 
ton made the move on O'Neill; then 
Timothy and Norton just started feeding 


off of each other and pulled away from 
the pack. 

By the end of the first lap, Timothy 
and Norton had more than a minute on 
third-placed O'Neill. Brian Lawson was 
in fourth place, down seven seconds, 
with Luke McNeil in fifth, down anoth- 
er five seconds. 

Timothy held on to the lead through 
the entire second lap, with Norton right 
on his rear wheel. The two riders hit the 
quagmire just before the barrel$ almost 
side by side. Timothy took the line 
around the right side, while Norton 
took the left line. 

"It was great," said Timothy. "The 
crowd was cheering. Here comes the 
two leaders riding side by side into the 
mudhole, and what happens? We both 
fall over. It was great!" 

Timothy was the first one down and 
the first one back up, taking the lead 
into the barrels with 15 seconds on 
Norton. O'Neill had been running in 
third place until half a mile from the 
barrels when his gas cap spun off, 
splashing gas in his face and forcing 
him to stop to wash his eyes out. This 
gave the hard-charging McNeil his 
chance, as he took over the third-place 
position, back three minutes from the 
leaders. Down another minute and 10 
seconds was Ken Valentine in fourth 
place, with O'Neill coming back out in 
fifth. 

As the riders headed out for their 
third lap, Norton decided he was tired 
of running in second place. 

"I wanted to make my move," Nor- 
ton said. "I just got right on Timothy 
and put on the pressure. I finally got 
him at around two miles, when he got 


crossed up in a rut and went off the 
trail." 

“I got all messed up," Timothy said. 
“It shot me right off the trail and into a 
fallen tree. My front end slammed right 
into it and it knocked the breath right 
out of me. It took me a while to get it 
back together again, and I figured, 
"Tom's gone, I'll never see him again.” 

But it wasn't to be for Norton. 

"] must have had 1:30 on Timothy 
when I fell in some mud," Norton 
explained. “It took a lot to get going, 
and all of a sudden I felt real weak. I lit- 
erally couldn't ride right. I'd been fight- 
ing a chest cold for two weeks, and 1 just 
couldn't stop hacking." 

Norton crashed four more times 
within two miles, allowing Timothy to 
catch him and once again take over the 
lead. Norton fell for the last time in the 
mudhole before the barrels, and that put 
an end to his day. 

“I just couldn't pick my bike back 
up," Norton said. 

As Timothy went out for his fourth 
lap, he was unaware that Norton was 
out, and he rode the entire lap trying to 
put as much distance as possible on his 
absent rival. 

“My dad pulled me in at the end of 
the fourth lap for gas," Timothy said. “I 
wasn't planning on stopping, and I had 
no idea why he would make me stop. I 
kept thinking, 'Come on; Norton will 
catch me.’ That's when he told me, 
"Tom's out, and take it easy - you have a 
five-minute lead.” 

The riders headed out for the final 
lap with Timothy settling down in the 
lead. McNeil was now in second place, 
but he only had a 20-second advantage 
over third-placed Valentine, with 
O'Neill running in fourth place but sev- 
eral minutes back. Closing in for the 
fourth-place position were Expert 200cc 
rider Bob Santheson and Expert 250cc 
rider Wes Clarke. 

Clarke held the Expert-class lead 
until the end of the fourth lap, when 
Santheson jumped by him. Santheson 
went on to take the Expert High Point 
honors and finishing fourth overall, 
almost two minutes ahead of fifth- 
placed finisher O'Neill. Clarke went on

Hoess wins

MARSH, PA, JUNE 21 
pred Hoess took the point early on at 
Fs Valley Forge Trail Riders' 
Marshlands Hare Scrambles, built 
up a comfortable lead, and then never 
backed off all the way to the checkered 
flag. Hoess’ main competition was 
Richard Lafferty, who chased hard on 
his KTM but could never get within 
striking distance. Hoess rode his Brom- 
ley Suzuki at a breakneck pace for the 
entire five laps on the fast and demand- 
ing VFTR course, and wouldn't back off 
despite running out of water in the last 
laps of the event. 

The morning started with a mini 
event and quad race, the latter of which 
served to widen the course and nicely 
expose any roots that may have been 
close to the surface. True to its name, the 
Marshlands Scramble is run on some 
decidedly swampy ground, broken up 
by the higher ground of pieces of farm 
fields and patches of woods. One stream 
crossing proved to be rather tricky in 
spots, but for the most part, the course 
was all easily passable, though decided- 
ly slimy in the low sections. Tempera- 
tures were on the high side of warm, 
with plenty of sunshine throughout the 
race. 

For the motorcycles, the VFTR club 
put together a 6.7-mile course over their 
Marshlands property, which did its best 
to live up to its name. The property con- 
sists of about 625 acres of farmland, and 
the course wound through all the bits 
that have proved to be impossible to 
farm or build upon. Still, 75 percent of 
the land appeared to be woods, and 
though it might be low, it wasn't under 
water. Mud wasn't nearly the problem 
that roots were, and the unwary rider 
could find himself on his head nearly 
anywhere on the course. 

The A class got off the line with Mike 
Sigety getting the holeshot, but he

wasn't able to get away. The pack 
swarmed into the woods, and the quick 
process of sorting out the way-fast from 
the merely fast began. By the time the 
pack emerged into the farm fields, 
Bromley Suzuki's Fred Hoess was in the 
lead and had the hammer down. Hoess 
went into hyperdrive mode, obviously 
wanting to put some distance between 
himself and series rival Richard Laffer- 
ty, who was riding hard, but Hoess was 
possessed, and no matter what Lafferty 
did, Hoess continued to pull away 
throughout the race. 

By the last lap, Hoess had pulled out 
a lead of 2 1/2 minutes on Lafferty, and 
though his pit crew tried to signal him 
to slow down, apparently tunnel vision 
had rendered him blind. He had no idea 
how far back Lafferty was, so he kept it 
to the stops. His pit crew was frantic, 
and they finally convinced him to stop 
for a splash of gas on the last lap. He 
held his position to the end, though, and 
he still finished up more than two min- 
utes out front after seven laps of the 
course. Lafferty finished second overall, 
followed by WER’s Mike Arendasky, 
who was definitely on the gas on his 
KDX, and local rider James Ott Jr. in 
fourth overall. 

. The top four were the only riders 
who managed seven laps of the course. 
Craig Shenigo topped the 200cc A class, 
getting by early front-runner Sigety. The 
Open B class was topped by Richard 
Kline Jr., the only rider in that class to 
go six laps. 

Earlier in the day, the club sponsored 
minibike races, and Christopher Ramsey 
was the top finisher in the 12- to 15-year- 
old Youth class, going five laps with Ken

t's fair time at Costa Mesa, and the 
[oor got a treat with World 

Champion Greg Hancock on hand to 
do battle. The night, however, belonged 
to veteran racer Bobby “Boogaloo” 
Schwartz, who won the Scratch main 
event, and IMS-sponsored Charlie "The 
Edge" Venegas, who took home top 
honors in the Handicap main event. 

The first heat on the Scratch side saw 
Hancock take the field to school, as he 
outgated everyone and ran away with 
the race. Running second was Shawn 
"Mad Dog" McConnell, who made the 
low line work, and he would also move 
up the ladder. Randy DiFrancesco came 
in as a reserve and came away with 
third, with Paul Colston fourth and 
Johnny Walker fifth. 

The first try at a go in the second heat 
saw a red flag when the referee deter- 
mined that Gary Hicks had anticipated 
the gate. On the restart, it was Schwartz, 
from the middle of the track, who went 
out on top, with Hicks in second. Unfor- 
tunately for Hicks, the bike problems 
that have plagued him all season struck 
again and he went out. John Aden 
moved to the second spot, and he and 
Schwartz moved on to the semi. Round- 
ing out the field were Charlie Cooley 
and David Taylor. 

"Rad" Brad Oxley, from the outside, 
cut the best gate and got out on top in 
the third heat. Running a close second 
was Andy "The Enforcer" Northrup, 
with Brian Burch third. 

"Fast" Eddie Castro took a chance 
and went into the first turn too hot, and 
that caused him to spin out, ending his 
chances of moving up. Oxley and 
Northrup, however, did move up. 

The fourth heat was a duel between 
Venegas and Chris Manchester. Both 
riders cut great gates, but Venegas - out 
of two - got the better drive into the turn 
and came away with the lead. Manches- 
ter was riding double with him, and 
Gary Ackroyd was trying to get a piece 
of the action. When Venegas and Man- 
chester pulled away from the field, it 
was all over and they moved to the 
semi. Ackroyd picked up the third, with 
Richard Jones and Jason Chism taking 
fourth and fifth, respectively. 

In the first Scratch semi, it was Han- 
cock, out of gate five, who jumped into 
the early lead. It would be a wire-to- 
wire win in the quick four-lapper for the 
World Champion. Manchester was a 


solid second, and these two riders 


would have a place in the main. 
Northrup and Schwartz moved on to 
the last-chance qualifier. 

In the second Scratch semi, it was 
Venegas, from the middle of the track, 
who outgated the field, and, like Han- 


cock, he led from start to finish. Aden 
held off a very aggressive Oxley to take 
the second, and he would join Venegas 
in the main. Oxley and McConnell 
would have one more chance in the 
LCQ. 

The last-chance looked like a main 
event anywhere else. Oxley was on the 
pole, with Schwartz in three; McConnell 
drew four, and Northrup, on the out- 
side, was in five. When the gate came 
up, it was Schwartz who got the jump 
on the field. Oxley was out second and 
the two went at each other tooth and 


nail. When all was said and done, it was - 


Schwartz who had the final spot in the 
Scratch. main. Oxley took a hard-earned 
second, with Northrup and McConnell 
third and fourth, respectively. 

The Scratch main event had Venegas 
on the pole. Hancock was in two, with 
Aden in three. On the outside, it was 
Manchester in four and Schwartz in five. 
They loaded in and the gate came up. 
As it has been all year, Schwartz 
reached way down and pulled out 
another amazing performance. All five 
riders were on the gas, but it was the 
veteran, Schwartz, who showed them 
how it's done. He made the track round, 
making sure nobody could get around 
him or under him, and Venegas was 
definitely trying to find the hole on both 
sides. Manchester was working hard on 
Venegas, and Aden was holding Han- 
cock at bay. It was an awesome riding 
display by five very talented riders, but 
it was the veteran - who just keeps get- 
ting better - who showed them the way 
home. Venegas was second and Man- 
chester third, and Aden and Hancock 
were fourth and fifth, respectively. 

The lineup for the Handicap main 
had John DeFries all alone on the 10- 
yard line. No one was on the 20, and 
Kon Baur had the 30 all to himself. Ed 
Castro and Gary Ackroyd shared the 40, 
with Chris Manchester and Gary Hicks 
on the 50. Oxley and Venegas picked 
their spots on the 60. 

Eight riders, eight laps: It would be a 
race of attrition. When the flag came up, 
it was Baur who moved DeFries out to 
take the lead. Castro was running sec- 
ond, with Hicks third. Hicks and 
DeFries were sidelined at the end of 
one, and Baur was done one lap later. 
Venegas, who had already moved into 
second by the end of two, was now out 
in front and going away. His IMS- 
backed GM was humming and no one 
was going to catch him. Oxley, who had 
to get around Castro before he could go 
after Venegas, was four laps in before he 
could put the pressure on. It was a battle 
of the outside line for Venegas vs. the 
inside line for Oxley. 

Venegas may have had further to go, 
but he just turned the wick up and the 
main was his. Oxley was second, with 
Castro and Manchester the only other 
riders to finish. Ackroyd made it 
halfway before pulling over. 

Billy Lyons went wire to wire in the 
Support main, picking up the win over 
Tim Tucker and Joe Winston. Michael 
Storms nipped Greg Starvecic at the line 
to win the Support B main. Greg Corona 
was third. 

Jeff Carr and Mike Moreno, and Alan 
Hall and Dirk Votaw gave the crowd at 
the fair a taste of Sidecar action, and 
they were in their final race of the night 
when Carr and Moreno hit the first-turn 
wall as they took the flag. Moreno hit 
the wall hard and Carr went over the 
wall, and the bike tried to go through it. 
Carr was fine but Moreno was taken to 
the hospital for observation, and the 
bike was carried off in two pieces. CN

RAYMOND, ALBERTA, CANADA, JULY 7 
ean-Sebastien Roy continues to be 
unstoppable after round three of the 
Canadian National Motocross 

series, held in Raymond, Alberta, on 
July 17. The Temple Hill race track event 
marked the second time that Roy has 
swept both motos in the 125 and 250cc 
classes. The Acton Vale, Quebec, rider 
remained virtually unchallenged for the 
day until the last moto, when Two 
Wheel/Pro-Action/Walker Transport 
rider Blair Morgan jumped out front 
early and lead his teammate Roy for the 
first half of the race. Morgan was 
plagued by bad starts in his first three 
motos, which resulted in dismal results 
for the Canadian champ. 

In the first 125cc moto, Morgan hesi- 
tated off the start while Marco Dubé 
grabbed the holeshot and led the rest of 
the pack around the rough and dusty 
Temple Hill track. Roy started the moto 
in third, but within the first two laps he 
had passed both Honda rider Rudi 
Zackso Jr. and the Suzuki of Dubé to 
take the lead. Morgan struggled back in 
the pack and was only able to finish 
18th. Dubé finished runner-up to Roy, 
while Honda riders Chris Pomeroy and 
Lane Olanski finished third and fourth. 

Chris Pomeroy found an opening up 
the middle of the Temple Hill start 
straight as he grabbed the holeshot in 
the second 125cc moto. The Honda rider 
was overtaken by Roy on the second 


lap. The Quebec rider's pace was too 
much for Pomeroy. Blair Morgan's bad 
luck continued as he suffered another 
bad start. But Morgan, disappointed by 
his earlier results, rode a hard-charging 
moto similar to the likes of Canadian 
great Ross "Rollerball" Pederson. Mor- 
gan collected second place for his 
efforts, but that only gave him enough 
points to finish an overall ninth. 
Pomeroy finished third in the moto, 
which gave him second place overall. 
Dubé took the overall third while Olans- 
ki took fourth. 

The first 250cc moto was a real bar- 
bender for Dubé and Ryan Gauld. On 
the first lap Dubé tangled with Yamaha 
rider Marty Burr, which sent Dubé tum- 
bling down the hill section after corner 
number three. Dubé rode with bent han- 
dlebars and a twisted front wheel to fin- 
ish the moto in 16th. For Gauld, the race 
finished more abruptly when he collid- 
ed with Sean Edzerza. The young 
Machine Racing Yamaha rider was run 
down multiple times by the remaining 
pack, which badly damaged his ankle. 
Gauld DNFed the race and was unable 
to compete in the final 250cc moto. Roy 
once again won the moto and Morgan 
and Pomeroy finished second and third. 

In the final moto of the day, it was 
Morgan who shocked the crowd after he 
stole the lead from Roy just seconds into 
the race. Morgan continued to keep his 
distance from Roy for the first half of the 
moto until a mistake on a corner 
allowed Roy to gain ground and take 
over the lead. Roy was then able to run 
away with the win while Morgan fin- 
ished in second. 

“The last 250 moto was a lot of fun,” 
Roy said. "I was confident that I would 
win the race, but I wasn't playing with 
Morgan. I had my bike pinned and Blair 
had his bike pinned. I knew Blair wasn't 
going to cut me, so it ended up being a 
clean and fun race." 

Roy will miss the next two rounds of 
the Canadian nationals to continue rac- 
ing the AMA Outdoor series, but there 
is still a chance that Roy may win the 
Canadian Championship since Gauld, 
Dubé and Morgan have all fallen in the 
points race. CN

In the first 125cc Pro moto, it was 
Banzai Suzuki/ Maxima Wiseco-backed 
Tom Hofmaster who grabbed the start, 


` but he went a little too hot into the first 


turn. As a result, Hofmaster hit the 
embankment and went head over heels 
into the grass. Gaddis quickly took 
advantage and never looked back. 

Suzuki-mounted Rob Erschen held 
down second for a lap, until the duo of 
Dave Oettel and Eron Ezerins motored 
by through the whoops. Team Green 
Kawasaki /Sinisalo-sponsored Randy 
Valade moved into fourth at the 
halfway point of the 10-lap moto, as 
Hofmaster was busy picking off riders 
after his fall. Gaddis cruised to the win, 
followed by Ezerins, who made his way 
by Oettel for second. Valade crossed in 
fourth, with Hofmaster rounding out 
the top five. 

In the second moto, Gaddis nailed 
the start, with Valade and Hofmaster on 
his tail. Banzai Suzuki /Silkolene-backed 
Ezerins and Shoreline's Oettel were 
mired back in the pack. Hofmaster 
moved by Valade on the third lap and 
was gunning for Gaddis, but the former 
125cc Supercross and two-time Arena- 
cross champ just turned up the wick.

Hofmaster.and Oettel took advan- 
tage and moved to the front, as did 
Valade and Ezerins. 

For the next few laps, Hofmaster and 
Oettel battled back and forth, while 
Gaddis was busy playing catch-up. 
Ezerins made his way by Valade for 
third on the sixth lap but, on the final 
lap, Gaddis blazed by both riders to take 
third at the finish behind moto winner 
Hofmaster and Oettel in second. 

With the 250cc overall still on the line, 
the second-moto start was very impor- 
tant. Gaddis used his years of experience 
to get the holeshot, with Honda-mount- 
ed Phil Gauthier and Hofmaster next in 
line. Gaddis started to pull away as Hof- 
master and Oettel had their own war 
after getting by Gauthier. Oettel pinned 
it through the whoops and moved into 
second on lap seven, and Hofmaster 
dumped it in the same corner as Gaddis 
had one lap later. Gaddis took his third 
moto win of the night, followed by Oet- 
tel, Valade, Ezerins and Hofmaster. 

Besides the Pro classes, Gaddis suited 
up for the Over 25 class and took both 
moto wins in style for a total of three 
overalls and a good chunk of change to 
take back to Vegas. 

Torque Center-sponsored Zac Sapko 
showed the large crowd on hand that he 
may be a force in next year's A classes, as 
he stomped to three moto wins in the 125 
and 250cc B classes.

Plotts, Kear hot 
at Hurricane Hills MX

Damien Plotts and Jason Kear took top honors in 
250cc Open Expert and Collegeboy classes, 
respectively, at Hurricane Hills Sports Center. 
Racing began on a racecourse made muddy by 
heavy rain showers late Saturday night and 
early Sunday morning. Cloudy skies prevented 
the course from drying out until early afternoon. 
Skies finally cleared and track conditions went 
from muddy to great, giving riders at least one 
dry moto. More than 200 riders came out to race 
in 25 classes. 

Plotts took the holeshot in the first 250cc 
Open Expert moto. Trailing Plotts through the 
first turn were Dag Boyesen, Alex Blackwell, 
Brett Sherman and Joey Yagloski. With only a 
quarter of a lap in the books, Boyesen began 
challenging Plotts for the lead while Blackwell 
and Sherman rode a consistent third and fourth, 
with William Cheney getting by Yagloski to 
round out the top five. Just off the downhill 
double along the tree line in the back of the 
track, Plotts and Boyesen were bar to bar on the 
straightaway, but Plotts had the inside line and 
he managed to keep the lead. On the last lap, 
Boyesen seemed to let off, allowing Plotts to take 
the win. Boyesen finished second, Blackwell 
third, Sherman fourth and Yagloski fifth. 

Not to be denied, Boyesen blasted off the 
gate to grab the holeshot in the second moto, 
with Plotts, Blackwell, Yagloski, Sherman and 
Cheney in tow. At the halfway mark of lap two, 
Boyesen was still out front, but Plotts was only 
three seconds behind and was pressuring Boye- 
sen hard for the lead. By the fourth lap, lappers 
would decide the outcome of the second moto. 
Boyesen had to go way outside in the big sweep- 
er near the start area to get around a lapper but 
managed to square off the berm in time to sneak 
to the inside and hold off Plotts. Again, on lap 
five, lappers would become a problem for the 
leaders. Boyesen got slightly out of shape trying 
to get around a lapper on the downhill after the 
huge Hurricane step-up and Plotts slipped by on 
the inside to take the lead. Boyesen charged 
hard after Plotts but again lappers caused Boye- 
sen to lose too much time. Plotts took the win, 
followed by Boyesen, Blackwell, Yagloski and 
Sherman. 

John McKean snagged the holeshot in the 
first Collegeboy moto, followed by Jason Kear, 
Aaron Lambert, Joe Marshall and Clint Esposito. 
Kear had managed to get by McKean for the 
lead while Esposito got by Marshall for fourth 
by the halfway mark of lap one. By the end of 
the second lap, Kear had a substantial lead over 
McKean in second. By lap three, Kear was gone 
and the rest of moto was basically to determine 
second through fifth. McKean, barring any 
major mistakes, had second locked up, while 
Esposito moved up to third, Jeff Dunlap was 
now running fourth and Lambert had dropped 
back to fifth. Moto one went in the books with 
Kear on top, followed by McKean, Esposito, 
Dunlap and Marshall. 

The start of the second moto was a repeat of 
the first: McKean took another holeshot, with 
Kear, Dunlap, Marshall and Timothy Harris in 
tow. Kear quickly moved past McKean in the dif- 
ficult whoop section to take the lead while Espos- 
ito got by Harris for fifth. On lap two, the top 
three remained the same while Esposito got by 
Marshall for fourth. Kear took the win, followed 
by McKean, Dunlap, Esposito and Marshall.

Max takes Medallist MX

Honda-mounted Pro-Am rider James Max 
charged to the overall win in the highly compet- 
itive 125cc A class at the annual District 7 
Medallist Motocross, round eight of the 16-race 
District 7 Expert Motocross Series, held at Dou- 
blin Gap MX Park. 

In addition to his overall victory in the 
small-bore division, Max also scored the runner- 
up position in 250cc A racing and was third 
overall in Over 25 A-class action. The Medallist 
Race, which is organized, promoted and staffed 
by the D-7 board of directors, serves as the pri- 
mary fund-raiser of the year for the district orga- 
nization. With days of pounding rain preceding 
the event, muddy conditions were to play a 
major role in the outcome of the race as the 

Aacky Pennsylvania soil rutted up badly, making 
for one of the most treacherous and demanding 
track surfaces the riders have faced so far this 


year. 

As the riders blasted into Doublin Gap’s 
sweeping, right-handed first turn for the first 
125cc A moto, it was Thor/JT Motorsports /Boye- 
sen-backed KTM rider Denny Williams leading 
the charge, followed by defending champion 





John McKean (261) was the holeshot man. 
in the Collegeboy class at Hurricane Hills 
in Clifford, Pennsylvania. McKean was 
second overall to Jason Kear. 





Tom Welch on a borrowed Yamaha, Max, 
Honda-mounted Ronald Beam, and Diamond 
Motorsports-backed Kawasaki rider Chris 
Brown. Using the clear track and a choice of 
lines to his immediate advantage, Williams 
pulled out to a five-second lead over the fierce 
battle for second that was developing between 
Welch and Max..With Williams solidly out front 
and Welch now strong in second, Beam began to 
hound Max for the third position, followed by 
another close battle for fourth between Yamaha- 
mounted Edgar Davis and Honda rider Jarrett 
Rhoads. Disaster struck Welch at the halfway 
point, when the hard-charging National pro was 
forced to retire early with chainguide damage 
caused by the brutally rutted track conditions. 
Williams went on to score his first moto win of 
the season, followed by Max, who put inva 
strong ride for second. Beam, after an aggressive 
late-moto charge, rolled in for third, followed by 
Rhoads in fourth and Davis in fifth. 

Eager to make up for his first-moto DNF, 
Welch shot into the lead in moto two, with 
Williams in hot pursuit. Max was third, fol- 
lowed by an intense battle for fourth between 
Beam and Rhoads. Knowing he needed the posi- 
tion in order to score the overall win, Max flew 
past the speeding KTM of Williams on the 
track’s high-speed “ski jump” section to take the 
runner-up position before the completion of the 
first lap. As Welch continued to charge out 
front, Max pulled out to a comfortable lead on 
Williams, who briefly battled with Beam for 
third before pulling away late in the moto. 
Welch flew to the uncontested moto win, fol- 
lowed by the consistent Max in second. Williams 
held on for third, followed closely by Beam. 
Davis again rounded out the top five. 

The 125cc B-class action proved to be no less 
exciting, as Honda-mounted Gregory Batts also 
used consistent riding to take the overall victory 
with a strong 2-2 ride. Kawasaki rider Joseph 
Briggs, who came from behind to score the first- 
moto win, could manage no better than third in 
the second moto and had to settle for the run- 
ner-up position. Kemp’s Racing-backed Suzuki 
rider Ryan Newkirk went 4-1 for third overall, 
followed by Suzuki-mounted Donnie Mills’ 3-4 
ride.

Yezek dominates 
D-5 motocross

In the first round of the AMA District 5 Summer 
Series, Davey Yezek took the overall wins in the 
125cc and 250cc Expert divisions. 

The 125cc Expert class started with a bang as 
Daniel Pastor took the holeshot, with Yezek and 
Brad Berkey close behind. Pastor made the 
muddy track look smooth as he flew across the 
whoops on the far side of the track. Yezek was 
following closely but seemed to be picking his 
lines carefully. His chance to pass came when 
Pastor went down by the finish line on the sec- 
ond lap. Brad Berkey was also close enough to 
take advantage of Pastor's fall. Yezek powered 
his F&S-backed Suzuki to a commanding lead. 
On lap four, Berkey railed the wrong rut and 
went down, allowing Pastor to take over second. 
After that, the order remained the same, with 
Yezek the top man. 

In moto two, Pastor again took the holeshot 
and was in the lead as they dropped down into 
the wooded section of the track. It was Yezek, 
however, who reappeared first, with Pastor right 
behind. The riders maintained those positions 
throughout the moto, but Yezek really poured it 
on as he continued to pull a big lead on Pastor. 
Berkey was also flying, but he claimed afterward 
that a flat tire held him out of contention. 

In the 250cc A class, it was another good bat- 
tle that included Yezek and Andrew Tsakanikas. 
It was Tsakanikas flying through the corner first, 
with Yezek and Jason Sisler hot on his heels. 
Yezek made some good moves on Tsakanikas 
but could not get around. Both riders were com- 
ing out of the woods and clearing the big table- 
top and nearly quadrupling into the whoops 
side by side for the first three laps. Then Yezek 
appeared to have gone down in the bottom sec- 
tion of the race track. This left Tsakanikas with 
some breathing room, since Sisler pulled off the 
track with mechanical problems. In the last two 
laps, however, Yezek reeled in Tsakanikas, only 
to be a couple of bike lengths shy of the young 
speedster from Maryland at the checkered flag. 

` The second moto found both Yezek and 
Tsakanikas powering through the first corner 
wheel to wheel. Sisler leaned over just a little too 
far and went down on the far outside in the first 
turn. After a fight for the lead in the first lap, 
Yezek came around with the spot and turned it 
into a runaway victory, with Tsakanikas and 
Sisler following closely behind.

Daniel dominates REM 
Glen Helen Motocross

On a day that produced triple-digit tempera- 
tures, and with the added challenge of having to 
race the track backward, Bryan Daniel was up to 
both challenges and took home the top honors in 
the Vet Intermediate class at REM's Saturday 
Glen Helen motocross. 

At the start of moto one - which, due to the 
running of the track backward, saw the riders 
negotiate a tricky left/right-turn combo before 
heading up Mount St. Hooters - it was the 
Honda of Daniel out front with the holeshot. 
Right in his shadow was Brad Diez on his Yama- 
ha, with Dan Dilkey running third and Michael 
David holding down the fourth position. As 
they came around to complete lap one, it was 
Daniel showing up first with a three-second 
lead. Diez, in his first Intermediate ride, was 
comfortably in second, and the two Troy Lee 
Designs riders - David and Dilkey - were bat- 
tling it out for third. 

Over the next few laps, the aggressive riding 
style of Diez began to pay off, as he was able to 
cut slightly into Daniel's lead. David and Dilkey 
were still dicing bar to bar over the third posi- 
tion, which was now occupied by David, who 
had pushed his Kawasaki past the thumper of 
Dilkey. Just before the halfway signal, Diez was 
handed the lead when Daniel crashed at the 
scoring section. Diez's lead was short-lived, 
however, as he stepped off during the next lap 
in the back section of the course, handing the 
lead back to Daniel, who had been quick to 
remount. 

Meanwhile, the Dilkey /David battle was 
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heating up even more, only now they were 
arguing over the second position because of 
Diez's crash. Dilkey seemed to outlast David, as 
he was able to go back around the Kawasaki 
rider and put himself into the second position. 
Diez had also remounted quickly and was rid- 
ing hard, trying to get back into the fray. As the 
white flag came out, Daniel was still out front, 
although Dilkey was starting to make a move 
and was gaining ground. Diez had sunk a hook 
into David and was trying to reel him in for the 
third spot. At the checkers, it was Daniel taking 
the win, with Dilkey running out of time and 
settling for the second-place position. Diez, who 
made a last-lap pass on David, rode in for third. 

The second moto again saw the Honda of 
Daniel out front at the start. This time, David 
had gated much better and occupied. the second 
spot, with-Diez in third. Daniel seemed to relish 
the heat and the rougher second-moto track, 
because he simply checked out from the rest of 
the pack, building up a 20-second lead by lap 
three. With Daniel long gone, the rest of the rid- 
ers were left to argue over second. David still 
held the position, but Diez was right on his rear 
wheel, applying the pressure. Just after they 
received the halfway signal, Diez made his 
move and passed David for the second position. 
Dilkey, meanwhile, had been riding hard after a 
bad start and closed to make the battle a three- 
way one. Diez again was bitten by the crashing 
bug, and he got off in the back section of the 
track, taking himself out of the race and giving 
second back to David. When the white flag came 
out, it was Daniel way out front, with David still 
in second and Dilkey in third. The last lap saw 
no changes, and at the finish it was Daniel with 
the win, followed by David in second, and 
Dilkey holding down the third position.

Willie Phee dominated the Over 40 Expert class 
at round six of SRA GP Series at Carlsbad Race- 
way.

Bast tops Auburn Speedway

Northern California points leader Bart "Simp- 
son" Bast passed United States National Speed- 
way Champion Mike Faria to win the Scratch 
main event at the Gold Country Fairgrounds in 
Auburn. Former Auburn track champion Bobby 
"The Blaze" Hedden came from the back of the 
field to post an impressive victory in the Handi- 
cap main event. David Booth won the Division 
Two final, while the Division Three main-event 
win went to Paulywood Hart, who put on an 
impressive display of natural riding ability.

Coming out of turn two, Faria drifted 
off the inside line, allowing Bast to gain some 
ground and move up inside as the pair motored 
down the back straight. Faria inexplicably also 
drifted off the pole in turns three and four, 
allowing Bast to immediately drive under the 
National Champion to assume the lead. 

“I was a bit surprised to see Mike get off the 
groove in turn four," said Bast. "The track was a 
bit rough all night. I almost lost it once in turn 
two in one of my heat races." 

Hedden, who started from the outside in 
lane four, also got by Faria after the last-lap 
white flag, but he had to settle for the second 
spot. Once Bast got around Faria, he moved out 
to a very comfortable 10-bike-length advantage, 
easily driving to the win aboard his Jawa. Faria 
finished third and, in only his second week back 
riding in 1998, Bob Flicks was fourth. 

Hedden walked away with the win in the 
Handicap main, outgating fellow 50-yard 
starters Bast, Jimmy Sisemore and Bobby's 





brother Tommy Hedden to take the victory on 


his Jawa. Ian Ferris gained the initial lead from 
the 20-yard line but soon was displaced by 40- 
yard starter Chad Felicio, who in turn was 
passed on the outside by Hedden in the third 
turn of lap three.

Janniro repeats 
at Cal-Expo Speedway

Seventeen-year-old Speedway phenom Billy Jan- 
niro continues to dominate the Handicap pro- 
gram at Northern California's latest Sideways 
Saturday venue at the Cal-Expo Rodeo Arena in 
Sacramento, taking his second Handicap main 
win in three weeks. Auburn's Bart Bast over- 
came a poor start to take the win in the Scratch 
main event. The Second Division main victory 
went to Steve Arena, while Donny Powell took 
the Third Division top spot. 

On a night when the relatively new track at 
Cal-Expo was spitting off riders right and left, it 
was only fitting that the Handicap main event 
ended up with the night's most skilled riders in 
it. On the 40-yard stripe sat Billy Janniro, former 
flat-tracker Chad Felicio, and last week's double 
main winner, Tommy Hedden. Ten yards 
behind this group, on the 50, sat National Cham- 
pion Mike Faria, Northern California Champion 
Bast and Bobby "The Blaze" Hedden. Janniro 
was the first off the 40 when the race started, fol- 
lowed closely by Chad Felicio and Bobby Hed- 
den. Felicio, who had cleverly manhandled the 
rough surface all night, inexplicably drifted 
wide in the second set of turns in the first lap, 
giving up the second spot to Tommy Hedden in 
the process. Meanwhile, Bobby Hedden, who 
made the best start from the 50, was quickly 
moving up, and he pushed Felicio back a spot, 
settling into third behind his brother.

Janniro rode flawlessly to the checkered flag

Dad/Off Beat Production Jawa. Tommy held off 
Bobby for second place, and Bast moved past Feli- 
cio to garner fourth place. Felicio was in fifth place, 
and the last rider left on the track when Faria mys- 
teriously pulled off midway through the race. 

Faria drew the pole for the Scratch main. Next 
to him in gate two was Bobby Hedden. In starting 
lanes three and four sat Jimmy Sisemore and 
Bast. Faria made a pretty fair start and led the 
quartet into the first turns and down the back 
straight. Bast, who got the worst start of all four 
riders, found an opportunity he could hardly 
believe when Sisemore and Hedden both drifted 
to the outside entering turn three of the first lap. 
Bast quickly moved up under the two veterans 
and assumed the second running position. 

Bart's good fortune continued in the next set 
of turns when Faria also drifted wide aboard his 
upright GM, allowing Bast to seize the lead. Hed- 
den and Sisemore also made their way around 
Faria but, by then, Bast was on his way to his first 
main-event win of the 1998 Cal-Expo Speedway 
season aboard his Auburn Toyota/Petrich 
Cycle/Wendy /Scott Auto Trim/ Aria Jawa. 

"| missed the start completely and thought | 
was done,” said a smiling Bast in the pits after the 
event. "I couldn't believe it when Jimmy and 
Bobby stayed wide in turn three. Then Mike 
slowed up, and I got a pretty easy win, consider- 
ing my bad start.

Bryan Yarrow came away with a very impres:

Adams won every 
moto he entered, making the trip from Hastings, 
Michigan, worthwhile. 

In the 125cc B-division qualifier, Chris Gal- 
loway ripped off the holeshot, putting his Suzuki 
into the tight left-hand 180-degree first corner first. 
Brian Somner was second and Pete Novello third. 

Galloway was on the gas on the first lap, open- 
ing up a lead over the 125 B pack. Novello held the 
number-two spot but was feeling the pressure of 
the J. Struckhoff and Anderson, who were on the 
move in third and fourth, respectively. 

Pete Sassano, on his Buck's Suzuki, was mov- 
ing to the front of the pack by the second lap, 
getting by Anderson with an aggressive move, 
using the inside line on à tight right-hand cor- 
ner. This gave Sassano the fourth spot by the 
third lap. Sassano tried to pass Struckhoff on the 
back straightway over the huge tabletop, and it 
looked as though he might pull it off - but 
Struckhoff had the inside line in the next corner, 
retaking the third spot. 

By the last lap it was evident that Galloway 
could coast to victory over Novello. Sassano, 
meanwhile, passed Struckhoff on the last lap for 
third place. Somner ended up fifth after a great 
holeshot. 

In the second qualifier, Badgley was the 
fastest out of the gate, with J. Vanderhaar's Suzu- 
ki second, Pete Sassano third, Mike Salisbury's 
KTM fourth, and Justin Paris fifth. Paris made 
the trip from Cranberry Township, Pennsylva- 
nia, to run for Suzuki money, and he was on the 
gas early in the moto.

The running order was Badgley, Vanderharr 
and Paris in close formation. Four seconds back 
came Tim Garber, with Danny Beckett and Mike 
Sassano giving him pressure for third. That 
pressure proved to be too much for Garber and 
he crashed off a small double jump. Paris took 
over second, passing Vanderharr on the back- 
stretch tabletop. Last-lap action had Paris mov- 
ing into the lead with an outside line coming 
toward the finish line. Paris came in for the win, 
with Badgley second and Vanderharr third. 

The final 125cc B moto had the 30-rider gate 
completely full, with Badgley pulling the 
holeshot; Vanderharr was second, Pete Sassano 
third and Struckhoff fourth. There was a big 


first-turn pileup that knocked Paris back. He 
would remount to charge to 10th place - which 
was only good for eighth overall. 

This moto belonged to Badgley, as he led 
from start to finish. Vanderharr kept his Suzuki 
in the runner-up slot to take second overall after 
some great dicing with Sassano and Struckhoff. 
Badgley took the win with ease, taking the top 
money from Suzuki.

Tom Daniels and Jason Northrup celebrated the 
Fourth of July in style by scoring a pair of wins 
each at the Pleasure Riders Hillclimb at their 
clubgrounds near Cayuga.

Northrup had won the class the 
week before, with Daniels taking second. 
Kawasaki triple riders Andy Fortner, Jason 
Northrup and John Hillard filled out the rest of 
the top five. 

Daniels' celebrating came to a painful stop, 
however, as he suffered a dislocated collarbone 
when he endoed his KX250 over the top in 
250cc-class action. 

Jason Northrup nailed his 3.169-second time 
in the first round of the 600cc class on his Sport- 
land Honda, then delivered a 3.225-second run 
on his second ride. He was very consistent on 
the machine all night, as he turned in another 
quick run - 3.208 seconds - to win the one-run 
King Of The Hill dash for cash. He actually had 
the second-, third- and fourth-fastest times of 
the evening. 

Andy Fortner was runner-up in the 600cc 
class, riding Bob Glenn's KTM 550. Fortner's 
superfast CR500 locked up on him before he got 
it to the line, so Glenn loaned him his KTM, 
which Fortner rode faster up the hill than it had 
ever gone before; he posted a 3.431-second time 
for the second-place trophy. 

Darrell Trent had a nice 3.762-second run on 
his Honda for third, just barely ahead of Kelly 
Brady, who stopped the clock in 3.773 seconds. 
Brady's brother, John, was close on his heels for 
fifth place with a 3.821-second run on his 
Honda. 

Mark Goodman ]r. posted two wins, taking 
the 200cc-class victory on his KX125 with a good 
4.152-second run, with Kevin Ryan turning 4.270 
seconds on ‘his Kawasaki for second. Goodman 
also picked up the win in the Stock class with à 
3.820-second time on his KX500, with Jason 
Northrup coming in second on his YZ400F in 
3.953 seconds. 

The 250cc class featured incredibly close 
competition, with the top four riders finishing 
within five hundredths of a second of each 
other. Fortner put rides of 3.369 and 3.340 sec- 
onds on the table with his Forward Motion 
Suzuki and claimed the win. Packed tightly 
behind him were Mark Goodman with 3.379 sec- 
onds, Tim Lambert with 3.393 seconds, and 
Kevin Cappello with 3.397 seconds.

Double trouble 
at Cayuga Hillclimb

CAYUGA, IN, JULY 5 

The very busy Pleasure Riders hosted a double- 
header hillclimb event on Sunday, running their 
regularly scheduled event in the morning, and 
another hillclimb - which had been postponed 
from its original date of June 27 - in the after- 
noon. Brent Stewart and Kaleb Northrup made 
the most of the double opportunity by claiming 
two titles in each event. 

Stewart came from Galva, Illinois, with his 
new 400cc hillclimber - a 1998 KTM 380 - and 
showed that he is a man on a mission to win this 
year's championship. He has been the dominant 
force in the 250cc class in Districts 15 and 17 for 
more than a decade, running up an incredible 11 
straight season championships through 1996. 
But he has never captured the national champi- 
onship, though he has finished as high as second 
several times. This year, he has built what 
appears to be the ultimate 400cc hillclimber. He 
has ridden it only four times in District 17 events 
but won all four times in convincing fashion, 
while claiming three fast-time awards. 

It has been about five years since anyone 
turned times in the two-second bracket on the 
120-foot hill, but Stewart did it twice on this day, 
riding only once in each event. He turned a 
2.974-second time in the morning, then returned 
and delivered a nearly identical 2.987-second 
time in the afternoon to win both 400cc classes 
and take both Fast Time awards. The closest rid- 
ers to him in the 400cc class were Steve 
Dougherty on his KTM 273 with a 3.925-second 
time in the morning, and Mike Hillard, who 
topped the hill in 3.474 seconds in the afternoon. 
Closest overall riders were John Brady, Kaleb 
Northrup, Kevin Weaver and Jason Northrup. 

Kaleb Northrup rode his sparkling Triumph 
to double wins in both events. Northrup posted 
times of 3.258 and 3.459 seconds in the morning 
and 3.228 and 3.3 15 seconds in the afternoon to 
take the wins in the 750cc and Pushrod classes. 
Jason Northrup, with a fine 3.287-second ride, 
took second place in the 750cc class in the morn- 
ing on his Kawasaki triple, while Andy Fortner 
took second on his triple in the afternoon in 
3.422 seconds. Bob Fisher claimed the second 
spot in both rounds of Pushrod-class action on 
his Harley with times of 3.988 and 3.871 sec- 
onds.

Wood tops 
Pleasure Riders Hillclimb

CAYUGA, IN, JUNE 28 

Mike Wood drove more than 500 miles from his 
home in Bay City, Wisconsin, to ride on the 120- 
foot hill at the Pleasure Riders clubgrounds near 
Cayuga. He made the most of the trip, as he put 
on a virtual hillclimbing clinic, winning five 
classes and setting the fastest time of the day. He 
was so dominant that he actually would have 
only had to ride one time in each class, as his 
first-round rides held up for the win in each of 
the five classes in which he competed. 

Wood's fast time came in the 600cc class on 
his CR500. On a hill where times under 3:5 sec- 
onds are considered very fast, and 3.3s generally 
win, Wood nearly broke into the two-second 
bracket when he flew off the starting-line jump, 
cleared the second breaker with the power on 
and flew over the top in a breathtaking 3.018 
seconds to set a time that only he would serious- 
ly challenge the rest of the day. Mark Shafer, 
from Arcola, Illinois, was closest to Wood on his 
KX500. He had an excellent second-round run of 
3.323 seconds, with Andy Fortner close behind 
him on his JPC Honda with a 3.403-second run. 
John Scroggins brought his CR500 in for fourth 
in 3.412 seconds, with Honda rider Darrell Trent 
rounding out the top five in 3.772 seconds. 

Wood claimed the 250cc-class win on his 
CR250 with a fine 3.391-second run, with Fort- 
ner coming the closest on his Forward Motion 
Suzuki in 3.447 seconds. 

In the one-run King Of The Hill dash for 
cash, Wood was challenged hard by Mark 
Shafer, but Wood still won with a 3.138-second 
run on his Honda, while Shafer blasted over the 
hill in 3.191 seconds on his Kawasaki. 

Wood continued his winning ways by post- 
ing a 3.449-second run on his CR250 to win the 
400cc Exhibition class. His run was significantly 
faster than that of runner-up Mark Goodman Jr,, 
who took second with a 3.696-second run on his 
KX250. 

Finally, in Open Exhibition action, Wood 
delivered back-to-back rides of 3.048 and 3.053 





seconds to take the win on his CR500, with 
Andy Fortner taking second in a very good 3.294 
seconds on his Honda. 

The only other rider to score multiple class 
wins was Kaleb Northrup from Woodbury, Min- 
nesota, who claimed wins in the 750cc and 
Pushrod classes on his beautiful Sportland Tri- 
umph. Northrup had to come from behind to win 
the 750cc class, matching his Triumph against the 
Kawasaki triples. His 3.723-second time in the 
second round was good enough to overtake Tom 
Daniels, who had delivered a good 3.960-second 
run on his Gast triple on his first ride.

Diem dons qualifier cap at 
New Champion Speedway

OWEGO, NY, JULY 11 

New Champion Speedway in Owego, New 
York, hosted its first National Qualifier under 
the AMA’s new format, which seeds the winner 
directly to the National Championship in 
Auburn, California. 

On his way to the victory podium, Warren 
Diem had a nearly perfect night of racing. After 
winning his first three heats, Diem's nine points 
were matched only by the score of Tommy 
Sephton. Final heat number four, however, saw 
Sephton fade to a number-three finish, while 
Diem remained perfect for his fourth win. 
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Mike Wood won five classes at the 
Pleasure Riders Hillclimb. 


The only blemish on Diem's record occurred 
in the first semi, when Lenny McBride - gating 
from the inside pole, with Diem coming off the 
two spot - continued their wheel-to-wheel com 
petition. In and out of turns one and two and 
down the back straight, McBride and Dien 
looked to be attached. Lap two was a repeat as 
the two again rode bar to bar, with Diem trying 
the outside line. Going into lap three, Diem tried 
the inside but could not gain the needed rea 
estate to overtake McBride, who grabbed the 
checkers by less than a bike length. 

The main event was marred by crashes and 
confusion. Off the start, from the inside out 
ward, were McBride, Diem, Sephton, George 
Lazor and Lenny Dillion. With five riders on a 
not-too-wide track, first-turn action turned haz 
ardous, with Diem, Sephton and Lazor going 
down very hard and bringing out the red flag 
and the ambulance. After a 20-minute delay 
Diem, who was said to have been briefly uncon: 
scious, was allowed to try a lap to determine if 
he could handle his bike. Calling for an origi 
restart, all five riders again entered turn one as 
close as they had in the first start, and again the 
red flag came out, as Sephton and Diem again 
crashed hard. 

The third start again saw another origina 
restart with no penalties imposed. Restart num: 
ber three was halted when McBride touched thé 
tape as it went skyward, breaking the botto 
strand. He was sent to the penalty line for the 
upcoming number-four restart. 

Diem now occupied the inside on the fron 
line, but Sephton took the lead in turn one and 
held it down the back straight, with Diem along 
side. 

Staying outside, Diem found the traction he 
wanted and took the lead at the start line. Dien 
then pulled to a comfortable lead for the remain 
ing three laps and the victory. 

In the Support A class, Cam Rafferty, whe 
only recently received permission from thg 
AMA to race at 14 years old, again showed tha 
it was warranted. From the pole, Joe Veninsk 
took and held the lead for two laps, only t 
relinquish it to Rafferty on circuit number three 
Rafferty then steadily increased the lead to take 
his second victory of the season.

major manufacturers and big-time (i.e., 
tobacco) sponsors could afford it; it 
would be a real problem filling the 
grids. Even if new entrants do come 
(names ranging from BMW to Triumph 
to Harley-Davidson are gaily bandied 
about), it’s hard to imagine more than 
12 or so works bikes at the outside-unless 
there is some sort of homologation or 
numbers rule, obliging each maker to 
provide bikes for, say, five riders. Or 
more, perhaps, to feed GP-linked 
National Championship classes. This 
route leads inexorably toward basing 
machines on production models. 

Turning the premier bike-racing class 
into a sort of production-bike series 
would be an anathema to any true GP 
fan. This remains true even if "proto- 
type" rules allow free cylinder heads, 
for example, and free frames. It's still 
production-bike racing. 

But it makes sense to a lot of other 
people, in various ways. 

It offers the factories an opportunity 
to justify top-level racing costs on both 
marketing and, more importantly, 
research-and-development terms. If the 
two-stroke sports road bike is a dead 
duck, then what's the point of racing 
them (as a factory accountant might 
think)? 

It opens the game up to small manu- 
facturers, who can race-develop after- 
market parts for street bikes; or alterna- 
tively become part of a racing-service 
industry in the Formula One model - 
certainly, four-stroke racing would give 
employment to a much greater number 
of engineers than at present. That's one 
reason why many pit-lane overall-wear- 
ers are in favor of the change. 

And in a strange kind of way, the

But who 
fed Dorna? Was it the GPMA them- 
selves? Or was it one of the manufactur- 
ers? 

For a number of reasons, the name of 
Honda comes to mind. Never mind that 
now. | 

Another racing insider insists that the 
prime mover was in fact Sito Pons, that 
calculating team owner and ex-champi- 
on, already a powerful figure within 
IRTA and in the Spanish racing estab- 
lishment. His putative motivation is typ- 
ically two-sided: firstly to use this cause 
to gain greater political power on his 
own behalf, and secondly to curry favor 
with HRC. 

And there it is again - the big H of 
Honda casting a shadow over the sce- 
nario. 

One can rule out the FIM as prime 
movers - they are too busy with their 


these things) bring in the sort of outside 
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own labyrinthine political struggles, 
and they enjoy the status quo, with fat 
payments from both GPs and World 
Superbikes. 

Then again, the whole thing could be 
commercially motivated - part of a 
much larger plan that seeks to rational- 
ize the business of racing. 

This implication requires first that we 
ask: If GPs do go four-stroke, what hap- 
pens to the superbikes? 

Well, consider this: Both the World 
Superbike Series and the Grand Prix 
Series have new owners. Octagon, the 
four-stroke owners, are heavy hitters 
in media circles. In a TV war between 
the two series, they would almost cer- 
tainly win hands down. The GP own- 
ers, on the other hand, are financiers - 
venture capitalists, who finance man- 
agement buy-outs, and then sell their 
own shares to make a profit on their 
overall investment. This might be 
achieved by extra investment or by 
stripping off assets for sale; it might 
take three weeks, three years, or three 
decades. 

It is far from impossible that these 
two commercial big-timers might be 
cooking something up between them- 
selves that would involve combining the 
two series. Superbikes, if they survive at 
all, will become closer to production 
bikes; the new GP machines would be 
much like current superbikes, but with- 
out the obligation for look-alike body- 
work and other specification restric- 
tions. 

Now that I have shared my confu- 
sion with this situation, may I make one 
prediction? That the change will hap- 
pen, and it will be for reasons that have 
nothing to do with motorcycles or 
sport. CN
